1. Tile purpose of tin* Society shall be the promotion &f Attt ii.koi.ogy, 
especially iu> connected with the investigation of the ash 

Hwronv on’ Scotland. 

i The Society shall consist of Fellows, Honorary Fellows, Correspond¬ 
ing Members, and Lmly Associates. 

3. Candidates for admission as Fellows must sign the Form of A pp! n a¬ 
tion prescribed by the Council, and most be proposed by a Fellow and 
eecondad by two members of the Council. Admission shall be by ballot. 

i. The Secretaries shall cause the names of the Candidate* mid of their 
Proposers to be inserted in the billet railing the Meeting at which they 
are to lie balloted for. The Ballot may betaken for all the Candidates 
mimed in the billet at once ; but if three or more black halls appear, the 
Chairman of the Meeting shall cause the Candidates to be balloted for 
singly. Any Candidate receiving less than two-thirds of the votes given 
shall not be admitted. 

5, Honorary Fellows shall consist of persons eminent in Arcbteotogy, 
who must be recommended by the Connell, and balloted for in the same 
way ns Fellows : and they shall not be liable for any fees of admission or 
annual subscriptions. The number of Honorary Fellow* shall not exceed 
twenty-five. 
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<1 Corresponding Mem Ws must In* recommended by t in* Council mid 
luiLJ oIihI for ill the same way as Fellows, amt they shall not be liable for 
any fees of admission or annual subscriptions. 

it Ijiulits who have done valuable work in the Held of" And neology may 
be admitted as Lady Associates. The number of Lady A'Sorbites shall 
not exceed twenty-five. They shall lie proposed by the Council and 
hid luted for in the same way as Fellows,, and shall not be liable for any 
fees of admission or aiimini subscriptions. 

& Before the name of any person is added to the List of Fellows, sueh 
person simll pay to the funds of the Society Two Guineas as an entrance 
tee and One (lumen for the current year's subscription, or may compound 
for the entrance fee mid all annual subscriptions by the payment of 
Twenty (.minais at the time of admission. Fellows may compound for 
luture annual subscriptions by a single payment of Fifteen Guineas after 
having paid Jive mm mil subscriptions; or of Ton Guineas after having 
paid ten annual subscriptions. 

It The sulwflL-iption c>£ One Guinea shall become due on I he tilth Nov* 
ember in each year for the year then commencing; mid if any Fellow who 
has nol compounded shall fall to |my the subscription for three successive 
years, due application having been made for payment, the Treasurer shall 
report the same to the Council, by whose authority The name of the 
defaulter may be erased from the list of Fellows. 

Id. Every Fellow not being in arrears of the annual subscription shall 
In* entitled to receive the printed Proceedings of the Society, from the 
date of election. 

11 , None hut Fellows shall vote or bold any office in the Society. 

Subject to tin* Laws and to the control of tin* Society in General 
Meetings, the affairs of the Society shall be managed by a Council elected 
and appointed as hereinafter set forth, Five Members of the Council 
shall la* a quorum. 

1-1 Tim Office-Bearers of the Society shall consist of a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, two .Secretaries for gemma I purposes, two Secretaries for 
Foreign Correspondence, a Treasurer, two Curaiprs of the Museum, a 
Curator ot Coins, and a Librarian, The President shall he elected for u 
period of five years, and the Vice-Presidents for n period of three years, 
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xi 

One uf the Vice-President* shall retire unmmllv by rotation find iitmll 
not lignin I*e eligible for the same office until after the lapse nf one year. 
All the other Offire-Boiirers shall be elected for one year and shall tie 
eligible for re-election. 

14 . hi accordance with the agreement subsisting between the Sotdety 
ami the Government, the Board of Manufactures (now the Board of 
Trustee* j shall be represented on the Council by two of its Members hieing 
Fellows of the Society) elected immmlly by the Society. The Treasury 
shall he represented on the Council hy the Kings anil Lord Treasurers 
Remembrancer (being a Fellow of the Society), 

In, The Councilshall consist of the Offieedknrera* the three representa¬ 
tive Members above specified, and nine Fellows, elected by the Society. 

It). Three of the nine elected Members of Council shall retire annually 
Hy rotation, and shall not again be eligible till after the lapse of one 
year. Vacancies among the elected Members of Council and Office- 
Bearer* occurring by completion of term nf office, by retirement on rota¬ 
tion, by resignation* by death or otherwise, shu 11 be lilted by election at 
the Annual General Meeting. The election shall be hy Ballot, upon a liwl 
issued by the Council for that purpose to the Fellows at least fourteen 
days before the Meeting. 

IT. Tii* Council ntny appoint coimuittaea or individuals to take charge 
of particular departments of the Society's business. 

IE. The Annual General Meeting of the Society shall take place on 
St Andrews Day. the 30 th of November, or on the following day if 
the 3 Qtli he a Sunday. 

\\l The Council shall have power to call Extraordinary General Meet¬ 
ings when they See cause. 

30 , The Ordinary Meetings of the Society shall be held mi the second 
Monday of each month, from December to May inclusive. 

31 . Every proposal for altering the Laws must be made through the 
i omiril : and the Secretaries, on instructions from the Council, shall muse 
intimation thereof to be made to all the Fellows at least one month 
before the General Meeting at which it is to be determined cm.

less frequently. Through bis death Archeology in Scotland has suffered 
n h™ j luss, and ( lie Society of Antiquaries him to mourn one of its most 
brilliant and original Fellows. 

Another archeologist of note 1ms passed «woy in the person of 
Erskine Beveridge, LL.D., who became a Fellow of this Society in 1890, 
served as a Member of Council from 1913 to 1915, and ns a Vice-President 
from 1915 to 1918. 

< J| a somewhat retiring disposition, Mr Beveridge was nil accomplished 
and enthusiastic arclueologist He was a staunch friend both to the 
JrWiety and to t]ie National Museum. To the Library he made, many 
years ago, a valuable gift in the Dictionary of National Biography, and 
lafeat enriched the collections in the Museum by presenting all the relies 
found during his excavations in North Uisfc. ire also presented a large 
number of primitive agricultural appliances and other relics collected by 
him in the Hebrides. Though he never contributed to the Proceedings 
his pen was not idle, and his books on Cull mid 77,cr and on North list 
are monuments of careful, persevering, mid acute observation, both in 
the surveying and in the exploration of ancient sites. His acquisition 
of the estate of Vaflay, which is rich in remains of the past* afforded him 
a unique field for excavation, end many summers previous to the war 
were devoted to the examination of duns, cairns, and earth-houses there. 
Tin- results of his earlier excavations appear in his book on North Uist t 
nnd it is understood that an account of his subsequent discoveries, which 
arc of great importance, may yet be published. 

The field of prehistoric arohmology, however, did not exhaust Mr 
Beveridge’s activities, us he also published The Churchyard Memorial* of 
Crtul and ,1 llihliography of Ihtnferinline and lVent Fife, and edited the 
Ihnyh ReeurtU of Dunfermline, UKK-158L Place names and folk-lore also 
attracted his attention, and before his death lie had compiled voluminous 
lists of Scottish proverbs and of the prefixes “ Aber" and “Inver" 
which occur in place names on .Scottish maps mid in published records. 
Through his death the Museum is still further to lie benefited, ns his 
widow lias intimated her intention of presenting to the National 
Colkrttion a lar^e number of moat valuable relics. 

Although Lord Guthrie was not a specialist in the same sense as Dr 
Mumo or Mr Beveridge, his death will be felt in a peculiarly personal 
way by a large number of Fellows, and more especially by those who are 
regular attenders at our meetings. 

Lord Gutl,pie joined the Society in im, and served as a Member of 
(-oimcil during the years 1895 to 1898. 1907 to 1910, and 1915 to 1918 
During the years 1910 to J9U lie acted as one of the Vice-Presidents 
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In addit ion to his invaluable services as a Member of Count-i l nnd ns a 
'Vice-President, Lord Guthrie contributed several historical papers of 
much value and interest to the Pwectlings of the Society* The Inst of 
these was read at the December meeting of 1907, and dealt with “ Mary 
Stuart and Roscoff." At that time the chapel at Eowoff, which was 
believed to have been erected by Mary Queen of Scots In 1584 ns a 
thanksgiving for her safe arrival in France, and which was dedicated to 
St Xiiiian, whs in a ruinous state, and it was mainly due to Lord Guthrie's 
efforts that it was put into a decent state of repair. For his services in 
this respect alt Scotsmen owe him a debt of gratitude. 

Lord Guthrie was a man of many interests and n member of many 
societies. In none of these will Ins death be more genuinely regretted 
than in the Society of Antiquaries, where his genial prone nee will be 
much missed. 

The untimely death of Dr William fiemmelL duo to an accident, has 
deprived the Society of one of it* distinguished West Coast members, one 
who deserves special attention if for no other reason than for the good 
light lie made against the proposal to remove the steeple of Glasgow 
Tolbooth. an/i for the active part he took in the preservation of 
l Yu van d s Lordship, the oldest domestic I Holding in Glasgow. 

The Society has also to mourn the loss of the Kcy. James Primrose, 
D.IL, another prominent Glasgow archaeologist. 

Dr Primrose was keenly interested in local history, and devoted much 
time to the study of place names and of the prominent elergy connected 
with Glasgow' Cathedral. 

It was with regret that a few days ago the Society heard of the dentil 
of Lord Gienconner. Although he never took an active part in the work 
of the Society, his name will always be remembered for his munificent 
gift of Dry burgh Abbey to the nation, 

P roo&d ings . — An advance copy of the Proceedings for last session lies 
on the table. The number of pajmrs road before the Society is again 
smaller than usual, but what is lacking in number is made up fur by the 
variety and importance of the subjects dealt with. An interesting 
chapter has been added to the history of the coinage of Scotland by 
Dr George Macdonald in hi* paper describing u hoard of late fifteenth- 
century coins of bra&g, copper, and billon, found at Crnsmguel Ah hey. 
By this discovery not only has the origin of a series of coins which has 
long puzzled numismatists bean determined, hut a class of coins entirely 
unknown elsewhere has been brought to light. These coins show that the 
privilege of minting money had been granted to Crosraguel Abbey, and 
they are example* of a true abbey coinage, the Hist to be noted in Britain.

The resumption of the excavations on Trap min Law, which were 
suspended owing to the war, will always lie associated with tin* dis¬ 
covery of the great hoard of fourth-century silver plate. Mr A- O. I uric, 
who again described the results of the year's operations, has incor¬ 
porated in liis report a preliminary account of the treasure, a complete 
description of which it is intended to publish separately. Mr Curie has 
adopted a new system of classifying the native and Homano-British 
relics: instead of recording them according to the different types of 
objects represented, he has treated them as groups of associated objects 
found in separate dutiable layers. By this method development of 
types and changes in fashions are more readily observed. 

Mrs T. Lindsay Galloway has contributed a valuable account of the 
excavation of n cairn at Balnabraid, near Campbeltown, remarkable 
for the number of interments contained in it. The exea vnt ions carried 
out at Kildrummy Castle, mid described by Mr M . Douglas Simpson, 
have revealed many interesting structural details of the main entrance 
to this historic building. Mr Callander has recorded a board of bronze 
weapons found ut Cullcrne, Morayshire. comparing it with live Other 
very similar hoards of the late Bronze Age found in different parts 
of Scotland, 

Sir John Findlay exhibited and described mi (Hotagonal watch with 
case of pierced gilt'brass, which, though bearing the general character¬ 
istics of South German manufacture, has evidently been made by n 
Scotsman. Further interest 1ms been added to the group of standi ng- 
stones nearBroomend of Criehie by the discovery, by Mr Janies Ritchie, 
of an old plan showing the position of another stone circle that has 
disappeared. Dr Hay Flemings paper describing the raising of funds 
for restoration work at St Andrews by Dr Alexander Skene in the 
end of the seventeenth century will appeal to many interests, as, 
besides lists of subscribers, it contains an account of bow the money 
was disbursed, 

7 Vi> Museum . — The Council arc glad to be able to report that, the 
structural alterations in the Museum being now nearly completed, the 
greater part of the collections has been retransferred to the galleries, 
and u commencement has been made to placing them in their per¬ 
manent positions. The rearrangement of the collections, necessitating 
the remounting of many specimens, will take considerable time, but 
uyery endeavour will be made to push on the work ho that the Museum 
way be reopened to the public as soon as possible. 

The additions to the National Collection during the past year have 
been numerous, and include many important relics. By donations. 
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which include 646 objects found at Traproin Law it) HWJ, I ] 16 have been 
received, atul by purchase 34i>, making a total of 1465. By the handsome 
and generous gift of the collect ion of prehistoric and other objects 
formed by the late Lady John Scott of Spottiewoode, Miss Alice Helen 
Warrendcr has added to the Museum a most valuable series of relies, 
chiefly from the south-east of Scotland. The largest donation to the 
Society for many years, it contains u fine representation of stone, flint, 
and bronze implements and weapons, as well as a number of prehistoric 
and mcdireval vessels of pottery. 

Gap tain W. Dinwiddle has presented a valuable hoard of bronze 
implements found at Glen TrooL A further gift of objects found in a 
kitchen midden in Lewis lias been received from Mr .Murdo Morrison, 
one of our Corresponding Members. Shortly before his death. Dr 
Robert Kirk presented a number of relics, which Included a beautiful 
beaker urn. u hornbook, and u service book from Holy rood bearing 
the Royal arms and monogram of Charles I. stamped on the board* 

Once more the Society has to acknowledge an important donation 
from the Countess Vincent Baillet de La tour, who has kindly presented 
all the relics fontnl in the Brock of Dun Beag, Struan, Skye, recently 
excavated bj^ier. A very fine Roman patera and n stone axe-ha mm er, 
found at Raroclmn, have been gifted by the Dowager Lady Reushnw. 

Again the thanks of the Society are due to Mr John Bruce. Heiens- 
bm-gh. for Ids public spirit and patriotic generosity. In addition to 
a further gift of £100 towards the cost of the excavations on Trapraiii 
Ijiw, lie contributed £30 for the purchase of specimens for the Museum. 
With this money the Society were able to acquire a valuable group 
of KomuucI-British relics originally in the Clerk of Penicuik collection. 

Among the purebates, special mention may In? made of two bronze 
swords from the tirosvenor Crescent find, from which hoard three 
other examples ure already in the Museum. Through the King’s Re¬ 
membrancer a large series of groats and other coins, dating from 
Jantes 1. to James 1V„ have been acquired. 

Etcavati<>n».—A full season's excavations have again Wen carried 
out on Trapraiii Law. The increase in I In; cost of labour would have 
boon a severe drain on the funds of the Society but for the kindness 
already referred to. of Mr John Bruce, and a grant of £100 received 
from the Carnegie Trust through Professor Baldwin Brown. An urea 
greater in extent than in previous years was investigated, and. though 
portions of it were unproductive owing to intrusions of rock, the 
results have been entirely satisfactory. Numerous relics of native and 
Roma no-British manufacture have again been recovered, and, while 
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their general fncicri is iu IiiirmoDV with our previous tliawtveries. new 
types and varieties of objects are not wanting. The discovery of some 
interments of the Bronze Age justifies the hope that definite sites ot 
occupation during that period or even earlier times may yet Im' eie 
countered. Although it has always been recognised from surface 
indications that there was a very large area of re lie-ben ring ground 
within the fort, trial excavations made this year have proved that 
successive layers of occupation do occur on widely separated portions of 
the hill. The success which has attended oar work so far mates it 
extremely desirable that the excavations should be continued, mid the 
Council have decided to issue an appeal shortly for subscriptions to 
our excavation fund.

A BRONZE AGE HOARD FROM GLEN TROOL. STEWARTRY OF 
KIRKCUDBRIGHT. Rv J. GRAHAM CALLANDER, K.S.A.Bcqt,, 
Dihectou ok the National Muhkim, 

Id the summer of 1H15 an important hoard of Bronze Age objects 
i%. I - was discovered by Captain W. Dinwiddle, 5th Kind’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, under u large overhanging met on Eselumcan Fell. 1 ninth of 
Loch TrooJ. in the parish of Minnigaff, The object* found by Captain 
Dinwiddie consisted of a rapier blade, a spear-head, a flanged axe, a 
knife, two small chisels or punches, two -mail bars of square section, a 
raaor, a pin, and fragments of a twisted tore, all of Inonze, and a number 
of amber heads which doubtless had been strung as a necklace. Some 
time later a second razor was found by Mr Muloolm Scott,gamekeeper, 
(.'ii ml mien, and two beads, one of glass and the other of am her, by 
Mr William Adams, Wood o' C’ree, Newton Stewart, 

Captain Diawiddie's attention was directed to the deposit by the 
appearance of what at first sight he took to be the spik,» of an iron 
railing, but which proved on closer scrutiny to lx? the spear-head, pro¬ 
jecting above the mossy ground. Further examination revealed the 
other relics embedded in stony peaty soil, over an area 3 feet in length 
by 2 feet in breadth, at various depths down to !f> inches below 
thn surface. 

The rapier Gig. I. No, 1 has an expanded spud-wimped base in which 
there have been two rivet holes for attaching it to the hilt, hut the 
extreme end is imperfect, lieing broken across the rivet-holes. It mm 
measures 15 inches in length, though originally it has been at legst 1 inch 
longer: about the middle of the blade it measures }R. inch in width. 
Though detached, the two rivets have been recovered, one complete in 
the matter of length and the other wanting about one-third of its 
length. The former measures inch in length and inch in diameter. 
Both sides of the blade are ornamented with three slight ribs nr mould¬ 
ings running iwirallel to the edges and extending from the base to within 
lj inch of the point, wliere they meet. The blade of the weapon has 
corroded in a peculiar fashion as the surface is covered with a bark-like 
encrustation which has scaled off In places, at first making the decora¬ 
tion rather difficult to detect. Since being treated for preservation the

this form of ornamentation is seen on many Irish rapiers, though it is 
seldom carried a<i near the point of the blade. The length of the 
complete rivet shows that the weapon had been provided with a stout 
hilt probably made of wood, bone, or deerdioru. 

Ihe spear-head thg. 1. No. Jj is of graceful form and hns 11 long narrow 
blade. The socket extends nearly to the point its to form a strong 
tapering mid-rib. along the real re of which, on both sides, is u slight head 
oi moulding. At the base of each wing id' the hlndo is a small loop with 
the outer side hammered Hat into lozenge form at right angles to the 
plane of the wings and parallel to the socket. Encircling the month of 
the socket in a narrow ornamental hand of four parallel engraved lines. 
Tin' spear-head measures 9£ inches in length and inch across the widest 
part nf the blade, and the mouth of the socket is im-h in diameter. 

The axe (fig. I- No. 3) is rather massive, and of the Hanged type, but it 
hus no loop. The flanges are bread, and the stop for preventing tin? axc- 
heml from being driven into the haft takes the form of a thickening of 
the metal in the fore part of the axe instead of a projecting stop-ridge 
lad ween the wings. This specimen may thus be considered an early 
variety ot the palstave. It is ornamented on cither face by a central 
rib in front of the stop and by a slight bead on the margins formed by 
an inreiigated continuation of the flang e* . There is a ragged urris in 
the centre of die sides, made at the junction of the halves of the mould 
during casting and not dressed off. The axe measures inches in length 
and inches in width across the extremities of the cutting edge. 

In the knife ' %. 1. No. U is seen a very uncommon variety of this class 
of instrument, IL has a broad, flat blade with parallel sides, and deep 
< ntring edges drawn out by hammering; the point is almost obtuse, find 
the tang is broad and Hat, with a perforation near the end which is 
flattened. The blade measures 4j Jj inches long and the tang If inch 
making the total length of the knife tl, inches; the blade is 1 ' inch 
broad and T V inch thick, while the tang is jj- inch broad, ami the perfora¬ 
tion in it inch in diameter. 

The two small chisels, or perhaps punches, exhibit two varieties of 
lorm. The smaller dig. I, No, 6) is of rectangular section fhrongbout 
narrowing towards the hafting end. It is ! ■ J inch long, & inch broad at 
the cutting end, and $ inch thick at the centre. The other chisel (fig. 1, 
No. iii is 3$ inches in length and y. inch square at the centre. Towards 
the butt end it is rounded and tapering, but towards the point it is of 
rectangular section, contracting sharply at the edge to a width of ? inch 

The two small bars (%. I. Nos. 7 and 8) are 5| inches and Hj iuciie* in' 
length respectively. Both are approximately square in section and are 
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about the smtie thickness, ft inch, lmt while the longer tapers towards 
one end the other is of regular thickness. They have the appearance 
ot unfinished objects nnd their purpose is not obvious, 

1 hough the two razors imve lost their edges through corrosion and 
,f^'i an< * ntl * exhibit their complete original form, there is no 
difficulty in determinating that they belong to a well-known type of 
instrument which in ita most highly developed form has an oval’ blade, 
bilid at the top, with a small perforation below the notch, and a tang 
tor fixing it to the handle, A slight notch in the centre of the top of 
the larger suggests the apes of the characteristic V-shaped indentation 
wliicEi they hear; hut this is doubtful, as it is not placed exactly in the 
centre of the blade. No trace of thin peculiarity Is noticeable on the 
-second example. Neither of the objects has the small perforation in 
the blade below the notch, but this feature is not always »resent on 
specimens which are complete enough to show the bifid extremity. 
The fusit (hg. 1, No. p) measures 4 T > inches in length, the blade being 
,ll( 'bcs long, ty a inch broad, and * inch thick at the centre; and 
the second (fig. 1, No. 10) is 8ft niches in length. Its blade measuring 
inches long, 1.H inch broad, and ft inch thick. In both the tang is of 
rertangukr scctuia and narrows towards a blunt point; in the first razor 
it is I: inch long, and in the second 1 inch. 

The pm (fig. 1. No. 11) is a fine massive example with n thick round 
stem, n circular head of flatfish lenticular section, and a small loop on 
ono side of the stem, l;j inch below the hcad,|but the point in wanting.

At least ten heads of Hat discoid form and two of conical shape can 
be counted among the amber fragments (fig. L Nos. 11 to ll>>. None is 
complete, as even the beet preserved is chipped round part of the 
cireuinference. Five show the complete perforation and five are repre¬ 
sented by halvas. In addition there is nearly tialf of a huge disc and 
n email quantity of crashed fragments. The surface of the amber is 
ot a dull yellowish-brown colour, but the inside is of a Hell ruddy tint 
I he beads vary from > inch to ] l ' li inch 111 diameter. Several of the 
pieces show a number of holes bored partly through them from the 
under side by some insect* 

This group of relics consists of a series of weapons, tools, instruments 
ot toiled and ornaments which belonged to, and were used by, a single 
individual, and consequently is to lie classified «a « personal hoard in 
contradistinction to the stock of a merchant or founder. The discovery 
o dmerent types of prehistoric objects in direct association is always 
important, but for several reasons this one is specially valuable. The 
presence of the glass bead alone would make this board notable, but 
it contains eleven different Haases of relics—« larger variety than has 
hitherto been recorded in any personal hoard found in Scotland; il 
includes a rapier, 1 a knife, a tore of bronze, and a peculiar ami rare tvpc 
ot pin-four objects which have not l*en found before in this country 
m mixed deposits of relics; and it belongs to a distinct period which is

Last session, in describing the fimi of bronze objects from Cullerne. 
Morayshire,* which contained a razor, I referred to live other Scottish 
hoards, drawing at ten Hod to the remarkable consistency in type and 
period nf every one of tin* relics contained in the six deposits. Swords 
ware discovered in two of the finds, socketed axes in four, and spear¬ 
heads with rivet holes in the socket but devoid of In.,™ 5 ..

has shown that the rapier was the precursor of the sword 1 ; Coffey, in 
tracing the evolution of the speurdieotl. has proved that the spear-heaid 
with small Loops at the base of the wings preceded that with simple 
rivet holes in the socket.- anil it has long been recognised that the 
Hanged axe is earlier than the socketed variety* 

We may bo jusHlied in carrying our comparisons even further. It 
has been seen that the razors found in this board have no perforation 
near the top of Hie blade, and it is even doubtful if they luid a notch. 
In five of the seven bifid razors previously recorded from Scotland 
which were all found associated with socketed axes, there wits a per¬ 
foration; but ns each of the two imperforate razors was discovered 
H-ssiuriatcd with I wo perforated examples,, it is possible that they may 
have been survivals of an earlier type whose distinguishing feature was 
the absence of the perfOraticniH If we are correct in the surmise that 
the two from Glen Trool never had a notch, then we may see in them 
a still earner variety which belonged to the period of the rapier ami 
early type of palstave. 

Regarding the ebiaoldike objects, these may no! be true chisels, hut 
punches utilised in producing such decorative designs as the herring¬ 
bone and other put tor ns seen on some flat bronze axes* which iwdoiig 
to the early part of the Bronze Age, This class of tool survived 
throughout the whole of that period, as il appears in the greal hoard 
found in the Heathery Burn Cave, Durham* 3 which belonged to the 
latter part of the Bronze Age. 

Both the knife and the tore differ from any examples hitherto re¬ 
corded from Scotland, and so far m 1 have been able to I earn parallels 
arc extremely rare Its the British Isles. 

The special peculiarities of the Glen Trool knife are the flat blade with 
parallel edges and rather blunt point, and tile broad flat tang with a 
rivet hole. An example figured by Sir John Evans, from I tally cl are. to. 
Antrim, Ireland,* shows a considerable reseiuhliini-e* but it has u slight 
ridge or mid-rib running along the centre of the blade, and it semi-circular 
point, A few other Nudes with broad Hat tangs have been found in 
England and Ireland, hut these have sharper points and the edges are 
generally more or less curved, so that the blade is more lanceolate in 
shape. Vwa specimens with a broad fiat mug may be mentioned, one

Twisted tores are quite typical Bronze Age ornaments, but they are 
usually made of tint strips of gold, though a few examples fashioned 
from a wire of bronze have been recovered from England and Ireland, 
These are generally made of thicker wire than that under review. One 
found at West Bueklaud, Somerset, was found with a bracelet and a 
looped palstave*; and another found at Anoeabortnigh, Co. Armagh.' 
was associated with a looped palstave, three armlets, and a harp-shaped 
Bbnhu As the fibula belongs to a very much later period than the 
palstave, it. is difficult to account fur the association. But, on th© 
analogy of the ussocmtloiis of the Glen Tmol and West Buck land 
examples, it would seem that this tore should lie assigned to the period 
of the palstave and not to that of the harp-shaped fibula. Even 
although the Glen Trod tore had not been found in association with 
other objects which had not yet attained their highest stage of develop¬ 
ment, the simple character of the technique might have justified its 
being considered an early variety of its kind. 

Very few pins which can be assigned to the Bronze Age have lieen 
kmnd in Scotland. I know of only five other examples. One with a 
circular ©up-shaped head was found in a board containing a sword a 
spear-head, and other relics in Bleat, Skye; another with a flat circular 
head decorated with Incised concentric lines. Use stem bent at the top so 
as to cause the bead to lie parallel to the stem, was discovered with a large 
number of swords in Grosvenor Crescent, Edinburgh; a third of similar 
type, probably found in the neighbourhood of Perth, is preserved in the 
museum there: a fourth, with a flat round head showing a conical pro¬ 
jection In the centre Lent over like tin* two previous examples, was 
recovered with two bronze swords and a scabbard chape at Turves 
Aberdeenshire; and a fifth, with h flat discoid head attached by the edge 
to the bent top of the stem, so that the head and stem lav in one nlnn© 
was included in the Clerk of Penicuik collection, The Glen Trool pin 
dilfers from all these examples, as its head, though circular, is of flat

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double-concave section, and it is provided with a small loop attached to 
the stem, n contrivance doubtlessly designed to prevent the pin from 
being lent. A cord passed through the loop itnd round the point of the 
pin where it protruded from the fabric into which it was inserted, would 
assuredly keep it secure* This pin seems to he of a very rare type, 
but nn almost identical example found in Ireland, which also wants the 
point, has lieen figured by Sir John Evans. 1 

Instances of the occurrence of objects of glass or vitreous paste in 
association with other relics of undoubted Bronze Age date in Scotland 
are still few in number* Beads of blue or greenisb-blue vitreous paste 
have been found In cinerary urns containing incinerated bones at 
Camnlynes, Auchtarless, Aberdeenshire," at Stevenston Sands, Ayrshire,* 
at Mill of Marcus, Brechin, Forfarshire, 4 and at Balneil, Wigtownshire 1 ; 
and there is a record of n bead of whitish glass 41 having been found 
in a cavity, from which a cinerary urn containing cremated human 
remain s and two incense-cup nr ns hud been removed, in a cairn which 
also yielded up another cinerary urn and a small bronze knife at 
Gilchorn, near Arbroath/ In the hoard of Bronze Age implements and 
other objects discovered at Adnbroek, Lewis, half of a bend of trans¬ 
lucent dark blue glass was also found. 

Besides these discoveries, it globular head with three spirals of 
yellow enamel on its circumference is recorded as having lieeii found 
along with the point of a bronze blade in a cist near the centre of a cairn 
at Edderton, Koss-shire*: in addition a cinerary urn was found in a 
hollow lit the edge of the mound. But the bead in this case belongs 
to a variety which is usually assigned to the Early Iron Age, Tins 
record* however T is not quite satisfactory, uh Hr Jimss, who described 
it, was not present either when the urn was found or the cist removed* 
Should the association of these relics he correct, it would show that the 
population, who in this part of the country were apparently in the late 
Bronze Age state of crulttire arid made use of cinerary urns for burials, 
were in touch with people very expert in the manufacture of variegated 
glass beads, which is contrary to all past experience. 

The Glen Trool head may be assigned to an earlier dale than the 
specimen found at Adiihroek, because the Glen Tnxil hoard belongs to 
an earlier period than the Aduhmek hoard. 

The presence of an ornamental pin, a tore, and beads of amber and 
glass amongst objects which were obviously the personal property of a 
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man, is a further indication that the wearing of ornaments was not 
confined to women In Scotland during the Bronze Age, Reference has 
been made to three other finds in which pin* were associated with bronze 
swords. Three beads of gold, glass, and amber were found in the dis¬ 
covery nt Ada brock, Lewis, which was also ?l hoard belonging to a. man, 
and other instances of ornaments being found in similar Scottish hoards 
could be cited. In all likelihood these massive jnus performed a some¬ 
what similar function to the shoulder brooch of the present day* only 
the former may have kept in position u clonk of skin or even of woven 
material, while the latter is used for fixing 11 plan!.

Near the southern margin of Hie hromL flat strath known ns the Howe 
of Fife Lies the village of Kiiignkettle. Dovetailing Into the southern 
end of the village Is Kettle Farm where, toward* the end of last month 
(November), two cinerary urn* containing incinerated human bones were 
unearthed. Notice of the find having Iieeu neat, to the Mimm, I visited 
the site some ten days later after having been informed by Mr James 
Dickie, the farmer, that he had kept the excavation open for inspection* 
The site of the burial deposit is a small field cal led the Ryfaud, which 
lies between KingskotUe railway station and the United Free Church in 
the village, about 85 yards from the north-western corner of the field, 
and about 05 yards from the eastern Iwundary wall opposite the church 
door. There was nothing to suggest a burial deposit on the surface as 
the ground in very regular and devoid of stones, neither are there any 
stones in the soil, which consists of rich loam more than a foot thick, 
overlying line yellow Hand containing an occasional water-worn stone of 
small size. Evidently no cairn or mound seem* ever to have marked the 
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apot which, however, is located an the highest part of a slight swell in 
what is a very flat country. But for the necessity of * tigging a deep 
trench round a potato pit to provide soil for covering it, the deposits 
might Jong have escaped detection* Two spits of earth had been thrown 
out, when the spade of one of the men engaged on the work came in 
contact with an urn. smashing it and sinking into the cavity formed! by 
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Jf* collapse. This vessel htul boon pin red inverted over it heap of inciner* 
tited bones, and the base had lunm protected by n small paving of thin 
[ n 'vs <d metamorphosed grit, the three largest pieces measuring about 
*undies across and inch thick. On clearing out this dejxwit a second urn 
(Hg, It was found spin ding on its base to the east of the first and almost 
touching It. V\ hen discovered it was intact, but on being lifted it fell to 
paaw. It contained a small quantity of burnt bones. Contrary to the 
imm experience when such discoveries are made, the cupidity of the work- 
people was not aroused, and the shards ami osseous remains were left 
lying on the edge of the trench. In the evening tlie discoverer. Mr Andrew 
hharpe. mentioned the find to Mr Robert R Brownlie, ironmonger in 
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or three more small splinters of grit wore noted. This kind of stone* 
I was informed, does not occur in the immediate noighbourliood^ but is 
found in the low range of hills which rises about it -quarter of a mile to 
the south. The urns were encountered at a depth of about 2 feet from 
the surface* and the excavation which hi id been made to receive them 
was clearly marked as 11 dark-coloured pocket in the yellow sand, the 
tilling-]n material containing many small partides of burnt wood, 

A few days later Mr Brownlie and Mr Sharpe made a further search 
by deepening the trench to the south h when another pocket of dark 
material was encountered on the west side of the trench* and extending 
under the potato pit. A third urn (fig. 2) was found 5 feet almost south¬ 
east- by south ( IT' E, of S. mag.) from the first urn, Full of burnt bones and 


tiie village, who proceeded to the spot and by lamplight made h further 
search for relics. Nothing was Found, but Mr Brownlie removed some 
of the larger pieces of pottery and three pieces of stone which had been 
placed above the first vessel. When 1 arrived at the site I found a good 
many pieces of pottery* some as large as the palm of the hand, lying 
among fragments of incinerated hones, on the spot where they had been 
placed when dug out. all of which I collected and brought away. Two 
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in tin inverted position. The base was protected by n small slab of sand¬ 
stone a Wat I foot G inches long: by 1 foot broad and 3 inches thick, while 
n smaller piece of similar stone I ay in an oblique position to the south of 
the vessel. This urn t though crocked on one side and wanting part of 
the liase, was removed, only two or three portions of the rim being 
detached in the process. About 9 inches to the south-west, about half 
of a fourth vessel (fig* :i) was discovered lying about the level of the 
inverted base of the third urn, which was also about 2 feet below the 
surface of the grnumL As the potato pit had to n, certain extent been 

undermined to extract the unis, and 
showed signs of caving in, the ex¬ 
cavation hud to be stopped. 

Since this paper was rent! the dis¬ 
covery of a fifth urn (Kg* 4) falls to be 
recorded. Its presence was detected 
by Mr Brownlie on 21 si March 1921, 
and next day J went to the site and 
unearthed it. The urn stood in an 
inverted position 3 feet south-west 
(55 r W, of S. mug,) of the spot where 
the third urn was found, the base 
being 1 foot 3 Inches below the *uir- 
Fto a. Utn from Km^k^ttl^ fa^e of the ground, A part of the 

basal portion was broken and two 
pieces of the lip were u missing, but otherwise the vessel was intact 
though cracked. It was about two-thirds full of soil* amongst which only 
u few incinerated bones were found Outside the vessel, on the west 
aide, lay about a double handful of burnt bones the human character 
of which WM quite evident. Fragments of rbarred wood were noticed 
amongst the soil, but no oilier relics were recovered p though the material 
surrounding the urn was carefully riddled, Xo traces of the missing 
rim fragments were found. From the position of tin- bones outside the 
urn it would appear that they had fallen out of the urn when it was 
tilted into its inverted position. 

While examining the bones found in the first two urns, which 1 bad 
brought back to the Museum, two calcined barbed Hint arrow-heads 
(fig. 5) of symmetrical shape were discovered. One, measuring 1^ inch 
long and |i inch broad, has finely serrated edges, and the other, mea&ur- 
Ii'V hich long und §f broad, shows the same feature hut not so 
pronounced. No refill were found among the bones removed from the 
third vessel. 

Four of the urns are of the cinerary type, while the fifth seems to 
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belong to the simiilwl incense-cup variety, cl/issen of urns usually found 
with cremated remains. 

The first urn is formed of » very friable clay containing rather 
huge pieces of broken stone, ami it is of a distinctly red colour. The 
greater part of the vessel cruiiibled to pieces, ami though a large section 
of one side remained intact and several fragments of the rim have 
survived, the latter pieces do not tit into the former and it in impossible 
to say whether the vessel had a heavy overhanging rim with n broad 
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shallow cavity below. There is a slight cordon lit the shoulder, and 
above it the wall is slightly concave, which i* suggestive of a dtrep pro¬ 
jecting rim, but the lip is thinner than in the ordinary vessel of this type. 
The ornamentation encircling the mouth consists of alternate panels of 
vertical and horizontal linen formed by the impression of n rough twisted 
cord, and the space immediately n1x>v@ the shoulder is decorated with a 
lattice pattern im ised with a sharp-pointed tool. Encircling the shoulder 
is a row of oval impressions formed with the linger, and on the top of 
the brim are three concentric lines made by an impressed cord. Although 
too little of the vessel remains to enable the various dimension* to he 
ascertained, it is quite evident that it ha* been the largest of the urns. 
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about 14 Inches, 

Nearly all the fragment# of the scecmd am have been recovered and the 
vessel has been reconstructed (Jig. !)► It lias n heavy overhanging rim 
decorated with missed lines forming large upright lozenges, which with 
the triangular spaces between them n re filled in with transverse lines, and 
there are a W two marginal transverse lines encircling the vessel above 
the lozenge*, This hand nf ornamentation is not continued round the 
entire circumference, bat there is a panel 3J inches wide derornted with 
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u series ©t transverse lines formed by the impressions of n twisted cord* 
A raised cordon encircles the vessel nt the shoulder, mid the hollow space 
between it mill t lie overhanging upper purl is plain. The top of the brim 
j* decorated with oblique lines forming » rude zig-zag pattern bordered 
In a murgirml line on each edge. All the lines Are impressed by a broad, 
toothed stamp. The Hay, which is of dark stone colour, is lmrd in 
texture and contains «n admixture or small broken stones. The vessel 
measures 12} inches in height. 10} inches in external diameter «t the 
rnoiith. II* inches at the lower part of the rim. 10? incites nt the shoulder, 
and o inches at the bast*. 

1 he third urn (%.£}, like the second.has a heavy overhanging rim with 
a broad shallow concavity below and a slight Cordon round tbc shoulder. 
I iKMiverha^gingiuirt is encircled with corrugations bearing impressions 
*>f a toothed stamp in the five hollows; similar designs «ro impressed 
(i >li{jaely on the raised parte so us to form u vertical zig-zag design. The 
hollow neck bears a diaper pattern of crossed lines formed with a 
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sharp-pointed tool, bordered on the lower margin by n transverse line 
tniule with ft toothed stamp* The top of the brim is encircled by a vx g-xag, 
Formed with n similar took The veasel mcnsm-^ 115 inches in height. 
OJ inches in external diameter at the mouth* HJ inches at the lower 
part of the rim, 10 inches at the shoulder, and 4 inches at the huso. 

The fourth vessel, its already mentioned, seems to lye an incense- 
cup urn (fig. 3h but it shown very unusual characteristics not only in 
shape and sitfe but in the quality mid texture of the warn Ft is a 
l>eaiitifully formed* lmomatnetited IjowI of flattened spheroidal shape. 
The mouth is wide, with the brim slightly bevelled inwards, and the base 
is small and flat, about the size of a half-crown. It is dillicult to believe 
that the vessel is not wheel-turned, but il is hand-made. Like many 
incense-cupa, the wall is perforated by small holes. One or perhaps I wo 
of these appear on the fractured edges on opposite sides i>f the howl at 
the widest part* and another about ^ inches from its neighbour. Pro¬ 
bably there was it fourth perforation opposite the last, in the missing 
part, so that there would he two |wiirs of holes oil opposite sides. The 
urn measures 4£ inches in diameter at the widest part and 2{ inches in 
height, the month measuring 3} inches across ami the edge of the lip 
1 inch in thickness. Front these dimensions it %vif] be see* tlmi it is 
considerably larger than the usual vessel of this type. The clay is of a 
bright ied colour and of very fine texture, there being no ecu shed or 
broken stones in its composition. 

The last discovered urn (fig. 4}* like the second mid third, belongs tea the 
variety with the heavy overhanging rim. The vessel measures I0| inches 
in height* ft inches in diameter externally at the month, 10$ inches at 
the lower part of the rim, ft inches at the shoulder, mid 3* inches at the 
base. The overhanging rim is decorated with a broad hand of oina- 
numtntion consisting of chevrons and horizontal arid vertical lines, 
some formed with a sharp-pointed too] anil others by the impress of 
a loosely twisted coni. On the top of the lip are oblique cord impres¬ 
sions, some of which are crossed so as to form a lozenge pattern. The 
elay of which the vessel is made resembles that of the other two with 
the overhanging rims both In colour and texture* 

The fragments of incinerated bones found along with the first, second* 
and fifth urns were much broken, but those found in the third urn 
were larger than usual Professor T. II. Bryce, who examined the 
remains, reported that they were typical of Bronze Age burials after 
cremation. Although the first deposit consisted of the contents of two 
urns, it was impossible to say whether one or two individuals wore there 
represented* Ass fragments of metacarpal and metatarsal bones and 
phalanges showed that the epiphyses were fully joined, it could be con- 
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eluded from this fact, and from the character of other fragments which 
could be identified, that the remains were those of persons of full adult 
aj;e. The same conclusion could bo drawn regarding the remains found 
in the third urn, with even more confidence, as some 
of the fragments wore from the ends of the long bones 
and showed no trace of epiphyseal lines. 

It is very rare to find Hint arrow-heads among 
cremated remains in a cinerary urn. Tin* only Scottish 
examples that I have been aide to trace are one (fig. (I), 
found with it bone pin and two cinerary urns at Foul- 
ford, Cullen, I tan II shire, 1 and five (fig, 7), which ] found 
amongst the burnt lames in a cinerary urn from a cairn

National Museum of Antiquities, were calcined, like 
the two arrow-baud* from Kings kettle. 

The discovery of the two fire-fractured arrow-heads at Kingsketth* 
suggests the question whether these objects may not lift vet been the 
cause of the death of one of the individuals buried there. 

During tile earlier part of the Bronze Age when the practice of In¬ 
humation was general, and it whs a common custom to place beaker and 
food-vessel urns in graves, stone and flint implements, including arrow- 
heads, small bronze implements, and ornaments of various materials 
were also occasionally deposited in flic tomb. Even in later times when 
cremation had become com toon and cinerary urns had taken the [dace of 
beakers and food-vessels, small objects which laid not been subjected to 
the action of fire were at times buried with the cremated remains of the 
deceased. But it is seen from some of the relies found in the graves to 
winch reference lias been made, that occasionally certain classes of 
objects passed through t he fire along with the corpse before being buried. 

, P r< -*fnce of calcined hone ornaments in the Banffshire and Dum¬ 
bartonshire graves may he accounted tor by the suggestion that the 
bodies were clothed and wearing these ornaments when undergoing

in the British Isles, is so extremely small in comparison with the number

not the custom to place arrows with the body on the funeral pyre, or

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in the grave with the onhe« and cinerary urns, and so in the cases 
where only one and two arrow-tips were found, the hypothesis that 
tbev hud caused the death of the individuals cremated is not unreason¬ 
able, though it may be incapable of proof. These weapons were no 
doubt used iu warfare as well as* in the chase, for there is a record of 
u flint arrow-head having been found lodged in the front of one of the 
vertebra? of a prehistoric skeleton. 1 In the case where the five arrow- 
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heads were discovered, while it is possible that a sheaf of five arrows 
was placed on the pyre, it might even he argued that the whole five 
\xnd been shot into the mtm.

(2) Stone Cist on Kippit Hilt-. 

Tggg than fl quarter of a mile south-west of Dolphin ton railway 
station is a small conical hill known ns Kippit Hill, which rises about 
,20 feet above the surrounding country and Sib feet above sea-level. 
In the distance, from the north-east, it has quite an imposing appear- 
ance, which impression* however, is dispelled on a near approach.

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Although of no great height it affords n wide prospect of hill country 
to the south and west, and commands an extensive view of the plain 
of the eiistern part of the Lothian a in the opposite direction. The hill 
is encircled at a distance from the top varying from 40 yards to 50 yards 
by n slight earthen hank, bordered on the outside by a ter race or shallow 
trench formed by the removal of the soil to form the mound. 

Lust June, while excavating a fmiml/itim] for the monument which 
has been erected cm the small flat space on the summit of the hill, in 
memory of Major Kenneth Mackenzie* who fell in the War, the cover stone 
of II short cunt wjlk encountered about 2 feet (S inches below the surface. 
The removal of the cover stone, which was an irregular square in shape* 
measuring about I foot in length and breadth and 0 inches in thickness* 
ami which entirely covered the mouth of the grave, revealed a care¬ 
fully constructed slab-lined chamber with a small quantity of sand 
and some human bones lying on the floor- The w alla of the cist were 
formed of four slabs of red sandstone about 1 inches thick, set on 
edge: the stone on the southern side projected slightly beyond the 
edges of the end stones, while the stone on tin? northern side was 
inserted between the opposite ends of these sbd*s. The floor had 
been carefhily paved with five flat slabs about i inch thick, the largest 
occupying the whole width of the centre of the floor and two entailer 
.stones lilling up each end. Those at the west end were cracked into 
smaller pieces, but these had not been displaced* The side mid end 
slabs extended below the level of the floor, that on the south to n 
depth of 1 foot. The cist measured internally 3 feet i) inches in length 
along the southern side, 3 feet Itl inches along the northern side, 2 feet 
H inches in breadth across the western end, 2 feet 1 inch across the 
eastern cud. and 2 Feet in depth. Its main axis lay 80" E, of N. and 
W* of !3. magnetic* nearly east and west, 

Near the south-west corner of the grave lay the skull on its left side, 
so tlilit the body faced the north, the top of the head being almost in cou- 
tiwt with the end slab* Several of the long bones, including a femur, lay 
quite dose to the skull roughly parallel to the main axis of the grave 
No skeletal remains ware found in the east end of the churn her. 

After the discovery the cover was replaced, but next day a rail hie 
from the village reopened the grave and the remains were disturbed, 
some teeth Wing take a away as souvenirs. 

Thmugli the courtesy of Mrs Mackenzie of Dolphin ton ami Mr E + 
Aiildjo Jamieson, l was able to visit the site a few days later and have 
the sand in the grave put through a riddle. No relies were found, but 
a few fragments of charred wood were recovered. On examining the

There is nothing in the construction or dimensions of tins grave to 
distinguish it from the ordinary short cist of the Broil** Age, except 
perhaps that it is more carefully fitted together than most of the slab- 
lineil tombs of that period. But the presence of the fragments of 
iron indicates that it should be assigned to a later time—the Early Iron 
Vge. Further evidence that it belongs to this period ,s forthcoming 
ill certain characteristics displayed by the skeletal remains. As will 
be seen from Professor Bryces report on the liones, the skull is doluho 
cephalic or long-headed, and the height of the man, who was of middle 
Hue, was a feet 0 inches These peeoliaritiea are suggeetaye nt the mtw 
date, as Bronze Age skeletons found in short cists with bAker urns 
along the cast roast of Scotland show that the men were luaehy- 
cephalir or round-headed and were about ft feet 1 mchea in height.

REPORT ON HUMAN REMAINS FOUND IN THE CIST. 

Bv Professor Thomas H. Bryce, M.D., KS.A.Scot. 

The skeleton from the dst at Dolphintoi. is of considerable interest 
It is well known that the short cists of the Bronze Age usually yield 
the remains of a race of men of short stature, with skulk which are 
brachyeephalie in their proportions. This is the almost universal rule 
when an uni nf th& beaker cIash is a^oekited with the interment, mill 
is generally the ease when an unburnt interment is accompanied by an 
urn of the food-vessel class. But some short cists have provided skulk 
which are dolichocephalic, and not to be distinguished from those associ¬ 
ate with the earlier chambered cairns. In this instance the individual 
was of tall stature, and the skull form is different lioth from that of 
the beaker people ami from that of the chambered cairn folk 

The bones are unfortunately much damaged. the body had lieen 
laid on its left side, and the parts on the under side Imd become

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softened ami decayed. The greater part of the vault of the skull on 
the left side Is missing, along with the base and the left side of the 
face and lower jaw. The skull is a specially thick-walled and heavy 
one. The defective condition of the hones made it impossible to 
ascertain the proportions with strict exactitude, but it was found 
possible to restore the missing parts with a close approach to accuracy, 
and the measurements given may lie taken as approx if natcly correct. 

Ihe skull is that of a male. From the condition of the sutures it can 
la- concluded that he was well advanced in middle life. The maximum

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The skeleton of the trunk is represented only by a fragment of 
one rib and a small part of the right hip-bone. A portion of the 
clavicle and the head of the scapula, both of the right side, have been 
preserved. 

Of Lhe long bones the right humerus and the right femur arc almost 
complete, though a good deal damaged. The left femur is represented 
by a portion of the shaft. Both tibia* are present, but lark their upper 
extremities. 

The hones of the shoulder joint show that the man had suffered 
from rheumatoid arthritis. There are well-marked rims of exostosis 
both round the head of the humerus and the glenoid cavity of the 
scapula. The lower end of the humerus is absent, hut if restored 
the bone would measure about Hod mm. (13‘8 mchesjw 

The right femur has certain marked peculiarities. The shaft shows 
a remarkable degree of torsion* so that when the lower end is placed 
in its normal position, the head and neck are directed much more 
forwards than in a normal bone. Owing to the defective condition of 
the lower end of the bone the outer part of the lateral condyle is 
alone preserved—it is not easy to determine the exact degree of torsion. 
It will su trice to abate that it is considerable, and it follows from this 
condition that the man mast have walked with his leg rotated inwards 
and with the foot much inverted. The fragment of the left femur is 
too small to permit of any conclusion regarding the torsion of its 
shaft, ho that it is impossible to say whet her the condition was bilateral. 
Below the trochanter the right femur shows a sharp angular ridge of 
hone ending In a projecting spine, where the sides meet. This is hot 
present on the left side. There is no sign of any old tract uro or other 
injury to the abaft of the bone, and the ridge may he due to the for¬ 
mation of an exostosis following rupture of the fibres of the cm re us 
muscle attached to this part of the shaft — or possibly to some hyper¬ 
trophy of the upper part of the muscle resulting from the malposition 
of the limb in walking. 

The right femur is distinctly flattened below the trochanter. The 
pIntymeric index is 73*3 as against HT for the left bone. The oblique 
length of the femur—owing to the absence of the internal condyle 
the maximum length could not be determined — is 490 min. (19"2 inches). 
This is above Lhe average* and would indicate* according to Feursoit's 
formula, a stature of 173'4 cm. (5 feet K j inches)* This is probably under 
rather than over the real stature. If the ratio of the length of the 
UiiiUfH'US to the stature be taken ils a fifth, the figure would be 175U cm. 
(o feet 9 inches.) The tibia* are much damaged. Both bones are to 
some degree laterally lluLteiied* the platyenenne index being 70’0 for 
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the right hone and 63'ti for the lefC The rigid hone is thus more 
II ait toned than the left. 

From the above data we conclude that the Dolphin ton man was a 
tall, strong individual in Inter middle life. He cannot have belonged 
to either of the early races which occupied Scotland in the late stone 
and bronze periods. The skid] is different in form From the crania of 
the chambered cairn or beaker peoples* On the other hand, it resembles 
cor tain skulls which have been found associated with iron objects. 
The description by l>r Watendon 1 of one of the skulls from the group

of iron Age burials at Gullune would apply fairly well to the present 
specimen* and in certain respects the Moredun skull 9 comes into the 
same riusH. [ recently had the opportunity, by the courtesy of the 
curator. Professor Keith, of comparing the Dolphin ton skull with 
the Gaulish skulls in the Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons 
in London. There is no doubt that the skeleton might well have been 
that of one of the tall Gauls who, m we know, were parsing over into 
Britain prior to Char's invasion. The skull resembles certain of the 
Gaulish crania and is clearly n mixed type. It may very well repre- 
sent a fusion of the Alpine round-headed with n long-headed stock. 
From the relatively tall stature it is probable that the dfdiehocephalic 
st<K-k was Nordic* not Mediterranean (Iberian)* 

The following questions now arise: (]) Was this Dolphin ton man 
one of a numerous laxly of Gaulish immigrants who settled in the 
south-eastern parts of Scotland hi the early Iron Age; or (2) was he

Let us look at the circumstances of the well-known Iron Age inter¬ 
ments iti south-east Scotland. At Gulhiue there was a mixture of 
cranial types, and the character of the graves was not Gaulish but 
native. At Moredim and Dolphin ton tlie interments were in closed 
cists such as had been used in Scotland all through the Bronze Age, 
ami were even more typically native than those fit Gullnne. tlud the 
Gaulish iacomers into South Britain reached ns far north as Peebles¬ 
shire hi any numbers, they would, in every reasonable probability, 
have followed their own burial customs and left traces of their dis¬ 
tinctive pottery. The fact that the character of the interments, is 
native, not Gaulish, argues for individual immigration rather than 
conquest nndl occupation of the country by a new race, 

Jt is, however, not impossible that the Dnlphinton man was a repre¬ 
sentative of the local population of Hie district. For ages long the 
Mediterranean (Iberian) mid Alpine (Beaker) rates hud been In process 
of fusion. Both were superimposed upon ati earlier substratum, about 
which, however, we know little. All over Northern Europe the tall, 
blond. Nordic race forms the bnsni stratum in the ethnic mixture. 
The type was differentiated in remote antiquity and succeeded still 
older types of man. Why should it have been absent from these 
islands, and nowhere else? We know that the chambered cairn people 
were comparatively late comers, and that they must huve found an 
older people in, at any rate, partial occupation of the country. The 
suggestion that this older stock may have been of the same Nordic 
type as found all round the Baltic, wits made by the writer a good 
many years ago. But it was only a mod ideation of Huxley’s theory 
on the matter. He brought a Germanic type to Scotland long before 
the invasions of history. My suggestion was that the Nordic type did 
not require to ln> introduced from abroad hut Was indigenous - in short, 
that Northern Britain was part of the area in which the Nordic type 
differentiated. In accordance with this hypothesis the same general 
racial elements were present in Scotland as on the Continent before the 
arrival of the Romans, and a type such us the Dolphinton man might 
ns well be differentiated locally as be introduced from the South. 
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NOTES ON THE DISCOVERY OF A CIST AT STAIRHAVEN, WIGTOWN¬ 
SHIRE. By the Rev. R. S. G. ANDERSON* B.D- ( F.S.A.Scot. 

In the Inventory of Ancient Monument* for WigtownAhi^ No. 320 
notes that "on the W. side of Banu&llie Hum. about UHI yards above 
where it enters the ses f and on the edge of a bank 15 feet in height, are 
the indeUnite remains of a small circular or oval romteaetkm, possibly a 
hut circle, measuring over all some feet by 14 feet, partially broken 
away on the E. side/* 

A further fail of the bank has revealed that this construction had 
been used as a burial place, and that it is probably a dilapidated cairn. 
In 1017 attention was drawn to the end of a large stone projecting from 
the bank T and examination ptox ed it to tea rough sink about 5 feet by 

feet by | foot, superimposed on a small cist some l!0 inches by 14 inches 
Viy 12 inches, in measurement. The burial may have been a secondary 
one* as it appears to have Wen made considerably towards the E. margin 
of the cairn, But a slight examination nearer to the centre Showed no 
traces of any other. 

The cairn stands on a small knoll about 100 yards above high-water 
mark and at an altitude of about 25 feet- It is interesting to note that 
it is situated at the verge of the 25-foot b$aeh + and that the quant Sty of 
small water worn stones used in its construction point to this beach 
having been laid under tribute. 

The cist hud been sunk in the ground and was orientated practically 
E + and W. In the N.W, corner of it there ware found a few fragments 
of an urn of the food-vessel type* and on the B*h> r a small quantity of 
burnt human bones, with three small quartz pebbles. On the top of the 
large stone cover a yellow flint semper was lying. 

The fragments of the urn provided almost n complete section, and 
were sufficient to show that it had been simply and some what rudely 
yet effectively decorated. The main decoration seems to have been pro¬ 
duced by means of two stamps, one with six teeth, the other with nine 
—the teeth being small close-set ovals with flattened ends. 

Beneath a projecting rim, the neck of the urn has been decorated with 
a narrow band, half an inch or so in breadth, running between two pairs 
of I luted rings and covered with vertically-placed impressions from the 
six-toothed stamp — the rows so close ns to given honeycomb effect to the 
appearance. On the shoulder of the urn immediately below this is a 
much broader band with (probably at two or three points only) the clay 
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pinched up to form in high relief uric chevron inverted above another. 
Running round this hand also* and even over the raised ornament* 1ms 
Ireen imgrwed with the nine-toothed stamp a triple row of chevrons 
inverted over a similar row. lender two Unfed rings runs n third baud 
similar in width ami decoration to the Hr*t. The Fourth band has been 
somewhat broader* anti has contained a double row of the chevron orna¬ 
ment the impressions made by the larger stamp. Between single fluted 
rings* the fifth band* of about the same breadth as the first and third, has 
an arrangement of detached and more amite^nglcd chevrons made by the 
shorter stamp; the chevrons on their sides* and the apex of each fitted 
into the figure in front* The lowest band — the sixth—is slightly broader 
than the four tic Its ornament is a triple series of the chevron design 
made by the Hi no-toothed stamp, the series being in verted in relation U> 
that of the fourth band. The artistic effect of the whole is achieved by 
a simple combination of vertical* inclined, and horizontal lines, together 
with a pleasing balance in spacing and adaptation to the object decorated* 
Ii would seem from an angular dcviaiion of the lowest ring to make 
room for the apex of the chevron below, and from an overlapping of the 
fourth hand ornament on the ring under it. that the artist began his 
decorating tit the lowest section and worked upwards.

FAST CASTLE AND ITS OWNERS : SOME NOTES ON THEIR HISTORY. 

By WILLIAM DOUGLAS. F.S.A,3cot. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the ruins of Fast Castle (fig. I) stand 
on a rocky promontory on the Berwickshire coast, and that they have a 
witchery dll their own. Only a few fragments of the keep and of the 
surrounds ng walls now remain, and these rest, peacefully in their solitude, 
on the brow of a little grass-covered plateau. The site is unique and 
perfect in its loneliness* and what in left of the ruin is just large enough 
to be in keeping with the scene. The promontory estends seawards for 
266 feet, and its cliffs, rising from 100 to 130 feet, are well-nigh unclimb- 
able from cither sen or shore, it is now joined to the mainland by a 
very narrow pathway which was non -existent in olden times, the inter¬ 
vening chasm being then spanned by a drawbridge. 

We cannot fail to be Impressed by the intense isolation of the scene, 
and this is emphasised by the chattering hek-hek-hek of the peregrines 
as they circle the air from their centuries old eyrie on the cliffs above* 
and by the yammer and the you 11 of the gulls which resound all day 
long from the surrounding crags. It may be that its surroundings are 
now even more desolate than they were in the time of the Homes and 
the Logans, for the castle was then the ,l principal messuage" of the lands 
of GummsgrcGn, Flemingtoii, etc,* and of “the demesne lands of Fast 
easteil railed Wester Lumml&den* Do win anti Duddoliolmc otherwise 
called Caldsyde with the Mill 1 of Fast casteJL* 1 

One of the great through routes from Berwick to Dunbar and Edin¬ 
burgh would pass near its gates, for in all probability this ran through

it would be hut a step aside for u traveller to avail himself of the 
doubtful hospitality of Fast Cnstle. 

Although, as Kir Walter Scott tells." he never saw Fast. Castle except 
from the sen, yet from this passing view lie has left two delightful word 
pictures. Of Wolfs Crag he said ; “ A wilder, or more disconsolate dwell¬ 
ing, it was perhaps difficult to conceive*'; and of Fast Castle; ” Imagina¬ 
tion can scarce form a scene more -striking, yet more appalling, tliuu 
this rugged and ruinous stronghold, situated on an abrupt and inacces- 
sdlde precipice, overhanging the raging ocean, and tenanted of yon* by 
men stormy and gloomy as the tempests they looked down upon,"* 
f t is uncertain when it was hist used as a place of residence. There 
is no record of this later than when Logan was conducting his desperate 
deeds against law and order. When he died in 1008 it came into the 
hands of the Earl of Dunbar, and it would then, no doubt, lie used as a 
prison, when, as Commissioner of the Border, lie “ hanged over a hundred 
and forty of the nimblest and most powerful thieves in all the Borders."* 
The Earl of Dunbar died in 1011, and his heirs sold It in 1615 to James 
Arnott, aSiOJi ot the ProVO*t of Edinburgh, who would probably, like his 
brother at Cock hums path, lead a more homely life there than any of his 
predecessors. Of his brother. Taylor the Water Poet records that he 
was “a worthy gentleman whose elder delight was in giving strangers 
entertainment gratis, and who desired nothing so much as to know his 
duty towards God and the king and to practise works of piety, charity 
anil hospitality" 4 From Arnott the castle passed to the Earl of Homo, 
and then, after some forfeitures and restorations, it came in 1682 to Sir 
John Hall of Dunglaa. in whose family it remained till HUB, when it was 
acquired by Mr Frank Usher along with the Dmiglas property.

The earliest is ‘the phittc of Sawseastle”{%. 6). which was drawn to 
the scale of 32 feet to the inch, under the direction of Henry, second Earl 
of Rutland, when he was Lord Warden of the East and Middle Marches 
ill 1549. Since then it has been preserved at Rclvoir Castle, and, by the 
kindness of the Marquess of Granby, ami by the permission of the Duke 
of Rutland, it is now reproduced for the lirst time. This plan is not 
only of interest as nn important document in the history of the castle, 
lmt, from its being one of the earliest, if not the earliest, of any castle

remains to confirm the accuracy of the old plau T and no doubt n careful 
search would reveal tiaras of the other foundations. The lettering on

In 1820, the Rev. John Thomson of Duddmgston painted several 
pictures which are supposed to represent Fast Castle, but many of them 
are very fanciful, i The one in William Bairds John Thomson is perhaps

In 1880. M'Gibbon and lios- made some drawings of the castle 1 (Hg. Si. 
ami these show that much of the building has disappeared since then. 

From these plans and pictures it is easy to gain an idea of the caatle 
in the time of its strength. The plateau, on which the buildings stood, 
rises from 9>1 feet above sea-level at its seaward end to InH feet at its 
highest point, and measures 2tXi feet by 88 feet. This plateau was cut off 
from the mainland by a chasm some 20 feet wide, which was spanned by n 
drawbridge. It was fringed by a curtain wall running round the cliff 
edge so that no access could be had to It from the sea without leave from 
the garrison. The picture of a crane and bucket, shown on the 1540 plan 
as swinging 100 feet above the entrance to the great cave, explains how 
communication was maintained with the sea; and this gives another blow

underground eea-euve into the castle above by means of steps cot in the 
rock through its heart. Tills enve was explored in May 1020* and was 
found to extend for about SO yards; hut no signs of any steps on its 
walls nor of an aperture In iis roof eon Id be discovered/ 

Not much of the curtain wall remains* but fragments of its foundation*? 
ran still l>e seen extending here and there far down the cliff face. All 
of it that exists now above the plateau level is a portion of the tower 
at the drawbridge entrance* showing a shut-hole window still entire, 
and another bit at the seaward end of about VI feet long, in which a 
flight of steps gives access to the parapet* 

There is little of the castle itself standing imw T only n portion of the 
wall comprising the north-Oftat corner of “the Hallo”; and this rises to 
the height of the corbels. In it there is n recession the first floor, with 
a portion of a rudely cat old Gothic nr ehhead in red sandstone which 
was complete when Mr M‘Gibbon sketched it in 1890* There is a large 
mass of masonry which has evidently been thrown to the ground from 
the jHLrnpet of the cattle, and completely turned upside down in its full 
In it are embedded eight old corbels, and it is marvellous that the mass 
vl us not Completely shattered. The fall Is said to have occurred during 
a thunderstorm in 1871** 

There is no trace of a spring or well within the castle walls, nor is one 
indicated on the la IP plan, and the problem of a water-supply is one that 
is dilticult to solve. There is, outside the drawbridge* a circular hole 
with built sides which, at one time, may have boon the castle well, but 
it. would have been dangerous to obtain water from it during a siege* 
Hector Eoece tells of a wonderful stone which was in Fast Castle* full 
of eyes and holes like it sponge, htdlowed in the middle, in which all 
sen - water washing therein at once becomes fresh and delicious to 
the mouth/ 

H I STORY. 

It is now impossible to say wlm was responsible for the origin of the 
castle. All we know of the builder is gathered from the illuminating 
remark of James the Sixth that “the man who built it must have been 
h knave at heart,” 

During the fourteenth century the castle appears to have been some¬ 
times in the hands of the Scots nnd sometimes in those of the English*

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According to Carr, it was taken from the Scot* in 1333 by a party of 
English under the command, of Sir Robert Benhn.le; 1 but he does not 
rite his authority* and I have not «w yet been able to find n corroborative 
reference. 

In 1101 it was in the hands of the English, and the name of its com¬ 
mander was William Clifford. Clifford was ordered by Henry IW to 
give up -Fiih ensile^ to the Duke of Bedford, the Governor of the Eastern 
Marches; a and Bedford, in a letter to the Keeper of the Grout Seal, 
describes the wretched state to which ite garrison was reduced by reason 
of the Scots intercepting their supplier 5 

lit 1-llOp it was retaken from the English by Patrick Dunbar (fourth 
son of the tenth Earl of Dunbar % who took it by surprise in t he night 
tiitie. and made u prisoner of Thomas Holden, the governor,* 

In l ilit it was in the hands of William Halihurton ; fl and there is a 
tradition that in his time Prior Drax of Coklingham and Alex. Home of 
Wedderburn relieved Jain os Gobtoun of ^(XKI oierb which he was t-on- 
veying to the English king, and took them to Faulst casteUe" in hags.*

in documents 9 as being a free tenant t>f the sarne- 

lu 1433, Gil her to de Ltmimynden is mentioned in the Exeheijtier Rolls 
as receiving £6, Cfe* id. for the keeping of Fast Cattle in time of war.* 
The Lumsdeiis had held the lands of East and West Liimsden, to which 
Fuat Castle was attached, for many years prior to this, and two of them 
were witnesses to an obligation of 124U touching four oxen, which were 
found straying within the woods and warren of the Prior of Coldingham* 10 
In 1483, Sir Patrick IIome T fourth son of Alexander, first Lord Home, 11 
was designated ns of Fast Castle. 1:1 How he came to possess the cast le is not 
known. His father hud a charter of Douglas iu 1450, and this may have 
included the lands and rustle of Fast, Sir Patrick was u man of consider- 
able importance in his day, and was frequently employed on embassies to 
England and Spain. A> Commissioner for Scotland lie signed a three 
years 1 truce with England at Coldstream, nth October 148SJ 1 He got a 
charter of 14 the lands of Huttoune and Rmidyiigtoime with the keeping 
of the rustle of Berwki on Twed " for a sum of money in 1188 front the

Home,” lie 
must have been u wild youth in his time, for it appears that he, iu 1403. 
with his brother John ^entird and without* any titill of right oeeupied 
the eelle and lordshipp of Coldingham " 3 mid excluded the Prior and 
brethren therefrom. No officer of the Crown was bold enough to serve 
it writ on these “masterful persons/* William Barton, “messynger and 
mandatary of our haJy fadre the pape* relates in 1-165 that “Sir Patrick 
Home and John Home lmve ben abouteward to distress*? every man¬ 
datary that takith uppon him to do or to execute anything against theta," 
and " I dar noght thurfore take uppon me for fere of deth to seke tlmir 
persons." 3 He therefore fixe* a notice to the doors of the churches of 
Xorhaiu mid St Nicholas in Newcastle summoning them to appear ut 
Durham on the 39th day from the date of the placard. No doubt they 
paid little heed to this, for they are excommunicated in 1*107 by the Pope 
(a facsimile of the denouncement appears in the Surtees Society’s volume 
on CoLdinghain)* and they kept possession of the Priory for fifteen years. 

Sir Patrick married first a lady whose name has not been discovered, 
and secondly I sol w l Forman of Hutton, in Berwickshire. 1 

During Sir Patrick's reign, two events occurred in Fast Castle of 
widely different character. The first is a somewhat gruesome story, of 
prisoners being kept m confinement until they died. This arose out of 
the murder in 1500 of the Warden of the Middle Mutches, Sir Robert 
Ker of CaverLon, younger of Cessfo rdJ' The murderers were the bastard 
Heron, Starked. and Lilburn. Heron and Starked escaped, but Heron’s 
brother, the lord of Ford* with LiLburn and seven others, were delivered 
for him. and died in Fast Castle prisoner* for that deed.* 

The second incident is of a more pleasing nature, and the cattle must 
have presented a gay sight on the evening of the 1st of August 1503, 
when Margaret Tudor passed the night there on her way to Holy rood 
to wed James the Fourth. Sir Patrick ami his wife Isabel Forman 
received her at their house of Fast Castle, and we are told there was

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“very pood cheer ski that every man wo* content.’ Her Com pan}' were 
lodged Four miles oft’ in the flbbey and town of Coldingham, wild was 
urdonncd Mett find Drynke for tliem, and also Liveray for ther horsya, 
of Hay and Otts ychon to hys Qimnlyte." A thousand Scot*, of whom 
500 were mounted on horse* of great price and well appointed, bad met 
her and her English train at Lniflfeerton Kirk, and 600 of the English 
train continued with her on her journey into Scotland. When she left 
Fast Castle the following morning for her ride to Edinburgh she was 
attired in a rich riding sirens nud mounted on u beautiful white pony, 
with footmen on either side, very honestly appointed, with portcullises 
embroidered on their jacket*, and “ they schott much Ordntiounee" from 
the castle Walls. The story of her journey is delightfully told in the 
quaint language of the time by John Younge the Somerset Herald, who 
attended the queen for that purpose, and it is printed in Joanuis 
ho I and is Colfcctarut. vol. ir. p. 281. 

After the death of Sir Patrick Home, his son CutUbert succeeded him 
as owner of Fast Castle, Hoi in shed gives an account of Cuthbert, mid 
of hi* return to Scotland from "Turkic” in 1510. Hi* says; “Alexander, 
bustard Bonne to the king, newlie made archbishop of St Andrew*, cmne 
fmnt Flanders by sea into Scotland and »ns joifaltie received. The lord 
of Fast c/istell came ouer with him, who had travelled through a great 
part of Christendoms; and tuoreouer passing into Turkic, came to the 
emperour of Turkic at the dtie of Cairo, who rote tried him in sendee, 
and gnue him good intortemement, so that la* remained with him, till 
he heard that the lining of Fast cast el l was fallen to him by lawful] 
succession; notwithstanding that when he departed out of Scotland, 
there were eight seueriill person* before him to succeed one after another, 
which in the meant* time were all deceased." 1 # 

It would appear that Cuthlxert had to pay a heavy ransom before he 
could return to Scotland. “Seven and forty sacks of wool of the I*um- 
mennoore. each sack weighing about WO lbs. troy, were shipped by 
hi* father at Leith, to be exchanged In England or on the Continent 
for gold tu pay it.” - 

Cuthbert did not live to enjoy hi* succession for more than two or 
three years, for ho died on the field of Flodden by the hands of Lord 
Duere, who wrote to the Lords in Council (17th May 1514): “Cuthhert 
Home of Fust caatell was slayne be me and my folks on the held of 
Hmakston [FloddenJ," * 

lu January 1314. four month* after Flodden, there is a memorandum

After Cuthberts death (Uth September laid), Alex,, third Lord Home, 
the Chamberlain of Scotland, appears to have been in control of the 
ensile—probably either as guardian of Cut liberty widow and family, 
or as Warden of the East and Middle Marches, Although he was 
one of the nobles who invited the Duke of Albany to return from 
France, he seems not to have been long in quarrelling with him, nud s 
its the following extracts show, this quarrel ended in his losing the 
castle. He whs tried for high treason and beheaded in I5UL 

On the Till of August 1515, Dae re wrote the Council he is “sure 
Lord Home will never obey the Duke without Henry s assent, if lie 
regards bin promises. He victuals Fast Castle, menu ing to do the 
Duke all the annoyance he can, and take refuge in England if com¬ 
pelled* His wife and the Earl of Both well, 4 hir ii[nclo] t > are in the 
castle."- On the 14th. ftir Anthony I'ghtred wrote from Berwick to 
Wolsey, “The Laxly of Fast castle 5 still keeps it, and will not deliver 
it to Albany, who has come thither with a small company.”* On the 
25th + I ghtred again wrote that “ the Chamberlain hud entrusted Fast 
castle to his brother, and has now given it to Albany.* 6 

In 1515, Lord Home had arranged to capture Queen Margarets 
children from Albany at the time of the Queen's escape to England, 
and to keep them in Fast Castle;* hut this fell through, and Lord Horne 
was Outlawed, Albany then took the rustle and planted a garrison in 
it of his own. The Homes soon after succeeded in retaking the castle 
from the Regent, but, not being sure of being able to hold it, they 
levelled its wails. 7 

in 1521, George* fourth Lord Home {a brother of the third Lord) 
rebuilt the castle. 8 

In 1523, 23rd October, Ughtred wrote Surrey that “Albany is come 
forward. The Lady of Fast east 11 prepares for him. Expects the Duke 
this night.**

We are told that after the battle of Pinkie (10th September 1547) 
the renegade George Douglas, brother of the Earl of Angus, tried in 
vain to take St. "'but could not by reason of its strength, and the 
hardienes^ of the holders. ' 1 Ir fell soon after this, for Hcdiushgd related 
that about this time (December 1547j " they got also a strong fortress^ 
called Fast rnstoll, standing iieere lo the sea sideband placed a gar r is uti 
within it. ,B - 

ln 1549, the castle was under the command of the Marshal of 
Berwick, Thomas Gower (afterwards Sir Thomas), Gower was an 
active fellow, and even before the battle uf Pinkie wo find him harry¬ 
ing the Scots, He was out on the 5th September 1544 at Daweowe 
and stilled the suTiit\ book nine prisoners, burnt and spoiled the house, 
and brought much "insight gore/* 3 He was out again on the Satin and 
took a cove in a crag of "* Wliitaderr'' and seized Hutton Hah 
belonging to the Lord Home. At Bales'' he burnt abbey, church, 
and town* took 3Q prisoners, Blew 1(H) Scot-, took 160 nolt* 130 horses 
and naggs, with only one Englishman slain, 4 

In 1547* Gower had been made prisoner ut Pinkie, but had been 
afterwards released on paying a considerable ransom A 

The keeping of those insanitary and lonely little forts proved very 
troublesome to the English, The Earl of Rutland, who in 1549 had 
been appointed to he 14 Lorde Warden of the East and Midle Marches 
foranempt Scotland, and to have the chief rule, on! re and govern a unce 
of our garry sous and men of war re upon those fronting,” 4 wrote to 
the Lords in Council (14th. October 1549 j that '-generally id l men eschute 
fortes for the misery and sickues in them, and, what by death and 
conning away they can not long nhyde in this state/*' and (on the 
33ml November 1549) the soldiers 14 are so miked that they run away, 
sicken, and die daily. If you do not out of hand send a thousand 
fresh Englishmen for their relief, the forts will he in great danger,” h 

The forts that Rutland hud to look after and keep supplied were 
those of ihmglass, Fast Castle, Lauder, Eyemouth, Droughty crag, and 
Home, ns well ns the rump at Haddington, He wrote to his mother 
(Hth August 15lib : 4s The plage (plague) is sore in Hudyngtou and allso 
in Barwyke; and even so yt ys in fere in my camp©-" #

veyed frome thence hy see to Douglas,"* 

Among the reports that the Earl of Rutl an d scut to London arc 
some lists of artillery in the forts under his charge: unfortunately 
they tire not given IVu- Fust Castle in detail. All that he said is. after 
detailing those for Eyemouth, “like list for Fawst Costell." For Eye¬ 
mouth the details are:— 

"Two *deini-r-nl very as * of iron, one ' snker of brasse,’ one * fa ween' 
ol brass, due fawkenet ot brass, five fowlorn of iron, ‘serpeulvne 
powder, ( two dim id Imrrell." thirty 4 inorcispykes. ten bows, forty 
sheaves of arrows, with shot for the respective pieces."' 

It was at this time that the “I'latte of Raws castle" was prepared* 

The castle did not remain long enough in the hands of Mr Gower 
to he destroyed hy the English, for the Scots recovered it by a clover 
stratagem, as is related hy the old historian Holinshed. The story 
runs: ‘When I he .apt cine of Fa Ike rust 11 Imd commanded the Itushand- 
mm adioining, to bring thither, fat a eerteim? day), great store of vittota. 
The young men there a bouts hailing that occasion, assembled thither 
at the day appointed, who taking their burdens from the horses, and 
Inieng them on their shoulders, were reeeiued (after they hud passed 
the bridge, which was made Oner two high rocks.) into the castle, 
where, (Inieng downs that which they brought,) they sudden lie, (by a 
signe giuen,) set vpon the keepers of the gates, slue them, and (before 
the Other Englishmen could lie assembled,) possessed the other places, 
weapons and artdlerie ot the castelL and then receiuing the rest of 
their com pan it? into the same, (through the same great and open gate.) 
they whoJie kept and enioied the castell for their eounfcrimen** 

There is a very interesting eommentiiry on this old story of Holinshed

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in a MSS. volume of Acts and Decreet«, and I mu indebted to Mr Angus 
of the Register House for telling me of it. Thin is a contract of 1553, 
from which it would appear that these “yooug men “ were acting under 
the orders of Lord Home. 1 The contract is between ■‘the noble and 
mighty lord Lord Hume on (lie one part mid Robert Lugano of Lcsttdrig 
on that other part, - with consent of the Queen Dowager, the Regent 
Arrmi, and the Lords of the Privy Council, and shows hi the preamble 

that [jord Home with Ilia servants mid assist?!* had ..jvered the rastle 

from the English. In this contract Lord Home hinds himself to restore 
Past. Castle within six days to Robert Login!, with all its doors, windows, 
and insert Work in the walls complete, atni to arrange with Adam Gray, 
James Galbraith, Thomas Dawson, and Mungo Lmnsdcii to renounce the 
infeftments granted to them for their part in the taking of llie castle. 
For this Lord tlmuc was to receive £700, £300 of which was to be paid 
by the Queen Dowager mid the balance by Logan." 

In May 1547, that is, six years before the foregoing contract, '“The 
Lard of Rasta]rig" was appointed to have “the cure and keping of the 
baile of Dowhill uboiin Fast vajsteU'V and be, a few months ktor, seems 
to have been living in Edinburgh with his wife, Margaret Seton. where 
they signed n charter on the 10th December I547. 1 

There is something interesting about this Margaret tie ton, daughter 
of George, fourth Lord Setoti, and wife of Robert Logan, for in a letter 
of Lord Grey hi Somerset (17th June I -VIS J it is snid; "This news 
|regarding the movements uf the brem.b navy] is from the Lady of 
Fast (Fan 1st) castle, one of the 4 appointed to attend upon the young 
Queen What are we to gather from this remark ? It was her younger 
sister who was the Marie Pleton of the Queen’s “four Maries.” 4 

In 154)7, and for the next four years, Lord Home was occupying Fast 
Castle us bis own. The explanation is that he had mnrried Logan’s 
widow. Dame Agnes Gray, and young Logan, the one who was after¬ 
wards accused of complicity in the Gowrie conspiracy, was then in liis 
minority. 

In July 15tJ7, an incident occurred in the history of Scotland which 
touches Fast Castle. To understand its significance, we must recall that 
Queen Mary had surrendered to the lords on the 15th June, and was

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then in Loehleven. Elizabeth was uneasy, anil dispatched in haste her 
ambassador, Sir Nicholas Throckmorton, to learn what was happening 
in Scotland, A meeting to discuss the situation was arranged between 
him and a deputation from tlie lords, and this meeting took place in 
l ast Castle on the evening of the Ilth July 1587. There were present 
Queen Mary's secretary. William M ait la mi of Lethingtou; Sir James 
Melville, one of the Privy Council: Alexander, fifth Lord Home: and 
Throckmorton. 

.Maitinud wrote on the 8th to Throckiuorton saying he would meet 
him nem- Coldiugbnm on Friday, and lead him that night to Fast Castle. 
“ vvhearo althogh yow ran have no good chenre, yet, I darn well assure 
yow, yow shall l>e welcome,** 1 Throckmorton then wrote to Cecil from 
Berwick on the Ilthi “ Thisduye 1 take my journeye towardes the Fans 
Castle, and am accompanyed with Mr Marshall and 2U0 horses to the 
bourideroode, where the deputy wardens to the iorde Hume, well 
nccowpanyed, doe ret’ej've me. 2 The following day he again wrote to 
Cecil: “As yow might perceave l>y my lettres of the 11th of July, 1 
lodgyd at Fas castle that night, at‘companyd with the Iorde Humc.the 
lord of Ladington and Janie# Melvin ; wher I was intretyd very well 
according^ to the state of the place, which is fitter to lodge prisoners 
then folks at lybortye, as yt is very little so yt is very at rouge," 5 lie 
goon on to relate at great length the result of the conference. He nay- 
he found the lords were suspicions of Elizabeth's motives, ami that thev 
would in the meantime neither join with France nor England. When 
Jie u^iired them of Elizabeth's good faith, “the Iorde of Ceding ton 
s my led mid shoke bys head mid suyd. ‘yt were better for us you w<ddc 
let us alone then ueyther to do us nor you reel fffl good, ns fteaie me 
in the end yt will prove.' The letter finishes with the words, “thus 
liavinge no more leyanre, but compelled to leap on horsebacks with 
rticse lords to goo to Edinhurghe, I ho ml dye take my leave of yowe, 
from Fast castle."* On the Uth he wrote to Elizabeth telling her he 
had reached Edinburgh on the 12th, accompanied with Uni horses. 

In 1509, Queen Elizabeth was annoyed with the Scots for having 
sheltered the Earl and Countess of Northumberland, the EnrJ of West¬ 
moreland, and “divers others of the principal rebels” who had escaped 
into Scotland, She sends George Carey instructions on the 22nd December 
1 ; r * f3> , !tl lv bieb is narrated, “It. is ve I leniently suspected that the said 
Earls and their comp tires will either be conveyed to the west const of 
Scotland, where they may have shipping, to escape by the sen ; or else by 
help of the Lord Hume will put into Fast Castle, there to remain till

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they escape by the sea on that roust. Which we the rather suspect, 
because we understand that the Lord Hume has of lute viet idled the 
said castle.'' 1 And Lord Hunsdon complains to the Regent Murray of 
this (8th January 1570), and says that the Countess of Northumberland 
haiH Wn received nt Home Castle* “where she Is yet. unless this day 
conveyed to Vaux [Fast] Castle, and that the Queen will make him 
[Lord Home] repent of his folly." a Elizabeth was nut long in taking 
her revenge. On Ith May 137G+ the Ear I of Sussex writes to her: “Having 
appointed sufficient force of horsemen, footmen and ordnance convenient 
for the taking of Fust Castle where your rebels have been most main¬ 
tained, the same was this day rendered before any piece was planted; 
wherein I have placed certain shot until your highness 1 pleasure be 
further known, finding that the Castle does not belong to Lord Hume, 
but is rightful inheritance of the young Laird of Lesturrike* now a ward, 
and 5011 to the Lady Hume hy a former husband. 14 * 

Elizabeth^ reply (11th July 1570) to the Earl of Sussex's letter says, 
with regard to the remaning of the ciudlcs of Home and Fast* “ wu think 
it good that they lie still kept and guarded to he at our commandment# 
praying you therefore to have regard herein for the surety of them. 
Using* nevertheless, to our friends there such persuasion on oui* part that 
they may not conceive but that the-keeping of them is purposely for 
their weal, as the same shall! so prove in the end." 1 

In June 1572, Sir William Drury writes from Restairig to Lord 
Hunsdon of the 1 ‘ dissatisfaction at the Queen of England keeping Home 
and Fast Castles,”* 

Then follows some correspondence as to the ownership of the castle, 
Elizabeth writes to Morton {lllth July 1573): "We understand that Fast 
Castle does not appertain to Lord Hume but in right of his wife, who 
(we are Informed) did not consent, but was much grieved and displeased 
with her husbands doings in these mutters again si the king, nml there¬ 
fore by no reason vim forfeit her right. Wherefore we must needs think, 
till we can understand reason to the contrary, that the poor lady ought 
to have good assurance for saving of the right of Fast Castle to her 
and her heirs and some ronsideratkui of her living during the life of 
her husband," 

Morion writes in reply ( 1,8th November 1573): 11 The right which the

The young Robert Logan of Restalrig* grew t-great-grandson of Sir 
Patrick Home of Fast Castle, mine into possession of his fathers lands 
in 1676. 

The Logans of ftest&lrig were nn ancient mid honourable family p with 
ti claim to royal descent through a daughter of Robert 1L: s but, as Andrew 
Lang remarks, “ 1 heir glory was in their ancestor, Sir Robert Logan* who 
fell where the good Lord James of Douglas died, charging the Samrens 
on a field of Spain* and following the heart of Bruce, 8o Harbour sings, 
and to be navi led by Barljourt for a deed and a death so chivalrous, is 
Honour enough,’ '■ They reigned in their eyrie above the little loch of 
Luclirud m the parish of Rested rig' for several generations iiefore the 
rustle of Fast came into their possession in 1633, though they had held 
lands in Berwickshire for many years before that date.* Fleniyntone, 
iiJ dled Nether Aytoun* passed from n John Logan of Restatrig to his son 
John in 1495, and these lands passed from Sir Robert Lngnti to his sou 
Robert in 1539,“ 

Sir Roberts wife, Elizabeth llonte, besides being a eo-heh^s.sof Fajtt 
Castle, brought to the Logans half "the lands of Hutton and mill thereof, 
the lands of Houyidomt with the keeping of the Castle of Berwick, the 
lands of Borndene, two husbimd lands in the town of Dunse, two husband 
lands and a kiln in the town of Lethem, the lands of XesWtsheills with 
the wood thereof, and the superiority of the lands of Ruwbtirn* with their

Soon after this Logan is married to Lord Set oil’s daughter Margaret.- 

In 1547, he is appointed to keep the lwiile lire on Dow law hy the 

Privy Council.* * 

III J555, he is described bv John Knox, who. hi telling of flic sale of 
the superiority of Leith to tin? Queen Dowager, refers to him us " a tie 
man neither prudent nor fortunate."* 

In 1557, he was one of the Lothian lairds who joined the Lords of 
the Congregation, hut later '*rendered himself undesired to Monsieur 
d’OeelL" 11 * 

In lfj«0, he was ommnittcd, to prison hy order of the Magistrates of 
Edinburgh. 11 He died in 1561.” His widow, Dame Agnes Gray, married 
[1568?] Alexander, fifth Lord Home.” 

Roliert Logan of Hestah-ig. grandson of Sir Robert Logan and 
Elizabeth Home, and wn of Robert Logan and Dame Agues Gray, 
obtained possession of his father's lauds in 1570. fifteen years after his 
father's death. From this we may presume he lmd to wait until then 
for his coming of age. If w# are right in this conjecture, the year of 
his birth would be 1554. He would thus 1 m- six years old when bis father 
died, eighteen when he was with Kirkcaldy of Grange at the surrender 
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of Edinburgh Gas tie, mid fifty-one when he died in 1606, “Old Hugged 
an d I )a n ge rotes." 

hi LdW, the village of Rental rig, and doubtless also the Logan chateau 
above Lochend, wore occupied by the English and .Scottish troops during 
the great siege of l^eitli. Such stirring events must have made « deep 
impression on the mind of young Logan, then iu his sixth year, and may 
have stimulated a natural propensity to lawlessness and intrigue which 
he developed to such an extent in later years,

In I57« r Logan got possession of his father's lands,* and in the follow- 
ing months he began to dispose of them thusA villa in Auchincraw to 
James Hour: n husband land in East Heston to Patrick Authinemw;» 
ttvo husband lands, three acres in Hutsoun* croft, and a cottage in 
Eyemouth to John Gray; 11 certain lands in Coldmgham to David Ellcm ;

lands ill Swonwode to William Attchhu raw; “ his half of a fishing boat, 
eight acres, and five houses in Eyemouth to David Home of Nynewells. a 
Ins share of the lands of BlackbiUs to Win. Home of Ayton; 1 " the 
lands and mill of Hutton n, Bonitoun, and the keeping of Berwick Castile, 
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Homeden. Donee, Nbihitseheillis* R&whurnc, Auldhuinstucks, Cokljurna- 
peth + SchitlietnineB, EdwartLiOunex, and LuinsdiuneK, and hi* share of 
Acrasthlarid* Ait tonne*.

A singular tnimacrtion is recorded in the Register of the Great Seal 
under date 13th May 1680, when the King wills that Logan shall pay, 
within seven years* n sum of 4£Ei80 to -Jolin Lu un-den of Blaiierne* Ho 
was cited at an address over the north side of the loch of Rosining, 
where he commonly had his residence, and at the rustle and fortress 
of Fast Castle, where he had his residence at the time with his retainer* 
mid family. 1 

In 1551, Logan complained to the Privy Council that Patrick and 
John Hume of Manderstown came under “sylauoe of riycht* to his 
lands of Jfetfalr Byre and Flemyngtoun and “spuilyeil " 2il boll* of 
oats. 3 The Humes protested, and said they were not within six miles of 
the place at the tinted 

In ISSiLthe Privy Council order Dame Agnes Hume, Mr Thomas Lyoun 
of Ralduky, now her spouse* and Robert Logane of Rest a 1 rig, keepers of 
the castle of Fast ru st ell* to deliver it to the King's officers ’Vithin six 
hours after being charged, ou pain of treason*- 1 

Six very interesting letters from Logan, written iik 15K6-7 to the 
infamous Archibald Douglas, who wjis then in London as official agent 
forthe King at the English court, are printed in the ** Hatfield Calendar." ' 
These show him to have been n man of considerable education, in touch 
with the social events of the day, and deeply steeped in the political 
intrigues of the court* They are too long to quote in full here, but it 
may be of interest to note that he gave a more pleasing description of 
Jump's grief on the death of Queen Mary than is to he found in many 
other contemporary accounts* He said: His My, inks the dill the of lib 
mother vety lievely, and bee* for that cause, retlrit hemsdf to Dalkelthe 
for the sputa of ten dayes in quyefc*" 

Archibald Dongles, to whom these letters were written, was, on 2flth 
May I5W, tried for the murder of Unrriley. Logan was on the packed 
jury for hb acquittal which 11 absolved him most shamefully and uh- 
honestly to the exclamation of the whole people. P 

In March 1587, Logans rule over Berwickshire seems to have been 
extensive. Ballard wrote from Newcastle: “1 liyred a messenger to goo 
to the Lnrcle of lister rick for his safe-conduct, but after three days 
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abwnce my curreour returned with the report he was gone to Eden- 
hmigli to the Kinge," 1 

In 1587. Logan with three others finds caution in t'HUHJO for the Muster 
of Gray that he shall within a month '*pus forth of tins realm*' urn! shall 
nut return without the King's consent.' 

In 15411, he finds caul ion that he ’‘shall not reset or intercommime 
with the king's declared traitors," 3 

III J51K3. Logan begun to he in trouble with the law. On 12th February, 
having failed to appear to answer “upturn his trensounuhle conspyring, 
consulting, trnfficquiug, und dividing with Frances, soroetyme Erll 
Hot in li tl." he was denounced rebel. 1 In the same year. “ under silence of 
the night." ho took, from William. Xiabet of Newton, gold and silver to 
the value of .’3000 murks,* 

In I5t4, his servants having near Berwick beset Rolu-rt Gray, a 
burgess of Edinburgh, and taken from him £050. “ maist cruellie and Imr- 
burouslie invadit and percewit him of his lyffe.** Logan did not appear 
to answer to the charge, and was denounced rebel.' 1 

In 1591, John Napier of Mercbiston was called to his aid in a search 
for treasure said to lie hidden within Fust Castle. Searching for hidden 
Lr ensure. *oy super let t iii’ui iiiohiih, was occasional ly praot iscd in those 
days, and the lurid description in Thr Antiquary of Uoustei-swivel's 
adventures in the Priory of St Hide tells of the secrecy that was necessary 
on those occasion*. Napier, with his familiar, a jet black cock, was 
more than suspected of dealing in the black arts, and he drew up, with 
Ills own hand, a contract, landing himself to "do his utter nut) exact 
diligens to sercbe and sik out, and he a! craft and ingync that hi* dow. 
to tempt, trye, and Hud out the sum, and be the grace of God. at her sail 
find thesam, or tlmu mak it suir that tia sik thing lies bein thairt sa far 
as his Utter tin well, diligens, and ingyne may reach." 7 The contract is 
printed in the .1/emotr#,* and the original is now in the jiossessiou of 
Professor Glaislior of Trinity College, Cambridge. One of the daffies 
provides for its being destroyed when its conditions were fulfilled, and as 
It is still in existence, this raises a doubt as to whether the search ever 
look place. Mark Napier is unwilling to part with the idea “that the 
philosopher actually went to the dreary castle; that there, in his gown 
and cowl, he sat betwixt the wild Earl of BothweU and the turbulent 
Rental rig, both armed to the teeth; that he partook of their 'daynfcy 
cheir—fyne hattit kit, with succar, com felt is and wyn‘; and that the 
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necromantic nobleman and the lawless chief bowed before the pure 
hut mighty mind, for whom the destiny was yet in store to become 
the universal benefactor of science and the art#"* 

In 1597-H, Logan had some dealings with George Kor, the Catholic 
intriguer with Spain, and on whose person ”the Spanish blanks" were 
found. Ker wrote from Calais (ISfch February 1597-8): "We half dolt 
with the skipper qlk. is John Brim mo of Bumtilhind and hca agreit with 
him to land us at Heymonthe or Fats castle, Wo hope, God willing, 
ye m or row to si i i 11 ! Caroy w rote i M are i i 1597 Si: * b 1 am fu r Liter 
enformed that he (George Ker) landed at a plum? ml led C( ddinglmine 
bnye* hard By Listerickea house, a prymiijmll niiiii of tlmt Papist faction. 
It beinge two myles of Eymouthe, and that as the shipp came alonge

In 1598 P Logan seems to have regained favour with the King. A royal 
charter wm granted to him of the lands of Fast Castle, Fhmingtmi, etiv, 
which he and his ancestors had held of the Prior of Coliiinghattj, now' 
annexed to the Crown, for a yearly payment of JOs/ 

In 1599, Lord Willoughby, in a letter to Cecil, describes him as a 
'* vayae lose man, a greate favorer of thefes reputed, (yet a muii of good 
elan lie as they here fceurme it) and a gad felcnv/* 

In 1599 # Logan became bound 4i not to suffer his place of Fast Castle to 
be surprised by any of his Majesty's traitors and rebels or by foreigners 
and strangers, as he shall answer upon Ids life and heritage," 11 

In lfiOL he reset John Bum of Coats, a pledge in the hands of the 
English, who, as Ralph Gray tells Cecil* "is with the Laird of Leystaryck 
in his hpwse at Faws cast ell/ 7 

Before Logon's death in 160b he had disposed of his hinds of Mount 
Lot ban and Nether Gogar to Andrew Logan of Coat held in 1506/ Postal rig 
and Quarrel holes to Lord Hal merino in HUM/ Fast Castle to Archibald 
Dougins of Pit tend reicb. sfi and the following disposition shows where the 
rest of his lands went ^ — 

Robert Logan, sometime of Kestnlrig, with the consent of Marion Kie 
[? Kor] his spouse, disposes the lands of Flemingtoun culled Xather 
Aytouin Reidliuli, Nether Byin BrowiiislumL and Gtmnisgreixe, with the 
corn and walk mills of Fleming ton, in the barony of Cold I ogham and 
shire of Berwick, to George, Earl of Dunbar, Lord Home of Berwick; 
and also acquiesced in the acquisition by the said Earl of the lands of

The Cow bee Conspiracy. 

Fhe crowning episode in Logan's variegated career was his connec¬ 
tion with the Gowrie mystery. Although in his lifetime lie escaped 
the accusation of complicity in it, be must, if guilty, have had many 
irn uneasy hour. Things all point to his living under the apprehension 
of some such tragedy; ami this would explain the selling of the last 
of his remaining houses and lands and the purchase from Lord 
M iJloughby in 1001 of a share in a sailing vessel then lying at Berwick 
fully maimed.* As Andrew Lang says: “ He wallowed in drink; he made 
Ins wife wretched; witli his eldest son he was on ill terms; he wandered 
to London, and to Fiance in 1005, and lie returned to die (of plague, 
it seems) in the Cnnungate. a landless but monied nnm, ill July MOd." 3 

The truth about the Gowrie conspiracy, 4 for the capture of the 
hmg and for keeping him prisoner in Fast Castle, will over be an 
insoluble mystery. The partisan, of the Kuthvcns claim that no plot 
wa, devi,Pd hy Gowrie and hi, brother, and that the whole affair was 
arranged hy the King in order to get rid of the Iiuthvens, Modern 
historians, after sifting the whole evidence, are convinced from 
Gownes falsehood a* to the King's departure from Gowrie House, 
and other indications, that there was some kind of plot kid bv 
Gowr.c and h* brother. But as to Logan’s part in the conspiracy, 
that IS another matter. It Is now generally accepted that nil the 
alleged Logan letters, produced at the trial and now in the Register 
House, are m the handwriting of Sprot. Andrew Lang, who has gone 
deeply into the question, is of opinion that the most important of 
them nil, Ao. 1 .of the series, is genuine in substance, and was copied 

by hprot from an original by Logan, 4 mid that the others were 
based upon it. 

It tills la? so, then there was a conspiracy on the pari of Gowrie, 
and Logan was in it. Though, as C&lderwood said at the time, "It 
was thought Strange by manic that the Erie of Gowrie and his brother 
would communicate a purpose of suche Importance to the Laird of 
Kcstah'ig, il delxjshed drunken tiutui."' ” 


Much has been written and many books published on the conspiracy

the points in them have been touched on in Andrew Lnjij's book, so 
no more need la? said than to recall briefly what happened on the Oth 
ol August HOI. flit* King, dames \ I„ left Falkland to limit a buck. 
After the hunt was over, Alexander Ruthven convoyed him to his 
brother the EarJ of Dowries house in Perth. When dinner was 
finished the King was led, under pretext of seeing a man with a pot 
of gold under his cloak, to an upper chamber. Then word was sent 
to the party below that the King had left for Falkland, ami was riding 
across the Inch. While his party were in the yard and mounting 
their homes, a turret window was suddenly thrown'open and l lit* King 
was heard shouting, “Treason! My Lord Mar! Help! Help!" In the 
scrimmage that followed both Gowrie mid his brother were slain. 

From the confessions of Sprot eight years Inter, it would appear 
that the King was to have been taken to Logan’s house of Fast Castle, 
and that Logan was to be rewarded by u gilt of the castle of Dlrleton. 

Sprot was Logan's “drier" and,n notary public in Eyemouth. After 
Logan’s death he produced « number of letters which be said were 
written by Logan to Gowrie. He alleged that Logan had entrusted 
I hem to John Hour, from whom he hud obtained them. * 

These letters have been printed in full many times,* but J slinll 
give three extracts from them whiph specially refer to tin- castle

It h interesting to find, as Mark Napier points out, that these 
letters conclude with committing hi* cor res pond cuts in this nefarious

haly protectiauu T ; yet he given its ti reason for excluding Gowrie'e 
“ nuld pedagog M from the plot, that he " will dissuade us fra our 
purpose with reseounes of religion qiihilk t van never abyd/' 

Sprot was tried in August 1006 on the charge of treasonably con¬ 
cealing his knowledge of Logan T s connection with the conspiracy, 
found guilty* and executed on the 12th of that mouth. From the 
Scaffold he said that “his continual] bearing of company with Resfcalrig 
and Laird Hour, who wes irreligious and without the feir of God, 
brocht him frome one syn to another*" 1 

Fast Castle was not used constantly by Logan tis a place of residence, 
but he apparently reserved it for Ids more desperate adventure* while 
he lived in Ciunnisgreen,- near the mouth of the Eye water. It was at 
Gunm-sgrcen that his great Yule festivals Look place. One of these* 
referred to by Sprot in his confessions, 3 gives a lurid picture of Logan. 
The Christmas of 1002 arrived* and the Ijiird “keepit fine great Yule 
at Gimmegroeu" which were present eight yeomen. "The Lady 
(Lady Resbdrig) wa* ako present at the table that night, and at her 
rising she said r 11 The Devil delight in such a feast, that will make all 
the rhiktren weep hereafter"; and this she spoke as she went past the 
end of the table. And, after entering the other chamber, she wept a 
while, ‘and we saw her going up and down the chamber weeping/" 
+i A fortnight later. Lady Rental rig blamed Bower for the selling of 
Fastcastle. Bower appealed to Logan: it was Logan's fault, not hi*. 
'Due of two things/ said Bovver* *must make you sell your lauds; 
either you think your children are bastards, or you have planned some 
treason /" Logan replied, ut If I had all the land between the Orient 
and the Occident, 1 would sell the same* mid. if I could not get money 
for it. f would give it to good fellows/” 4 

In 1609 Logpiiti bones were exhumed from the grave, where they had 
lain for three years, brought Into court* and a sentence pronounced on 
them an follows:—

W ith the death of Logan the story of Fust Cahtle practically comes 
to an end. and though it did not full into ruins for another hundred years, 
wluit occurred during' that time can only he of little importance^ 
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TIIK BROCH OF DIN TRODDAN, (tLEANN JtEAti, liLENELU 
IN VERNESS-SHJK1J, Bv ALEX A N DEll U, GITRLK KB. A. Scot. 


1 ilere can lie few if any more beautiful valleys in the West Highlands 
of Scotland than that of Gteann Beag, It is not a broad glen, and the 
restricted meadow-land on its floor, through which a little river meanders, 
could never have n tain tain ed a targe population. The steep sides ns they 
rise to the higher level of the moorland are clothed with a natural growth 
of hazel and abler, the haunt of numerous buzzards, which soaring upward 
fill the nil with their harsh laughter-like cries. The rocky summit of 
Beinu a* Clmpmll towers upwards in the background on the south, and 
the head of the glen melts away into a medley of lonely hills to the east¬ 
ward. The point where it opens on to the shore of the Bay of Glenelg is 
about one mile to the southward of the Kirk town of that name. Some 
two miles up the glen, where it narrow's, and between the base of the 
northern slope and the river, is situated Dim Telve, or the Lower Broch 
the excavation of which by His Majesty's Office of Works I described in 
a communication to the Sodety hi Iflm A quarter of a mi le farther up 
on the same side of the glen but on a shelf some 40 feet or thereby above 
the low ground, is situated Dun Troddnn, or the Upper Brocb (fig, H 
Between the two brocks there lie a few acres of cultivated meadow land 
which the widening of the glen «t this point linn allowed for. And while 
the lower brack wans placed so as to defend the access to this haughland 
from the lower end, Dim Trad dan might serve a like purpose from the 
other direction, As mentioned in my description of Dan Telve both 
these brochs were visited by Alexander Gordon about the year 1730 and 
he lias left us a description of then, in his Itinerarium StmUntrionale, 
illustrated with a sectional view of Dun Telve, and a front elevation of

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Dun Trodden. He represent* the letter ms Htaudmg erect to it height 
of 33 feet, presumithlv above ground level* with its circumference almost 
complete* except For u gap in the tipper part of the wall at one side. 
Pennant visited the sites in 1772 in the course of his voyage to the 
Hebrides, He found the height of Dun Trodden to he only 2-1 feet 
5 inches* not much exceeding what that dimension is at the present day 
(fig, 2); and his illustration shows that whereas the total bulk of the ruin

lias probably been retim e*!, the elevation has suffered but slightly since 
that date. It is of interest to note his remark that he could perceive no 
traces of the winding stairs mentioned by Gordon; “ but us t hese building# 
linve suffered greatly since that gentleman saw them. 1 have no doubt 
of his accuracy "—an expression of faith sin re justified. Both brochs have 
been placed under the charge of His Majesty a Office of Works, and with 
a view to effect their hat ter preservation 1 hey have boon excavated. 

The excavation of Dun Troddan, which hud been under way for 
some Lime, was completed in the late summer of last year < Hl'iO), and 
! was privileged to superintend the final stage, with somewhat happy 
results. The brorh conforms to type, and, while it remains complete 
on ground plan, for only about one-third of its extent does its elevation 
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exceed a few feet ffig, !t) + The high portion, however, risen to nearly 
eet and shows the remains of three galleries* The entrance is 
r ^'^TiIs the south-west, nod looks down the glen. Likewise it face* 
direction of a small rivulet not many yards away, whic h must 
afforded the occupants n never-foiling supply of water. To bring

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wall, a ml nearer to the iiim'r than the outer face, with a breadth 
at ground level of 5 feet, and extending inwards following the 
curve for 17 feel 51 inches. The greater portion nf the roof of this 
chamber is gone. The door of the entrance passage lies at a lower 
level than the floor of the court, and on entering the interior there is 
a sharp rise of I foot G inches from the edge of a small circular 
area into which the passage opens. The interior court lias a constant 
diameter of 28 feet. One quarter of the way round the periphery 
to the left from the entrance, is a doorway TS feet wide* which gives 
access to the stair rising to the right, and to n chamber extending 
for ft feet to the left of the opening. This chamber is covered with 
a beehive roof- With nine steps the stair lends up to n landing on 
the tii'st gallery, along which, al a distance of 18 feel II inches, it has 
evidently rUvn again, but of this portion only one step remains. Above 
the e it trance from the courtyard which gives access to the stair the 
opening has been carried upwards as high us the wall remains, ill 
diminishing breadth from 2 feet ft inches to about ft inches, crossed 
at irregular intervals by long slabs tying the opposite wall faces. The 
lowest of these ties has evidently occurred at the level of Elm fir&t 
gallery,and the next at that of the second, but above this thfir occur¬ 
rence is irregular, and there i" not one directly opposite the Hour of the 
third gallery* the nearest being some 8 or f) inches below* Commencing 
at the level of the I ast-i lien turned slab, and 11 feet farther round the 
periphery, occurs another similar opening only about I foot ft inches 
wide at I ho bottom, likewise diminishing upwanK. and crossed by slabs 
at intervals of about 2 feet. Of the three galleries which remain, as 
shown in the section in iig. d, ilu* lowest has a height of 5 feet and a 
breadth of ti feet ft inches on floor, diminishing upwards, while the 
gallery above has a height of ft feet ft inches and a breadth at floor 
level of 2 Feet 0 inches. The uppermost gallery has apparently had 
a height of 5 feci ft inches. The sides of them* galleries appear to lie 
more carefully finished than those of the galleries in the lower broch 
The broch wall shows the cua&aniary batter. On the interior face, at 
a height of about ft feet, occurs a ledge or senrrement formed by an 
intake of the wall above* 

The masonry is of the usual character, formed of large blocks, some 
of them boulders that have been purposely split, with the inter¬ 
stices neatly tilled with spalls* 

Before excavation the soil had accumulated to a height of h feet 
on the outside, and th© mass in the interior was at least I feet deep. 
On visiting the broch in the hitter half of August, 1 found the ex¬ 
cavation had been completed, hut for a heap of soil which remained in 


t 
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the centre of the courtyard measuring ™e 0 feet by 7 feet, and -1 feet 
in height. Immediately to the north of this* and between it and the 
entrance to the stair, there had been; laid hare on the very bottom* on 
the grave! subsoil, a well-formed rectangular oblong hearth measuring 
4 feet 6 inches by A feet, paved and neatly sorroutided by kerb-stones 
(figs. I and 5). Its main axis lay practically cast and west, find while 

its position was almost equidistant 
from the wall of the brock on the 
east and west, it was 'A feet nearer 
us the face of Ike wall on the north 
than it was to it on the south. The 
reason for t his will become apparent 
Inter on. The mass of soil showed 
no definite stratification, bur we 
proceeded to remove it in horizontal 
layers from the top. noting any 
peculiar features that presented 
themselves. Throughout there were 
re inn ins of numerous fires in the 
shape of charcoal and peat ash, show¬ 
ing that there had at all times been 
shelter here for the fugitive and the 
vagrant. Some fi inches below the 
surface there occurred a layer of Hat 
stones with charcoal mid a certain 
amount of burnt bane on the top of 
them; 4 inches lower* more fiat 
stone* were met with, having dmr- 
cool ami sum IE particles of burnt 
bone above* ami, at about this level, 
we found a small oblong piece of 
shaped hone measuring If* inch by inch with a perforation towards 
one end. At 2 feet 6 inches above the bottom we encountered another 
lhick layer of charcoal un associated with paving. ;irnl I'onehE adjacent 
u small disc of stone about the size of a florin. Beneath the charcoal 
was a layer of peat about fi inches in thickness. Underneath this 
again occurred a thick band of tumbled stones which possibly correlated 
the fall of the upper part of tlic br«eb f whenever that had occurred. 
Below this, at 2 feet 1 inch above the iloor of the original hearth* 
appeared the upper edges of two stones set on edge* evidently portions of 
another hearth. The subsequent removal of the soil disclosed a similar 
arrangement of stones at right angles* and another parallel* these 
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being the? one end and part; of the two sides of tin* hearth* the other 
end of which must have been unwittingly cleared away in the earlier 
ecuiduct i►F the excavation. Thin hearth was sn orieiiUal that it crossed 
Hie original hear Hi at an angle of about tn\ The breadth over all was 
about 2 feet 0 inches, and 2 fret 1 inch within the kerbs. The paving 
Hint formed itn floor, a small portion of which reninined + was some 
13 or M inches above the ground level* ,V bed of pent, ash l inches deep

revered It A small piece of iron, probably a nail, was found on the 
floor; also a perforated hone disc about the size of a halfpenny* 

Immediately beneath this hearth* and placed sons to cross the original 
hearth at right angles, were the remains of another* one end of winch 
had also Wen carried away in the earlier excavation digs, I and 5), A 
long slab of schist* 3 feet in length, formed the west side* while two 
shorter ones amounting in length to 20 inches formed the east. The 
back kerb was gone, but the paving remained, and lay at a level of 11 
inches above the bottom of the primary heart In The width over all 
was 33 inches* and inside the kerbs 25 inches. As far down iri the 
mass of debris ns the level of this second hearth there occurred a 
certain amount of displaced building material, including a few largish 
channel stones of from to 10 lbs. weight, as well as small flat pieces 
which had probably been employed in the building. 
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The second hearth was left undisturhedt but the remainder of the 
inasR of debris u round it was removed. In this, some 0 inches above 
floor level, there were found at one or two places small deposits of 
bright yellow day. From the same level came a segment of the upper 
stone of a quern showing a perforation on the upper surface to hold a 
handle* Alongside lay n fiat oblong pebble about ft inches in length, 
h lightly abraded nt one end. 

Throughout the mass at various levels we got egg-shaped pebbles, 
evidently* from their uni funnily, special Jy selected, arid of sucli a sisse 
as could comfortably he held in the palm of the hand, None of them 
were fractured nr showed signs of having been in a fire. As none nln wt? 
the ground lew! could have come naturally into the broch* and as they 
were certainly not building material. they must have been brought in 
for some other purpose* possibly to be vised as missiles. 

In order to settle a quest ion regarding the original levels at the 
inner and of the entrance passage, 1 had the Inch or two of discoloured 
soil removed which was covering the top of the gravel subsoil within 
the court. In the course of this operation I observed, as the gravel 
surface was cleared, at a spot somewhat in alignment with the western 
end of I fie primary hearth, a band of discoloured soil about 7 indue,' 
wide and extending to 7 or 8 inches in depth into the gravel, lined 
with stones on the sides. This we followed to the southward fur u 
distance of IS inches* and found il led into a small pit with a diameter 
of about 2 feet, lined with four slabs and filled with wet discoloured silt. 
The Ruing slabs were rather irregularly placed ngniu-il the sides, and 
on the bottom* I font W inches below the surface, lay other two slabs, 
one on the top of the other. These lay on a clean gravel bed 2 feet 
1 inch below the surface. 

The full significance of this discovery did not dawn on me at once. 
The channel leading into the pit, and the black silt-like contents of the 
latter heavily charged with wafer, suggested drainage, especial ly as the 
pit (No. 1 on plan, tig, was on the lower side of the court. After a 
nights reflection, however, the presenoe of the Hags in the bottom gave 
the clue, and 1 returned to the bruch, found the centre, look a radius from 
there to the pit, ami drew out n circle with the point of a pick on the 
surface. On this line, 4 feet fl inches to the eastward of the first jut, we 
struck n second at the same distance as the first, d feet ft inches, from 
the inner face of the wall. Thereafter, either on or to one aide or other 
of the line of the circumference we located ten others, Though brown 
spongy matter was observable in several* actually in one hole. No. f>, 
which hud been sealed on the surface by h largo stone, the remains of 
decayed wood* recognisable by its fibrous character* were still visible. 
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The poet-holes were eleven in number, about 1 foot 9 inches sleep and 
H foot to 11 inches in diameter. With the exception of one post-hole 
almost opposite the entrance they were placed nt distaiices of from 
H feet to 7 feet out I'mm the wall face. The distances apart are Irn 
■xmMnnt Between tlm holes Nos. I ami 2 there is a distance of I feet 
3 inches, Xu, ft is only 3 feet beyond No, Zl but between Nos, ft si ml 4 
we haven spare of o feet; between -4 mill h r n distance of l fret inches;

between 7 mid H: and l feet ft inches Wtwren K anil Ih When we iame 
to regard the positions of the puist-holes opposite tbr entrance we have 
a different stale of mat tot's. No, UJ is only about 11 inches apart from 
No,!): and while Xu, II is 3 feet I undies away from No. 10, it is placed a 
couple of feet nearer the centre of tlit 1 - eourt tbmi any of the other 
post-holes. It is also only ft feet distant from No. L From the posi¬ 
tions of these* post-hides it Is evident that some special rh cm instances 
controlled the urniiigeinent.s of the posts in the neighbourhood of the 
entrance, The purpose* of these holes was obviously to huh! posts in¬ 
tended for the support of the front of a roof, the \mek of which rested 
on the searcunlent which, as mentioned above, run. round the inner face 
of the wall at a height of about fi feet from the ground, A 1 Corridor 
or gallery was thus formed around the court, leaving an area in the 
middle open to the sky. 

The meaning of 1.3to arrangement of the post-holes in front of the 
entrance is a little difficult to understand; but if we may assume that 
the corridor was closed in between the posts, mid on either side of 
the entrance, and was not n mere colonnade* n suggestion presents 
itself. The orientation of I he primary heart I t is peculiar. It is un¬ 
likely Hail it was placed by clniiiee. not tml\ eccentrically hut 
anglewbe to the two principal features of the interior, the main 
entrance and the entrance tn the stair. The position of such an 
important structure us the licartb wjls. I have no dmilit. carefully 
considered* regularity and method being characteristic of the broch- 
1 milder* erections. The west end of the hearth is placed practically 
in alignment between posts 7 and II. and equidistant from either. Now. 
post No* 1 is only 2 feet distant from No. II. and so placed a- fo allow 
of an increased spare between the hearth and the front of the corridor 
on the south. If we imagine a gate or door giving access to the interior 
between these' two posts* then we can understand the reason for the 
position and orientation of the hearth—the former to allow more free 
space to those entering, and the latter that it might tie parallel to the 
line of entrance. Bid this extra space only exists hi relation to the 
three post-boles. Nos, I, ft, and ft. on the south arc of the circle. This 
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suggests to my mind that the actual entrance into the corridor was 
between posts 2 and which are placed more closely together than 
any other pair on the circumference, except those nt the entrance 
they being only ii feet apart. It will he observed that there is a post¬ 
hole almost directly in front of the entrance to the stair, whence, if 
the front of the corridor had been open, cine might have expected an 
unimpeded access to the hearth. As for the post in No, 10, its purpose 
would be mainly to support the rinding between it and No, l p as 
the span between 0 and 1, being only 5 feet tS inches* would not be 
too great for such a beam as could he obtained. I make this sugges¬ 
tion with due reserve* for J quite recognise that a weak point in it is 
the absence of post-holes between the inner ends of the passage walls 
and the adjacent post-holes. Nos. 10 and 1. There ought to have been 
posts against the walk Unfortunately, the soil on both sides was broken 
down, probably in the later occupation* and any evidence that might 
have existed hud been removed* there being, it will ho remembered* it 
depression into which the passage opened* The point, however* should 
he home in mind by future excavators of brorhs* The* existence of 
a ledge or acarcement at about the level of the first gallery around 
the iutoPior wall face of almost every brock, which still exists to n 
sufficient height, has long convinced me that the hyprthrnl or roofless 
theory of the broch interior was a false one. If my suggestion as to 
the rhuracter mid arrangement of the front of the corridor Ih* correct* 
it may help to confound another theory which 1 believe to be equally 
false, namely, that into the interior court cattle and flocks were driven 
for protection. It was interesting to see in a comparatively recent 
issue of the Ittuvt rated London JWira a fanciful illustration of this 
very broch of Dun Troddan showing cattle mid sheep in the interior 
keeping company with killed savages supposed to he its occupants* 

l uni unable to say wliat the shallow trench was that directed me 
to the first post-hole. Possibly it Originally held a heum or tree trunk* 
the sill of the supposed door. 

The relics which this broch lias yielded are singularly few. They 
include seven stone whorl*, two perforated discs nf schist, 41 inches 
and 7f inches in diameter respectively, the stone pounder mentioned 
above, a small waterwnru pebble worn at the edges by use as a 
polisher* a curved object shaped out of whalebone 0J inches in length 
along the outer curve, a small yellow discoid bead of vitreous paste 
1 ■ inch in diameter, ami u large number nf ovoid pebbles* There was 
not n trace of pottery* 

The primary hearth in its rectangular oblong form at once recalls 
the hearths laid bare in our excavations on Traprain Law. Now, hearths 
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of this type, as a rule, do n-cit belong To the lowest level of occupation 
there* but are of frequent occurrence nn the levels of the post-Homan 
period. One does not know exuc t\y when the circular form of hearth 
gave place to ft rectangular one* but, if ft was not in common use till 
subsequent to the second century on Trap ruin Law\ the presumption is 
it was at least as late at t-rlene-lg. The small discoid bead of yellow 
vitreous paste Eh of a style that has been found in the brorh of Dun- 
andardhard in Skye, also associated with hormin remains on Trapram 
Law, and similarly associated with sreond-eentnry relies in the Fort of 
Castleh ilh Ay rsl i i re, 1 

The paucity of relics within (his broch surely implies that, it wits not 
used over any considerable length of time for continuous occupation* 
and the fact of the existence of the three hearths each overlying the 
other supplies us with evidence of the discontinuance of the occupations 
over a period sullieienl I v long for the soil and debris to have accumu¬ 
lated and to have concealed tin? construction of the earlier occupants. 
As lung as the b roc-1 1 remained Intact mid suitable for defence* so long 
probably was the central position of the heart h rigidly adhered to; hut, 
m I have pointed out, the amount of building material in the mass* Hie 
excavation id' which 1 super vised, immediately overlying the uppermost 
hearth, points in a serious ruination having occurred during or im¬ 
mediately subsequent to the occupation which that hearth denotes. 

Interesting as the discovery of these po-r-li. >l< i- in ..hicjdut ion 

of the broeh ccrtiHtructinn, the interest it evokes dues not stop there. The 
arrangement at once recalls the plans of the wag* or galleried dwell¬ 
ings in Caithness, and the structures to which the late Air Krgkine 
Beveridge gave so much attention in North 1 1 st. In both these regions 
timber is scarce, and stone pillars, etc., were eon sequel* tly employed as 
a substitute for carrying roofs. The plan of the earth-house on Maclmlr 
Leatliami in North List dig, fi) t here reproduced from Mr Erskine 
Beveridge’s North Uists gives a fail’ Idea of what the interior of thin 
Troddaii was probably like, and it will he observed that there the 
chambers art? dosed towards the interior. Such an arrangement may 
possibly also have existed in some of the larger hut-circles, rimny of 
which are to he met w ith in Sutherland, where the interior appears ton 
large to have been spanned by a roof; and may not the lust survivuiiee 
be the hearth in The middle of the door of the fust -disappearing High¬ 
land black bouse, with the hole in the roof for the escape of the smoke? 

For Hie benefit of any future excavator of a broeh, I would like to 
emphasise the fact that t provided the periphery of the brock is complete, 
every stone or relic within it that wind or water could not hear tbither 
1 Pr&c.,, Hit. p, ll£S. * Xtirih p. J2J + 
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has been su brought by the hand of main either for building material or 
for some other purport and that consequently every stone must be 
larefuHy considered. Hy so doing we may yet I earn how tin- walls 
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were completed on the top* and elucidate other farts which perhaps 
have hitherto been overlooked.

The IUi.vakkan Cupped Stonk. 

Tliis remarkable stone is on the estate of Lady Htoriuonth Darlings 
in a small field behind the keepers house, at n distance of about £300 yard* 
to the north of ihc mansion house of Bnivurruii in the parish of Kirk- 
michueh Pert fish ire. 

Et is a mass of micaceous schbt, the prevailing rock of the locality, 
and k embedded in the soil* the part above ground rounded by glacial 
action. 

The photograph reproduced (fig, Ij shows the stone and its four large 
rups. Roughly, the stone is IJ feet long by 04 feet wide and rises 15 lo 
18 iaches above the present surface of the ground. 

The four cups are nearly equi-distant, the three larger on ns iii a row: 
the fourth, which is somewhat smaller, may be sjiitl to mark the apex of 
an almost equilateral triangle, of which two of the other cups define the 
base. The larger ciipa are respectively 9|, It and 9 inches in diameter 
and 44+ 54, mal 44 inches in depth. The smaller cup is 7 inches wide and 
84 inches deep. 

The surface of the stone has been disintegrated by the various 
agencies of the weather during thousands of yearn* so that the hardest 
veins and crusts of rock, and ninny of the garnets that abound in ir n have 
in course of lime conic to project .as irregular protuberances all over the 
now rough and uneven surface. These effects of feathering can lie 
distinctly seen in the photograph, though the garnets are mostly too small 
to appear in it. Such weathering curries us buck to a remote period. 

But the weathering is not confined to the surface of the stone; the 
most casual inspection of the cups reveals the impressive fact that the 
same disintegrating forces have done their work throughout the interior 
of each of the four cups just as cm the surrounding surface of the stone. 
The garnets and other rough excrescences project inside the cups, t hough 
naturally (being less exjKJsed) not quite to the same extent as on other 
parts of the stone. The inference is irresistible: the cups must have 
been formed in remote prehistoric times. It is almost unnecessary to 
say that no marks of the chisel or other tool can lie detected in the cups, 
nor can they have been put to any frequent use in modem times, else 
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they must hate been worn smooth ami the protuberance* more or less 
rubbed down- 

It Inis been su^ested that the cups might possibly have been 
11 cressets” to light, monks to their midnight derations. Apart from the 
fnrt that the nips manifestly date back to a period long anterior to the 
Christian ora, this suggestion lias no backing in the presence of any 
eerlesiristienl cell or est iiblishmetit lit Halvarmu. 

Strong local tradition says that, the raps were formed and used for 
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the christenmg of successive Barons of Balvitrrtui* until* the Inst of the 
Line having been baptised in the house. the family died out-, (Ratvarrun 
is Gaelic for “the homestead of the baron.") The story goes that one of 
the Robertsons eu!led Rod* or Reid, whilst attending the King at a hunt 
between Atlioll and Ememar, discovered a conspiracy against the life of 
Hie monarch, and lost his own life at the hands of Use conspirators. 
The King cent for the son of the deceased, and conferred on the boy 
certain lands including Ralvurrnn. The first char ter extant was grunted 
at a subsequent date by King James !J, It is dated 4th August 1451. 
A long succession of Lairds were Barons Reid* ft/iii# llohertson. The last 
was General John Reid* who is described as the fifteenth of the Barons 
Robertson, alia* Reid. He used the name of Reid only. He died on fit h 
February hSUT* in the ttfith year of his age H lie composed the music to 
u The Garb of Old Gaul,**and by his will bequeathed funds, ultimately 
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amounting to £80,000, to provide for an annual concert at which " The 
Gjirfi oi Old (mul wjis to bo one of the pieces performed. For many 
years the " Raid Concert " was held annually in Edinburgh. The funds 
Lave since been applied in founding the Chair of Unair in Edinburgh 
University. 

It is commonly said that all the heirs of Belvnmtn were christened 
at the stone, a new clip nr basin being made for ouch infant, but that. 
General Reid was not ho christened : at his baptism in 1 he bouse a silver 
howl was used, with the disastrous result that there were uo more male 
heirs and the family died out, I lowever, it is of course impossible that 
the clips Were formed for the purpose of being used us baptismal fonts.

The 11 Bloody Stone" of Dtopallandy, 

DunfaUandy is on t he south-west side of the Timunel (Perthshire) a 
mile and a quarter below Pitlochry, and is the ancestral estate of tlie 
Fergusons of DunfaUandy, the head of tlmt branch of the ancient 
Ferguson chin, who claim the chieftainship of the whole clan ami spell 
their iifime with one b+ s ", 

Near DunfaUandy House is the modern mausoleum of the family, on 
the siie of an ancient church or chapel. Outside the enclosure is a 

. .nrkably fine early Christian sculptured stone, figured and desoril>ed 

in Early Chrixlitui Monument* of Scotland, pp. 386^80, w here, however, 
there is an erroneous statement about the name of the stone. It is not 
locally rnlled the " Priest's Stone." 

Tlie road on that side of the Tutmnel formerly passed near tlie old 
chapel, mid parts of it may still he traced. About 350 yards to the soutb- 
eust of the mausoleum all vestiges or the road cease. Here is the 
“Bloody Stone" (%, 2), a partly sunken boulder, the portion above 
ground measuring about 7 feet in length, 3 feet 7 inches in width mid 
2 feet 4 inches in height, but parts of the stone have been broken away 
(apparently long ago), and it is diilicnlt to give accurate measurements 
At the west end of the stone is a cup also partly broken away and 
therefore difliruU to measure, but approximately it is « inches in depth 
uml has a diameter of 8 to U im lies. The cup is weathered internally to 
sucib &n extent that it cannot be of modern origin. 

Tlie atone is called the u Bloody Stone " from a story connected with 
it. Ole following brief outline of the popular version of the storv is 
given lit order that it may bo quite clear that it lias no bearing whatever 
on the origin or purpose of tlie cup*

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RELICS OF THE FAMILY OF I WES OF BALNACRAJG AND UAL- 
LOGIK+ ABERDEfiNSHIRE, INCLUDING A PORTRAIT OF PRINCE 
CHARLES EDWARD -STUART. By The Rev, JOHN STIR TON, 
BJk. F*&A.SroT., CftATHm. 

The family of Ixtnes of Balnacraig, in Aboyne, and of Rnl!ogie P in 
ISirse* was a branch of the Iimeses of Dridiiio, in Moray si lire, descended 
from Robert, third son of limes of that Ilk. The founder of the 
family was James lanes, of Druuigttsk, in the parish of Aboyne, Aber¬ 
deenshire. His descendants acquired the properties of BalnacruSg and 
Bull ogle. The old mansion-house of B&lnacraig, which still stands, was 
built in 1735 by James In ties, a grandson of the above, whose initials and 
those of his wife, Catharine Gordon, may still be seen above the door- 
nay of the house. Ten member* of the family became priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church, of whom no Le^s than three held the office of 
IVioeipal of the Scot* College at Paris, and were intimately associated 
with l\m exiled House of Stuart at St Germains. The last member of 
the family was the bite Mrs Maria Frances Chisholm, wife of the late 
Captain Archibald Macro Chisholm of Glassburu, Stnithglass. On the 
death of Mm Chisholm in RI12 P the following relics passed into the 
possession of tin* writer; —

This little volume, which belonged to Lewis tones. Almoner to Quean 
Mary of Modena, Consort of King James II. and VIL, is in wonderful 
preservation \ the leather covers are beautifully stamped oral gilded in 
the style of the seventeenth century* The title-page, in clear type, 
stating the nature of the contents, reads thus; —

At the top of the second page of the fly-leaf appears the following; —

Balnncrnig, The name of his wife U written across the title-page 
thus: —

Catharine Gordon was it niece of Bishop Gordon of Glastlrum; she 
saved the house of Ifcthmeraig when CiimWrland^ soldiers came to 
destroy it. 

f)n the page preceding that of the Direc tions b written the following 
inscription in a bold band, although the ink is yellow with age:—"This 
lmok was used several years by Mr Louis Lines, Almoner to the Queen 
of Great Britain and Principal of the Scots CoDedge at Paris,” Louis, 
or rather Lew is, lanes w'ns the original owner of the volume. "Hewaa 
the eldest son of James Tunes. Wadsetter of Drumg«sk t and was bom 
at Wulkcrdales, in the Eiurio of Bantf + in the year 1851. Early in life 
he was sent to the Scots College at Paris to study for the priesthood, 
and in this why 11 connection began between his family and that college, 
which ended only when the French Revolution had put an end to tm 
institution so long established. In 1882 Lewis Tones was appointed 
Principal of the College, an office which lie continued to hold til] the 
year 1713, when he was appointed to the important post of Almoner to 
the Chevalier de St George. He had been Almoner mid private Chaplain 
to Queen Mary of Modena, the Queen-Consort of King James II, and 
VII., and was one of n Privy Council of five at the Court of Ring 
James at St Germaine. 

Lewis limes was a man of the greatest prudence, and during the 
years that he acted as Almoner to the Chevalier he was often employed 
on matters of great delicacy. He received into his charge the original 
memoirs written by King James It.. which form the principal source 
of information of the reign of that monarch, and it is generally thought 
that Father Innes was the author of the Life of James that was later 
compiled, for the original papers were long at the Scots College, (See 
Introduction, luma's Essay t by Grub.) Lewis limes died nt Paris 22nd 
-January 1738* The notice of Ms death is written in a clear hand nt the 
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limes. Almoner to the Queen of Great Britain, dyed the 22m] .la nut try 
Pray for him." The handwriting in in nil probability that of his 
nephew, dames 1 tines, of Bahmcraig. The esteem in which Lewis Juno* 
was held is shown by a letter of tiie Chevalier to Mr Thomas lanes, 
in which the exiled King states that he greatly regrets to have lost tn 
Mr limes a most faithful servant, who possessed n capacity and steal 
for his service not always to be found in the same person. The 
Chevaliers father had expressed simifar Opinions regardi»g Lewis Innas 
thirty-seven years he fur if. 

The death notices of different members of the family appear on 
various pages of the book. Under “Matins for die Dead,” the follow¬ 
ing are inscrilicd ■— 

Page 520. “My Dear Mother, Sirs Claud Irwin, dyed No?. IUth, 17#$. 
pray for her." 

Page 528, “My Brother, Louis, dyed May 26th, I72f>, pray for him." 

On page 529 appears the following;— 

“February 28. L-M, dyed our uncle, Mr Thomas Inncs." 

Father Thomas lanes was an eminent critical historian. He was the 
author /*f the well-known work, A Critical Essay on the Early In¬ 
habitant a of Worth Britaini algo, 77a- Civil and Ecclesiastical History 
of Scotland. The former was published in 172SK A letter from him 
regarding this work to the “titular" Earl of Pan mure is published in 
the Ifigixtruin dr Panmurt?, It is now in the possession of the writer, 

Thomas limes, like his brother Lewis, mis Principal of tin- Scots 
College at Paris, and assisted his brother to arrange the archives of 
the Set- of Glasgow, which had been deposited in the College by Arcli 
bishop Beatonn.

Alexander [imi?s, above mentioned, was a man of great endurance and 
determination. In the French Revolution, when mimy priests were 
killed in Paris, imd nil the other mem hers of the Scots College had 
Hed, Alexander Inn&s remained at his post- He was imprisoned and 
sentenced to l*e guillotined, hut was saved only in consequence of the 
death of Robespierre taking place on the day appointed for his execu¬ 
tion, (See Introduction, Innrrf# by Grub.) 

On a loose leaf inserted in the prayer-book is written, in the hand¬ 
writing of Lewie Farquhorwon limes, “ From Lewis limes to hi*j beloved 
wife, Margaret Innes, Good Friday* 

I^ewis limes or rather Lewis Fnrqu Larson In tick, married Margaret 
APVeagh* who belonged to mi Irish family which settled in Aberdeen¬ 
shire. He had a son, Lewis Farquh&rson Inties of Bnliogie, and four 
daughters -Catharine, Eliza, Margaret, and Louisa. Catharine mid 
Eliza died unmarried* Margaret married William Dominic Lynch, Esq hd 
Devonshire Place, London, and was the mother of Mrs Chisholm of 
Glass burn. Louisa, as already mentioned, married Dr Luke Xetterville 
Ban-rmi, ami died without issue in 1880. Lewis Farqnbarson limes. Lheir 
brother, died unmarried, at the age of thirty years, in 1810. 

Such is the story which this little 1 kk> k can tell—the story of n tainted 
ruce now passed away* May it never fall into unworthy hands! 

Manuscript Account of Father Henry Innes.

A PoHiiiAiT ok Fkin'ce Charles Edward Stuart. 

A number of highly interesting relies of the Stuarts were in the 
possession of the Inneees of Bailment ig and Hu I logic. These included: 
a lock of Prince Charlie's hair; an antique silver ease, given by 
King .lames fl. and VII. to Lewis Innes, the Almoner; a shagreen 
pocket*book, having a secret spring concealed in its folds, which, on 
Wing pressed, revealed a miniature, exquisitely painted on ivory ami 
in gold frame, fixed in a steel case, of the Chevalier de St George—a 
gift from the Chevalier to Lewis limes; and a portrait of Prince 
Cliaries Edward Stuart as a youth—also a gift from the Chevalier to 
Lewis Times, shortly before the death of the latter in 1738, 

On the deatli of Lewis this portrait passed to his niece Claudia 
Innes, who married Alexander Furqtihursoii of Balmoral and Inverey. 
The portrait remained for some years in old Balmoral Castle. When 
Lewis Farcpih arson Innes, the grandson of Claudia In lies, succeeded to the 
properties of Balnacraig and Ballogie in 1815, it was brought along with 
the portraits of the Balmoral Farquharsoos to Ballogie mid hung in the 
dining-room of the old house, now demolished. When the estates were 
sold iii 1850, Mrs Louisa Fnrqiiharson or Barron, daughter of Lewis 
Fnrq uh arson I lines of Ballogie and Balnacraig, retained the portrait In 
lier own possession, after having handed over as gifts the other Stuart 
relics of her family, to Thomas, 12th Lord Lovat. After her death in 
1880 the picture eat lie into the possession of her husband. Dr Luke 
Nettorville Barron, Staff-Surgeon, RN„ who bequeathed it to his 
wife’s niece, Mrs Maria Frances Chisholm, widow of Captain Archibald 
Mavra Chisholm of the Black Match, In a letter from Dlassbiiru to 
the writer, dated 7th duly I1H11, Mrs Chisholm speaks of it; — “Mr Barron's 
special legacy to me of ‘ Bonnie Prince Charlie 1 came safely. It is a 
true likeness of the Prince; a large, old-fashioned picture I remember 
so well as hanging in the dining-room at dear old Ballogie, and It now 
hangs in my drawing-room, near my mother, whose people all fought 
for him. and some died at Cblloden. 

The portrait tmne into our family through Claudia lanes, the Prince 
having given it to her undo Lewis. Mr Hide tells me it is probably 
worth £500." 

Mr James Faed, the late well-known Scottish artist, examined the 
portrait and pronounced it to 1* one of considerable merit and the 
work of an Italian artist. The picture is that of a youth in his teens, 
of fair, open countenance; with large, beautiful hazel eyes and full

ruddy lip^- The head in held erect, and the neck and shoulders are 
most graceful in their proportions. The Prince is wearing n wig. 
beneath which some of his own hair is seen falling in graceful curls 
over his shoulders. He is dressed in a bluish-grey* embroidered coat, 
over which a mantle of crimson velvet lined with ermine has been 
llrnig. Un his breast is the Star of the Garter* and across his left 
shoulder is displayed the blue ribbon of the same Order. His neck- 
doth is of delicate lawn. The frame of the picture, with the “dam 
shell 1 design at the top and bottom, is n contemporary one. It is 
richly gilt and moulded in the ornate style of the period. Looking 
at the picture, one is struck with the resemblance between the Prince 
and his unfortunate ancestress, Mary Stuart, 

A recent writer speaks of this resemblance. **Strangely alike in 
some ways, were Mary Stuart and her equally hapless descendant, 
Prince Charles Edward. To both these members of an ill-fated Hue 
the fairies at tlieir birth were kind. To them was given the gift of 
beauty—brown eyes, radiant chestnut Imir gold-tipped, fair complexion, 
graceful figure. A light and happy heart, full of generosity and kind 
thought for others, wus possessed by both, Hath owned the saving 
grace of humour, the endearing quality of recklessness a galldnt spirit 
and a dauntless courage, and T above nil, with al! these poase&dotiu, both 
Queen and Prince were endowed with that indefinable possession that 
we call 'charm.'" 

This “charm" is noticeable in the portrait, which is undoubtedly n 
line one, and the fact of it* being a gift from the old Chevalier to a 
member of so Intensely Jacobite a family as that of limes, and having 
been retained mnl cherished by that family fur so long, render* it 
of the greatest value and interest. Its existence has been compara¬ 
tively unknown, because its owners always maintained a discreet 
silence regarding their Jacobite possessions, and were most reticent 
when any mention was made of relies associated with the Royal Family 
of Stimrt. The subject to them was a sacred otic* ami only second to 
their devotion to the Church of their fathers war, their zeal and fervour 
in the cause of their King.

REPORT ON THE EXCAVATION OF DUN BE AG, A BROCH NEAR 
ST1U7AN, SKYE. By J. GRAHAM CALLANDER, DtREeTOK OF the 
Nation ai. M us <■: u». 

Of the many ancient forts in the island of Skye none is better known 
than Dim Bang, near St ruon (fig, I). Occupying a conspicuous position 
little more than 200 yards from the road which passes along the west 
"ide id the island, it shows a fair height of it well-preserved wall and so 
attracts the attention of the traveller. In 1772 it wan visited by 
Fen mint, and in the following year by Dr Johnson, Locally it is said 
that Sir \V alter Scott was taken to the site when he visited Dun vegan 
Castle in 1811, but as hjs Journal published in Lockhart's Life of Scott 
makes no reference to such a visit, it is very improbable that he saw it. 
Both Pennant and Johnson wrote a short description of the structure, and 
although their accounts arc rather meagre, it is evident that the building 
was in a ruinous condition one hundred and fifty years ago. I was told 
by it local residenter that much damage was done to the building about 
the middle of the nineteenth century, when the lintels, which until that 
time still remained in position above the uni ranee passage, were removed. 

in 1914, Countess Vincent BaUlet do Latour, F.S.A. Scot., who had 
previously excavated the broeh Dun an lardhard, near Dunvegun, 
commenced the excavation of Dan Deng, [hiring the course of the 
operations (which were only completed last year, 1000) the inner court 
as well aa two small cells, a staircase, and the groater part of a gallery, 
all williin the thickness of the walk were cleared out; also, a section of 
the outer face of the wall on the southern arc, which wjia obscured by 
fallen stones, was laid bare. An interesting assortment of relics in 
stone, pottery, glass, and metal, was recovered, which have been pre¬ 
sented to tin* National, Museum, Tho thanks of the Society arc due to 
the Countess Latour for this generous gift and for the admirable way 
in which she has conducted the investigations. About two hundred tons 
<d stones aud earth had to he removed, and, as all the soil was sifted 
through tho fingers, extraordinary patience and perseverance wore 
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required to romplete the work. Previous to the excavation the inner 
court of tin* I trod i contained from 1 foot to 0 feet of stones and earth, 
nntl the two cells were practically full of similar debris ; of the stair find 
gallery there wen; no indications, as they were completely covered with 
fallen materia I, 

Dim Beng is built on the northern end of one of the small rocky 
eminences which are seen in such profusion in the north-wen tern portions 
of Skye, and which furnish ideal sites for tile inmtermis defensive

structures occurring in these parts. It lies at an elevation of some 
200 feet above sea-level, about 400 yards cast of the milestone set up 
11> utile* f'om Duo vegan and 500 yards north-west of the school at 
Strum i, on the hill-side facing the niout h of Lorh Emendate. It commands 
a limgmiicent view of this Jodi with its island* ami deeply' penetrating 
arms; on the south heyotid a wide expanse of moorland rise the Red 
Hills, Eleven, mid the beautiful rugged range of the Cumin*; to the 
north-west are seen the flat-topped summits of ileahivn] Mor and Heal- 
ay«l Beg, or Mmlood’s Table* a* they are frequently celled, while on the 
distant horizon across the Minch the southern islands of the Outer 
Hebrides appear in sight; to the north and east is swelling moorland. 
Some 470 yards to the north, at a higher elevation, on tile summit of 
rocky plateau, is another fort. Dun Mhor, and on the low ground, some 
700 yards to the west-south-west, at Knock Tllinish, is a ruined earth- 
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house, Immediately to the north-east are the foundations of the houses 
of iiti old croft, and in the vicinity extensive stretches of tumbled dry- 
stone dykes mark the boundaries of old stock enclosures* 

Access to the brock is obtained from the southern extension of the 
plateau on which it stands, as for more than half its cirtfuinference, on 
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the northern side, the wall is built quite near to the rocky edge* which 
generally is no more than J feet distant; the height of the part of the 
plateau occupied by the broch varies from about 10 feet oil the east to 
over 30 feet on the west. The doorway faces slightly south of east and is 
placed just where the wall curves inwards from the edge of the plateau, 
a position which made it most difficult of attack and practically invulner¬ 
able* For a length of a hunt 15 yards on the north-east the outer fare 
of the wall 1ms been torn down, hut round the north and north-west it 
exhibits a fine stretch of drystone building still rising to 10 feet and 
13 feet in height. A length of 0 feet on the west has collapsed as far 
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as tin* lowest course, but round the southern curve almost as far as the 
entrance it is from '.i feet to 5 feet high* As is usual in hrorh building, 
the wall shows a distinct butter on the exterior. The courses of build ini' 
on the northern arc ure built with the greatest regularity and average 
alamt I foot in height, but on the south side larger blocks measuring 
Up to 22 inches in height have been used. The inner face of the wall has 



been greatly despoiled, and though the core, which contains the gallery 
walk, rises generally to a height of about 0 feet above the foundation 
inside, only three courses showing a height of 3 feet on the north, and 
four courses rising 1 foot higher on the south, remain in position. 

Ihe inner court of t he brnrh forms n perfect circle, two cross diameters 
measuring 35 teat each, ami for the greater part of its area the Boor 
consists of an irregular rocky outcrop. At the level of the floor the 
thickness of the wall m-iutJmg the internal gallery varies from about 
12 feet to about 13 feet 8 inches <fig, 2). 

The entrance passage (fig. 3), which is 13 feet in length, is much 
VOLi LV. jj 
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dilapidated; on the north aide its remaining height vanes from 3 feet 
nt the inner end to 1 Foot 0 inches at the outside; on the south aide Joe 
more than half its length nearest t he interior it rises to ft height of 5 feet 
7 inches, but the outer jamb has been entirely removed. At the outside 
the passage is 3 feet wide, but at a distance of 4 feet 5 Inches inwards are

checks on either side T 7 inches and 8 inches deep, increasing the width to 
1 feet 3 inches. From this part it gradually decreases in width towards 
the inner end, where it measures :i feet wide—the same as the outside. 
The passage is carefully pared throughout, there lieing a large slab at 
the entrance. Although it is probable that the door consisted of a large 
*hib + there are no signs of bar-holes behind the cheeks. 

Turning to the right on entering, at it distance of Ti feet from the 
entrance, on the level of the lluor, is a low, Imtelled opening 3 feet 
4 inches hi height and 1 foot 0 inches in breadth (fig, 4), lending through 
a passage, 3 feet inches in length. Into a domical cell within the wall 
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measuring Of net fl inches by 0 foot on the floor. The walls of this 
chamber, which are reduced ton height of & feet on the south-east side 
and A feet on the north-west, converge towards the roof, nml the floor 
as well ns that of the passage leading into it is paved with slabs. Half 
of the outer lintel of the passage is broken away. 

Some 7 feet from the opposite side of the main entrance is « doorway, 
a feet in width, and a passage, 4 feet 10 inches in length, which gives 
access to a gallery within the wall. The passage is about :i feet 1 indies 
wale in the centre, but it contracts on the inside to the same width as on 
the outdde, about .1 feet. Only the inner lintel remains in position, and 
it stands 5 feet 11 inches above the floor, The gallery is 3 feet 5 inches 
wide opposite the entrance: on the left it leads into it sub-oval chamber 
some 1 feet -l indies from the entrance, and on the right to a stair that 
Jed to the upper galleries which no doubt once existed within the 
thickness of the wall. The oval cell measures 5 feet 1) inches across bv 
5 feet ,1 inches at the floor level, and a feet 1J inches in iieight. Tin- walls, 
as usual, converge towards the top, which is dosed with large slabs. Two 
lintels, the inner ends of which rest on the remaining lintel over the 
entrance passage, are still in position, and another crosses the gallery 
just above the foot of the stair at a height of fl feet from the 1h>or. It 
should he noted that neither this entrance passage nor the cell were 
paved when excavated, though slabs have been laid down for the 
eoiiTemencd of the excavators. 

The surviving portion of the stair < fig. 5) consists of twenty-one low. 
narrow steps carefully laid, and rising to n height of about X feet in a 
horizons! distance of II feet, which gives an average height of about 41 
inches, and an average width of trend of about fl indies, to each step. 

In the west-north-western sector of the wall, some 44 feet 8 indies 
from the main entrance, measured round the northern are, is another 
entrance leading to a long, narrow gallery within the wall. This door¬ 
way is il feet 3 inches in width, but the jambs are reduced to a height 
of 2 feet 1) inches and 2 feet« inches, and the mil is 2 feet 5 inches above 
the foundation of the inside of the main wall, making it practical]v level 
with the rocky outcrop which occupies so much of the inner court of the 
broch. The passage leading into the gallery is 5 feet A inches Ion- and 
about 3 feet A inches high on the inside, hut possibly the Inst measure¬ 
ment may not show the original height because when it was excavated 
the lintels had disappeared and the inner part was ruddy un-hud This 
entrance had been blocked up long after the original occupation of the 
dun, and its presence was only discovered after part of the gallery had 
been cleared out. So carefully was it built up that at the time of mv 
first visit, in the summer of 1014, I was unable to detect it from the inner 
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court, alt bough the southern jamb bail Wen laid bare* and* its presence 
being suspected, it was specially searched for. The gallery In is only been 
partially cleared out. round the north-western arc, as further excavation 
was discontinued on the west and north in consequence of the danger 
of a further collapse through the outer face of the main wall having been 
destroyed at these parts. In fill n total length of 18 feet was excavated.

21 feet to the south of the entrance, and 31 feet 3 inches to the north. 
The gallery varies from 2 feet to 2 feet 6 inches in width, and the walls 
are still from 3 feet to 4 feet 6 inches in height- The gallery probably 
extends southwards almost as far as the staircase and north ward h nearly 
to the small cell on the north *ide of the main entrance, distances of 
ut least 30 feet and 20 feet respectively, so that its total length is prob¬ 
ably not far short of 100 feet. 

In the course of clearing out the interior of the broch many stones 
were met with amongst the debris; but, with the exception of a rudely 
built wall, some 3 feet h inches in height, with only one face nnd that 
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towards the south-west, which was found crossing the north-eastern 
sector for xl distance of 10 feet* no other structure which could be planned 
was met with, Many layers of red peat ash were found throughout the 
interior at various levels, with many fragments of rude, hand-made 
pottery, broken rotatory querns, and food refuse in the shape of 
occasional animal bones mid shells. A regular network of drains 
occurred at various levels, ami the hollow parts of the Boor were brought 
up to the love] of the opt crop of rock by a slab pavement on the southern 
half of the court. The space between the rock and ihe wall on t lie 
opposite side, which lay behind the divisional wall just mentioned, how¬ 
ever, did not show any signs of having been paved, although it may 
have been so originally. The divisional wall and the drains -oem to be 
of very late date, ns the greater hulk of the pottery and nearly all the 
relics were found at the lowest level, some being found under the paving. 
The gallery within the wait was c ho kef id of soil, throughout which 
many animal lx>nes were found, 

Buch wms I lie condition of the broch when excavated; let ns see how 
this compares with the older descriptions. Pennant says; „ * , at 

Struan, a beautiful Danish fort on the top of a rock, formed with 
most excellent masonry. The figure ns usual circular. The diameter 
from outside to outside sixty feet, of the inside forty-two. Within 
arc the vestiges of five apartments, one in the centre, four around: 
the walls are eighteen feet high, the entrance six feet high, covered 
with great stones." 1 lie also gives an illustration of Ihe building, 
which seems to give a view from the north or north-west 

Johnson describes the dun when recording his visit to Ulllnish, which 
lies little over xi mile south-west of the broch, and within sight of it. 
He writes? " It was xi circular enclosure about forty-two feet in diameter, 
waited round with loose stones, perhaps to xi height of nine feet. The 
walls are very thick, diminishing n little towards the top* and though 
in these countries stone is not brought far, must have been raised with 
much labour. Within the great circle were several smaller rounds of 
wall, which formed distinct apartments. Its date and its use arc un¬ 
known. . . . The entrance is covered with flat stones, and is narrow, 
because it was necessary that the stones, which lie over it, should reach 
from one wall to another: * . . if it was ever roofed, it might have 
been a dwelling, but as there is no provision for water, it could not 
have been a fortress, ... I am inclined to suspect, that in lawless times, 
when the inhabitants of every mountain stole the cattle of their 
neighbour, these enclosures were used to secure the herds and the 
flocks iu the night. When they were driven within the wail, they

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might bo easily watched, and defended ns long as should be needful; 
for the robbers durst not wait till the Injured Han should find them 
in the morning, 

“The interior enclosures, if the whole building were once a house, 
were the chamber* of the chief inhabitants. If it were a place of 
security for cattle, they were probably the shelters of the keepers." 1 

Johnson’s book, following his attack on the genuineness of 
Macphersou's Oman, gave great offence to many Highlanders, and one 
of them, the liev. Donald M'NteoJ, minister of Us in ore, felt constrained 
to publish lit;marbs on Dr Samuel Johnson's Journey to the Hebrides, 
pointing out many of Johnson’s inaccuracies and charging him with 
intentionally publishing misleading statements about the people, the 
conn try. the buildings, and even the weather. The reverend gentleman 
fixes on the description of Dun Beng as an example of the learned 
doctors falsehoods. He takes exception to Hie suggestion*, regarding 
the habits of the people who occupied it, mid then goes on to show 
that the dimensions Imve been minimised (deliberately, no doubt). 
About these he says: "... the fact is that the former (the diameter) 
is seventy-two feet, and the bitter (the height.) about fifteen feet and 
upward*" Certainly the diameter given by Dr Johnson, which agrees 
with the internal diameter of I- feet given by Pennant, is nearer the 
actual diameter, 35 feet, than that given by Mr M'Nicol, even allowing 
that he alludes to the external diameter. Pennant gives the latter 
measurement as fJD feet, which is correct, but this is 12 feet less than 
Mr H^XieoTn figure. 

The three writers disagree about the height, Pennant stating it as 
lit feet. Johnson as 0 feet, and M'Nicol as lij feet or more. It seems 
probable that Pennant refers to the external height ; if he is correct 
with this measurement, the wall has been reduced about 0 feet on the 
outer face mid 3 or 3 feet at the cure since his time. Taking the 
measurement given by Johnson as that of the inner wall, and supposing 
it wan dear nearly to the floor level, we may consider him in compara¬ 
tive agreement with Pennant. The height given by M'Nicol is indefinite 
and need not be cronsiderer]. 

Regarding the internal arrangements, Pennant says that there were 
“ vestiges of five apartments, one in the centre, four around," and Johnson 
that there were several rounds of wall which formed distinct apartments," 

from these descriptions it is <|uite evident that the apartments 
referred to must have been chambers built in the inner court and not 
those in the thickness of the wall, us Johnson distinctly says they were 
round. Chambers ami stairs within the wall were no novelty to Pennant, 

J Journey io fhr irVsfeTvi Islands. 
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as he had seen the brochs nt Glenelg shortly before coming to Dim 
Beug T but we may lie sure that if either the gallery or stnir had been 
at aD visible nt the time of his visit p Johnson would certainly have 
bad some tiling to say about them. We may conclude that no trace of 
them was evident in 1772 or 177.1 Pennant's statement that the door¬ 
way was IS tWfc high is quite in accordance with the present height of 
the best preserved part of the wall on the southern aide of the entrance 
passage. The structures within the broth described both by Pennant 
and Johnson were no doubt erected long after the main building was 
constructed, and it is evident that during Hie Inst hundred and fifty 
years they had been removed and new arrangements made. 

That 1 mi Id nigs so suitable for shelter or defence us a bench should 
he resorted to long after the original occupiers had passed away, is 
only to he expected, the later occupants making the structural altera¬ 
tions or additions necessary to their requirements. A b In Dun Beng, 
evidence of occupation in late times may be seen In other Hebridean 
broche, Dun an bird hard* already referred fn„ and Dun cm Sticir in 
North Uisfc, 1 being examples. In Dun Troddnn, in Glenelg, which was 
described at our last meeting by Mr A. 0. Curie, and which, with its 
neighour, Dun Telve, Es the nearest mainland broth to Dun* Beag, a 
different state of affairs has obtained, ns there were no indications, 
either structural or in the relic.s discovered, that it bad been occupied 
by a people other than the early brock dive Hers, The reason for this 
is difficult to explain, unless it was that part of the structure had 
collapsed or hml been overthrown in very curly times. 

A notIccable structural difference between the Hebridean hruchs 
mentioned and the two mainland broths that the former have 
long galleries within the wall, in addition to domical cells and a 
stair entrance on the ground floor, while the latter, but for domical 
cells mid the access to the stair, arc built solid up to the level of the 
roofs of the domical cells, a feature seen hi many hmchs in the north- 
eastern part of the country. 

The absence of a scaroemettb in Dun Hoag is explained by the 
reduction of the face of the inner wall to a level lower than that at 
which the smiTemont is generally built* 

A common feature in bracks is the presence of so-called guard- 
ebamhera,* small oval cells in the thickness of the wall on one or 
both sides of the main entrance, access to which is obtained by a 
narrow doorway, opening on to the entrance passage. In Dun Beag

Coins.—A silver penny of Henry 11. and another of Edward t,, 
Canterbury mint; a billon pinch (eightpeuny piece Scots) of Janies Vl.; 
au Irish halfpenny of George II.* and a halfpenny of Guorge III. 

These finds include a variety of objects that are at once recognisable 
as typical broth relics. The grooved pebbles, used as strike-a-lights. 
have been found in many broths including Dun an Jurdhard, near 
Dun vegan, some 12 mites distant, and in some of the earth-houses in tin* 
neighbourhood of Vhllny, in North Uist. Carefully made circular discs 
of stone, finely polished, similar to the Dun lieng example, have been 
found in half a dozen broch s, in the LddurpOuts crunuug in Ayrshire, 
and in the fort on Traprain Law, when; four have already beon 
recovered from levels occupies! during the early centuries of this era. 
Stone cup* have also been discovered in several broths, Dun Telve, in 
Glenelg, alone, having yielded three, which, like the one found Hn Dun 
Ticag, had imperforate handles. None, so far, have been found on 
Traprain Law, possibly because the finer drinking-vessels of Roman 
manufacture were easily obtained and extensively used, but one was 
found in Dtinagoil, in Bute, a fort which, however, is believed to have 
been built and occupied in pre-Roman times. 

The complete crucible is almost identical in form with one found in 
the group of earth-houses at Foshigarry, North Cist, but it is of much 
ruder form and texture than those found at Traprain. Another relic, 
examples of which have been found on the lowest level of the latter 
site dating probably to about 100 a.d„ is the armlet of glass covered 
with vitreous paste of different colours. The fragment from the Skye 
broth is slightly heavier in make than those from Traprain. 

These objects indicate an occupation of the broch in the enrlv 
centuries of tins era, 

In the ornamented bronze buckle aud gold ring we have to deal with 
types of relics of a race, different from the original native broch dwellers, 
which appeared in Scotland in much later times The character of the 
ornamentation on the buckln is more Scandinavian than Celtic, and 
rings of gold fashioned from flat strip** of metal, bent round and un¬ 
soldered. have often been Found with Viking remains. The discovery 
of these objects suggests the presence of these rovers, whose occupation 
of the broch may cm may not have been prolonged. 
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Further, the discovery of coins ranging from the twelfth to the 
eighteenth cent li ry shows that the building was visited, it not occupied, 
right down through historic times. 

Considerable quantities of bones of cuttle and sheep were found in 
Dun Beagt especially among the debris which tilled the gallery. TIic?ko 
could not have been placed there during the early occupation of the 
brock, as the gallery would not have been used ns ri kite hen-midden by 
the regular brook dwellers. But a small cake or conglomeration of 
small seeds, measuring about l inch ,square and about $ inch thick, which 
was found very close to the rocky floor of the building, shows one of the 
cereals which was used as food probably by the early inhabitants. By 
the kind permission of Professor Bayley Bui four, Regius Keeper of the 
Botanic Garden, Edinburgh, this has been examined by Mi-ss M Y, Orr, 
who reports: “Only one kind of seed is represented, which on investigation 
proved to be the catyopsis of a grass, These k seeds* are *o completely 
carbonised that a detailed examination was Impossible; hut after careful 
comparison with a large mini her of glasses and cereals* 1 am of the 
opinion that they are the onryopscs of either Oats (aVENA) or Rye 
(8 ECAle)» They are somewhat smalt, hut varieties with small grains 
—such fcs aVENa sriiifio^A—were in cultivation In the northern parts of 
Scotland in former times/* 

When the exempt ion of the brocb was commenced it was hoped that 
distinct layers of occupation would be encountered, especially near the 
lloor, hut very little digging showed that there had been a great mixing 
of levels. We have seen that secondary structures had been erected 
and remodelled later in the brock hi comparatively recent times. Each 
reconstruction entailed the sweeping away of previous secondary 
buildings, and soil which at one time lay on the floor was raised to a 
higher level This was proved hy the presence of ash and shards in the 
cent re of the divisional wall of late date erected inside the building. The 
gold ring and the bronze pins were found about % feet from the bottom 
amongst soil which must have been turned over since 177H< the time of 
Johnsons visit; hut the fragment of the glass armlet, the two vnrlegated 
bends, the stone cup, and indeed the great hulk of the other relics, were 
found at the lowest levels. 

Though no built hearths were discovered* there were numerous deposits 
ot red peat ash, and the presence of iron slug at various levels suggests 
the probability of iron smelting within the brocb, perhaps at no very dis¬ 
tant date, although there’was no evidence to indicate the probable period. 
Possibly the larger of the stone moulds may have been connected with 
the smelting of iron, hut it seems more likely that the smallest mould 
and the crucibles were used in the manufacture of objects of bronze. 
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As ill the case of the slag, fragments of pottery were found throughout 
the huish ol debris, and consequently it m difficult to assess their date 
Although great quantities of potsherds have been found on anciently 
nilmbitetl Hebridean sites, little is known regarding their chroimlogv. 
The difficulty ot the subject is great because so little scientific excavation 
or even collecting lias been carried out in these islands, amt also became 
Imiid-iuml.. pultcry continued to be made there until the middle of 
the nineteenth century. Narrow-mouthed globular pots of various sira 
were in general use, not only for containing and for cooking food but 
tor Churning, during many centuries after wheel-turned, gin zed ware 
was being used in many parts of Scotland. 

Many of the shards found in Dun Beag represented eraggans of 
comparatively recent date, and some pieces which hud particle* of iron 
slag adhering to their lower parts doubtless belonged to the time when 
iron waa wing smelted. 

On the other hand, a large, number of the pieces, especially some <>f 
i hose showing ornamental patterns, probably belonged to the period of 
the stone cup. glass artnlcl, >t r■Ekca-Mgln s, :,tul polished ill-c Modi 

oi this pottery is of fine texture, quite devoid of the roughly crushed 
fragments of stone seen in the urns of the Bronze Age. Some of the 
vessels were small with thin,curved walls of well-burnt clay, but others 
were of coarse thick ware. Everted rims preponderate.' but several 
pieces indicate that the narrow lip had a slight inward curve. Some of 
the basal fragments show that while generally the vessels of which they 
formed parte were of globular form, they were flattened on the bottom 
the uuter side occasionally bearing a number of impressions formed bv 
i lie points of the fingers while pressing it into shape. Two or three 
which probably bad more vertical walls have a slight projection at the 
base, notched at intervals. The colour of the pottery is as varied as 
t he quality of the day: some of it is quite red. but most of it is of various 
shades of brown, stone colour, ami dark grey, Much of it is fnorusted 

With rtQpt. 

Of the many vessels represented, only in one case is enough left to 
give an indication of the complete shape and size. It had been a small 
pot of vvidl-himil, hard ware of dark colour, with a thin vertical wall 
. A llltt tllP external diameter of the mouth ami base work- 

mg out to about 6J inches, the height 3} inches, and tile thickness of 
the wall and base inch. It is an interesting vessel of a type which 
I have never met with in Scottish hand-made pottery, 

Much of the ornamentation consisted of applied patterns, the 
favourite motive being an entircluig band of compressed zigzags One 
vessel^had^been encircled by a small raised moulding with oblique lh.es 
’ 9 
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suggestive of ji cord pattern P and another hy a transverse row ol oval 
or circular rings, about | or | inch in diameter, in relief. A small 
Battened globular pot of a good quality of ware was surrounded by a 
iim-row baud of oblique lines between two marginal lines, all incised. 
Several pieces are ornamented with incised geometric patterns, and 
one bears a baud of alternate oblique hollows and ridges formed by 
pinching the clay between tlie nails of the forefinger and thumb. One 
piece shows n design of very flight, Bat curved ridges, with alternate 
hollows of similar width, a- 1 ? if they had been made with some broad¬ 
toothed instrument, and two fragments have the surface rudely st ored 
as if it had been carelessly wiped by some contrivance like the ends 
of n small bunch of thin straws or twigs, or a very coarse fabric. I 
think there is little doubt that many of these ornamental motives go 
back to the early part of the Christian era. Incised geometric designs 
belong to many prehistoric epochs, but the range of data of the peculiar 
applied ornamentation is certainly more limited. The protruding rings 
and the raised zigzag bands have all been seen on pottery found in 
some of the earth4iouses in North Uisf which seem to date to the 
above-mentioned time. 

There is also great difficulty in assigning a date to the numerous 
ornamental pins of bronze which have been found in considerable 
numbers On and near ancient habitations in the western islands. Four 
of these objects* as we have seen* were recovered from Dun Reag* 
but they were found amongst disturbed soil within 3 feet of the gold 
ring. Fins were until quite lute times in general use among the men 
as well as among the women in the Highlands for fixing their dress* 
and if any progress is to be made in dating them, it will only be by 
carefully scrutinising the layers in which they occur and correlating 
them with other contemporary objects of which the period is known. 

The almost entire absence of objects of bone or deer-horn is notice¬ 
able, as these materials were largely used for u variety of purposes by 
the inhabitants of some of the brochs in Caithness, niisl the earth- 
houses of the Outer Hebrides. Roue anti deer-horn are both represented 
by a solitary relic—the former by a rather poor borer, and the latter 
by a pick, formed from a complete antler* 

A rather disconcerting discovery was made in the form of several 
hundred globular glass Heads of various shades of blue* umber* red* 
green, transparent ami opaque white colour, also some oval opaque 
yellow bends. The red bends were made of a yellow glass and were 
only flashed with the former colour. These ornaments were not the 
least decayed on the outside, and though many of them ware of very 
crude manufacture, with irregularly shaped holes and occasionally 
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showing tuu stm'k togcthof, they cnnnot bt considered prehistoric 
reiics. They were all found ulnae to the base of the wall—1 saw 
seveial picked up olose to u whorl-which led to the suggestion that 
thej might iuivo Iseeti lost by girls playing a hunt the dun, and hare 
trickled down through the interstices between the stones. This solution 
of the problem is not satisfactory, because before the excavations were 
commenced the top of the building was rjiute covered hv soil. Strangers 
had no opportunity of “salting" the site, as the broch was enclosed hy 
a fence which it was impossible to get through, and besides, as these 
objects were found ail round the interior of the building, they could oniy 
huve been introduced as the excavations progressed. The only other 
persons who could have placed them in the broch were the two work¬ 
men, and, as they were old trusted servants who had nothing to gain 
hy such conduct, one can hardly believe that it was done by them 
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NOTES OX THE DISCOVERY OF A COPED MONUMENT AND AN 
INCISED CHOSS-SLAR AT THE GRAVEYARD, ST BONIFACE 
CHURCH, PAPA WESTRAY, ORKNEY, Hv WILLIAM KIRK NESS. 
F.S.A. Stxir. 

With the exception of North Rognvaldsay, Papa Weatray ie the 
most northern of tlie Orkney Islands, a beautiful little island 4 miles in 
length and i in breadth. It still commemorates in its name the r.cal 
and devotion of the Celtir Anchorite fathers, and it is famous in Norse 
history as being Lhe burial place of Earl Rognvald In the winter of llMfi. 

This island possessed at least three churches. At the southern end 
Is a fresh-water loch, which extends almost half across the island. On 
a projecting point at the eastern margin of the loch there are the 
remains of a chapel, erected on the site of a broch, and dedicated to 
St Tredwall. 

Near the north end of the island there wus another church. Horde 
states that tti 1SU8 the ruin could he seen, 1 but the building has now 
jcompletely disappeared. 

The Established Church, dedicated to St Boniface, is situated on the 
shore at the west side of the island. It is an old church, probably 
pre-Reformation, as it bus a chancel which has been used as a vault by 
the family of itaill of Holland, fragments of masonry which break 
through the natural grass, growing in great abundance in the vicinity, 

1 Summer# and Wiutrr* in thf Orkneys. 
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show that the church has Wen built on or near tbo site of much older 
building*;, Tile extent imd purpose of these buildings are impossible 
to "determine, as tio thorough excavation has been done. 

The Coped Stone* 

At i he east side of the dum h in the graveyard there is a roped stone 
of not uncommon type {Jig, Ik it measures 5 feet 1 inch in length, nod 
has a base about 14 inches in width at one end, and 1(J| inches at the 
otlier; the height at the ends is 8 inches and 10 inches respectively. 
The sloping sides p which taper from 12 inclies to W inches nil either side, 
are covered with three row^ of well-doHneil tiles, or shield-shaped scale-

like ornamentation. Along the ridge, which in Hut, there in a deeply-cut 
channel. The stone, which is of red freestone much covered with lichen, 
lies due east, nod west, the broader end to the west. 

Tradition tins it that over a hundred years ago, on her ilcathlted, it 
woman asked that someone in* sent to Heurtie Goe (n small bay near 
the church) three days after she lmd died, She told that this stone, 
which she described, would lw found there and asked that it lie put 
on her grave. 

On hearing this story, the writer came to the conclusion that the 
stone had either been discarded and thrown over the cliff; or that it 
hud I wen considered sacred and held in veneration by the people of 
the island, and that some priest, to get rid of it, Imd thrown it into 
the water. But, after seeing this small hay lushed by the breakers of 
the Atlantic, and with no possible place of shelter for such n stone, he 
could not see the possibility of its ever having been there. 

This is the only story associated with the stone, which is the third 
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to bo reported from Orkney. George Low, iu his Tour thro Orkney 
amt Sehettund , 177+, describes two such stones—one in the parish of 
Deernesn, and the other in Item tall. Both ore in the island of Pomona. 
Die Bend all stone has since disappeared, but I am able to show n 

photograph of the Deerness stone (fig. 2), It men sure* 5 feet 7+ inches 
in length. 


In the /*rocxx'Unyti of the Society, voJ. xxxviii, p. 4±£, Dr Thomas Ross 
Juis compiled a list of twenty-one coped and hog-lwicked stones Found 
m Scotland. In addition to that number and the one here described, 
three at Nisbet, Roxburghshire,' two at Kt Helens on the Lea, Berwick- 
shire,* and one at Do murk. Dumfriesshire,® have beau found. Four

Others have to be added to the list of »U at Govan, Including the stone 
seen in Reiuhill by Low, in DTI, we have a record of thirty-three of these 
monuments in Scotland. The ten stones at Govan * are hog-harked or 
curved on tile top. At Abercom there is a bog-backed stone besides the 
three coped examples; at Nisbefc two hog-Weked stones in addition to 
the flat-topped coped stone, ami at St Helens on the Lea one coped stone 
while the other is only a fragment. The three stones at I>m nock, the 
three reported from Orkney, mul the one at St Vigeans, Forfarshire are 
nil coped. Those at Brechin, Inchcolm, MrigJe, Loss on Loch Lomond 
and Kirknewton tire hog-bocked. The two found at St Andrews are 
only fragments. 

These monuments am also fairly numerous in England, and if the 
Gosforth stone found under such unique circumstances is tvpical of 
hog backs wo can ascertain their date approximately. On the removal

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Of jMirt of the north wall of Goaforth Church, Cumberland (this wall 

dating' from the early part of the twelfth century), the stone was found 

under its foundation*. It had been put in h.h rubbish at the north-west 

corner. The stone measures 5 feet BA inches in length. Xi inches high, «md

Within the memory of living man no one had been buried on the 
liuHh side of the church at Papa Westray. I lvas unable to obtain a 

reason for this, but lack of space has evi¬ 
dently broken down the prejudice against 
tins custom, us last summer a burial took 
pin re on tins side of the church. When 
opening the grave, a stone was encountered 
about three feet from the surface. To 
carry ou the work the stone had to be 
removed; it was broken, and part of it 
thrown out of the grave. On be in g cleaned 
it was found to show incised designs, the 
combination of which is believed to l>e 
unique in Scotland. 

The stone measures S3 inches long and 
1-1 inches wide, and from £ inch to H inch 
in thickness. It is apparently an u□ shaped 
slab, but is smoothed on one side. Incised 
on the latter face is a geometrical four- 
armed cross within a circle, the diameter 
of which is 104 inches. This cross is sur¬ 
mounted by a small equal-armed cross, the 
top arm being Imperfect. It has a single 
step at the foot, and to this extent it re¬ 
sembles a Calvary cross. Each end of the 
side arms terminates in a crescent, a very 
unusual occurrence. The incisions are ail 
made with masterly precision: some tool, used as we do compasses, has 
been utilised to form the arcs ami circles. 

This stone was rescued by the writer some months after its removal 
from the earth. For obvious reasons the part left in the ground could 
not be obtained. 

It is interesting to note that a portion of a roped stone and a cross- 
slab in some ways similar were also both found at St Helens on the 
Len, Berwickshire. 
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NOTES ox FIVE DON'S IDE CASTLES. By 
W. DOUGLAS SIMPSON. l-'.S.A. Scot. 

1 lie live mined castles described in the following paragraphs are all 
situated in the valley of the Aberdeenshire Don. With the exception of 
TiHycmm, no arch I tectum! description or plan of any of them has yet 
bneii published, and the notes and sketches of Tillycal’rn made by Skene 
of It u his law which have been reproduced by MacGibhon and Boss 
{Castellated and Domestic Architecture of Scotland, vot. iii, pp. 601-2)—are 
not dependable, 

A I S live castles are excellent example** of the different types of 
fortified mans ions, or * h houses of feiice,” which were being cotJKtrncted 
during tlie In^t half of the sixteenth century* Thy was a period of 
great building activity in Scotland* partly owing to the geuernl improve¬ 
ment in sociiil conditions nnd natiou/ii prosperity, and more particularly 
by reason of the Reformation* which enured the enormous wealth of the 
medieval Church to full largely into the grasp of the landed proprietors, 
whose increased resources manifested themselves in widespread building 
activities* l. jnvartis of 65 per cent- of the Aberdeenshire castles beb>ng 
to ibis period. Architectumlly the most interesting phenomena of the 
time were the development of the original oblong tower-house plan by 
adding wings designed partly to afford additional accommodation, and 
partly to secure efficient flanking defence with firearm*s and also the 
increasing attention paid to the superstructure, which appeared in the 
construction of corbelled turrets, c row-stepped gables, nnd large chimney- 
stacks. These upper features were invariably bundled by the local 
architect* in masterly fashion, the result being a combination of beaufcv 
With utility which has rarely been surpassed in the hmtoty of construe- 
tion. All these characteristics of the age are well illustrated by the 
rustles umler review, 

Pitfichit, Cattle 

h : a beautiful ruin on the right bunk of the Don, about a mile north 
of Monymusk village. It Is now Included In the Monymusk estates, but 
from about tlie ern^ of the fourteenth century the lauds of Pitfidiie 
belonged to the ancient family of Elurrie or Urrle—possibly descended 
ii-oai the Hugo tie Urre nnd Mnulcoluin de Ouree of whom mention is 
made in that sad document, Ragman's Roll. A good summary of the 
main facts In the annuls of the family will be found in MacPhersons 
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Material for a History of the Church [mu! Priory of Monymntk, and in 
Dr Davidson's Inverurie and the Earldom of the Gttrioch. In M7 
J itfieliic was sold to John Cheyue of Fortrie, whose descendants retained 
it until about 1050, when it was purchased by the Forbeses of Monymuek, 
Tile last-recorded inhabitants of the castle were William Forbes, eldest 

son of the laird of Mony mask. and his 
"de Lady Jane Keith, daughter of the 
fl Earl of Kintore, 


Their household in the 
castle is given by the Poll Book of 1MK1; 
the crude ballad with which Lady Keith 
is associated will bo found in Davidsons 
Inverurie (p, 405). PossIbly the castle was 
occupied as a farmhouse for some yearn 
longer, but in I7!W Charles Duwsnti, edit¬ 
ing the (plaint old poem Dun, describes 
it ns *■now unroofed" (/tun, a Poem, ed. 
Charles Dawson, re printed 11)05. ftp. IT IS). 

The castle consists of n rectangular 
tower-house, Mi feet by 28. with a largo 
round tower, feet in diameter, attached 
tu its southern corner (fig. 1}. It may 
thus lie regarded us nu intermediate link 
between the simple oblong tower and the 
fully developed three-stepped or Z-pIan, 
with towers echeloned at each of two 
opposite angles. Other examples of the

The basement contains a guardroom in the round tower, and a kitchen 
and cellar, with a corridor of access, in the main building. It is vaulted 
throughput, and the walls here are n feet thick. The arched doorway 
in the round t-ower is defended by two great shot-hole® with a wide outer 
splay, and a similar shot-hole opens from the guardroom on the opposite 
side of the tower, The kitchen has u large arched fireplace, an oven, and 
a iser* ice window to the passage. Above tills were other two storeys 
and a garret, with a large hall, measuring 25 feet 6 inches by 22 feet, on 
the first lloor of the main house, and a private room, with gardernbe 
m the tower ljeside it.

Originally the entrance to t he rustle 
was to Imve been in the re-entrant, not * 
of the tower* but of the main house. 

Th lime apparently found that this would 
direct for safety to 
hence the plan was 
the present crooked 
passage introduced* with doorway in 
the round tower. The alteration was 
lmdh' iiiiiiiaged, as the passage en¬ 
croaches awkwardly on both guard- 
kitchen. The original door 
en blocked, and a shot-hole in¬ 
serted to cover the new entrance; but 
its rear arch and bur-hole still remain 
to prove the alteration. The similarity 

of the shot-hole to all the others in the basement, and the fact 
whole arrangement of the plan depends on its present door, with 
devious passage and guardroom and staircase adjoining, prove that 
the alteration was effected during erection* 

The date of the rustle is not in evidence, 
details permit of conjecture. The corbelling 
so near the ground has a late appearance, but 
the shot-holes is a primitive type, nod the mouldings everywhere are 
purely Gothic. The tentative plan also indicates an early date, and

There is little historic interest connected with the castle, and 
perhaps its chief claim to distinction rests in the fact that the son 
of its last Hurry laird was the famous Civil War free-lance, Major- 
General Sir John Hurry, who was defeated by Montrose at Auldearn 
on 9th May 1645, served under his old antagonist during the hist 
forlorn attempt of Carbiesdale, and was hanged In Edinburgh on 
&Hh May 1650, Though he may have been horn at Fitfichie, Sir John 
was never its laird, as has sometimes been asserted; for the property 
passed out of the family at a time when, if alive at nil, he must have 
been still a bairn. He is recorded to have served tn the Thirty Years* 
V* ai\ hut the date of his birth seems unknown. 

On 30th January 1590, William Hurrie of PitBchie, along with 
Gordon of Knoekespook and others of lesser degree, swooped down

on the Ian tin of Foriieidlie, belonging to Duncan Forbes, broke 
down the houses of two of hi* tenants, maltreated their wives, and 
actually sought to bum alive their babies “lyand in thair creddiUis." 
They also plundered these unfortunates of sixteen draught oxen, 
which were driven off to Pitfidue. During the following days these 
raids were repeated, croi>s were laid waste, “moveable gear" carried 
ofF, and the poor tenants were reduced to such extremes that they 
were M putt to beg thair nieit." In the end Forl>es lodged protest with 
the Privy Council, and the offenders were duly outlawed. Later 
two of the party are minuted ns giving submission, but the out¬ 
come of the affair is not further known (Reg. Privy Council, voL iv. 

p + 606)*

Two and a half miles south-south-west of Moaymtisk, and nearly a 
mile and a half south-east of Tillyfourie station on the Alford Valley 
Railw&y, stands the picturesque, ivy-clad ruin of 

Tillycai&n Cabtle* 

It belonged to Matthew Lumsden (died 27th June 1580), whose Gene¬ 
alogy of the F&rbe# Family is of great value to local historians, So 
far back 113 1723 this castle is described as ruinous {Muefar lane's Geo* 
graphical Collection*, voL i. p f 96), but nothimg seems to be known 
as to the date of its abandonment* The date of erection is even less 
established, there being no inscription of any sort* though an empty 
panel remains over the door. The style T however, would place it about 
If> 50: the loopholes—cruciform with an ollette below — are of an archaic 
type, and the internal arrangements in many respects are somewhat 
primitive. The castle* which now belongs to the Oluny estate, is used 
us a henhouse and agricultural store: but in spite of this degradation 
it is pleasant to record that the ruins are kept in excellent repair, 
and restoration has been done where necessary. 

The castle {fig. 4) is a fine example of the L-pIan, rounded at the 
corners, mid measuring 41 feet 6 inches by 37 feet over its longest sides* 
with a circular staircase tower in the re-entrant, where also in the low 
arched door* well defended by Loops and shot-holes. These last have a 
rectangular splay, as at BalRuig, The main building was four storeys 
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high, the wing being earned up a storey higher. In the vaulted base 
merit are the kitchen mid a couple of cellars, one of the Intter having 
the usual narrow private stair to the hall above. The kitchen has an 
arched fireplace 9 feet wide, nil exterior stone water-supply trough, and 
a service window to the main stair. While trenching the floor of the 
south cellar, on 20th August 10id, I had the good fortune to discover a 
very fine Gothic pendant, enriched with the cable moulding. On the 
first Hoor the main building contains ati uuvuulted luill. 25 feet by 17 
feet, adjoining which in the wing is a vaulted private chamber or with-

The lands of Tilly cairn were granted by Alexander Seton Gordon 
of t’luny to James Forbes, son of Sir Alexander (afterwards first 
Lord) Forlwjs, On 30th September 1444, the grant being con firmed by 
James V. on 24th February 1539 {Rey, Magni Siyilli, t5l3-I&46, No. 2100}. 
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By a charter dated 30th July 1543, the Queen-Regent grants to 
Master Matthew Lumsden of Tilly cairn the lands of Little Linturk 
nml Bridgend, with the ale bo use and alehouse croft-, which formerly 
belonged to John Straehan of Linturk, the grant being partly in re¬ 
compense for the spoliation in June 1544, from the lands of Tillycaim, 
of nineteen plough oxen, eight cows, and two steers of three years 
old ( ileg. Magni Sigitti, 1546-1580, No, 238), This John St radian of 
Linturk in Tough was a noted reiver, who in 1531, along with Seton 
ot Meld nun and King of Burra, was '“art and part of the besieging 
ol the Castle of Kildrummy" i Pitcairn's Criminal Trial#, vol. i, pt. 1, 
p. 3461, ami, on Mth -Tune 1555, was sentenced to Imnishment (Mudf- 
t/uifies of tin ■ Stares of -Aberdeen and Banff, vol. iv, pp. 758-9), It may 
Imve been an n result of the spoliation of 1544 that Matthew Lumsden 
built lho strong castle whose ruins remain. His son John Lumsden 
granted the lands of Cl ova in Kildrummy to his brother Alexander 
by a charter tinted from Tillycairn on 12th January 1588, and eon- 
li nnetl by the Great Seal on 3rd June 1539 Uieg. Mu am SigUti, 1580- 
1503, No. 1667). 


Balfuizr Castle, 

south-east f>f Alford village, is a fine example of a small fortified 
house dating from the middle of the sixteenth century? and its value 
j s increased by its known date and good preservation. Now lid inhabited, 
it affords a convenient shelter for the poultry, pigs, and implements 
of the adjoining farm: this being so, the internal condition of the 
building may be readily imagined, but at least its use for these purposes 
has saved it from actual ruin. Unfortunately the structure is falling 
into rapid decay. The roof is leaking, and the walls stand In urgent 
need of repairs. There is a huge vertical rent in the east face of the 
wing, evidently caused by a settlement, which will soon bring all to 
the ground. At the present stage little expense would put the building 
in sound condition. 

llio ea-itlc is designed on the plan of a double tower, comprising a 
■ crtunguhir main house, three storeys high, with a garret, and measuring 
about 44 feet by 25 feet, to one corner of which an oblong lower is 
nfhxed, forming a wing, and carried up a storey higher than the main

A precisely similar arrange¬ 
ment, ms three-stepped castle, may be seen at GrautulJv in Perth¬ 
shire. The bare, unadorned, loopholed walls, the high-pitched roof, the 
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strange bulky chimneys, the three tortuous stairs, and the gloomy 
vaulted cellars with their ehot’holes and rusty iron “ ideeks," complete 
the tout? ensemble of an old-world fortress—the tallness of which, in 
proportion to its bulk, makes it a conspicuous object hi almost every 
direction (fig. 6).

The interior exhibits some features of note. Beneath the main stair, 
which is *i feet 6 inches broad* a si mi II chamber is formed* roofed over 
by the ascending steps: probably it was a prison* as in the groat tower 
at Dnnnottar. There is the usual private stair, and at the top of the 
main house a subsidiary flight gives access to the uppermost storey 
of the wing. The upper rooms have been a gmul deal pulled about in 
recent times* There are two halls, one above the other* in the main 
bouse, with private rooms adjoining in the wing; that beside the lower 
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Itnll i* vaultri|. being thi’ only room above tin* basement sn treated, 
I his jirrangenu‘iit is found also fit Tillyrnirn, Cidquhonny, and Asiouu, 
nil ili'-ici’iln'd in these notes. The wooden floors ji re everywhere in 
■'jut dilapidation. Only the basement (fig. 7) remains unaltered: ii 
h;is two cellars, nr i cellar and a guardroom, and a large kite lien with 
fireplace, sink, and drain, nil well preserved. Tin- ii replace Is tine, 
with a spun of 7 feet: one vouasoir has evidently been used for 
sharpening knives. 

High up on the east face of the main house three corbels and two 
closed doorways indicate a brattice or hoarding to defend the entrance 
below, which is also Hanked by n couple of shot -holes, while a third

opens from the prison beneath the stair. These shot-holes have the 
rather unusual rectangular splay which is found also at Tillycutm, 
1 have noticed other examples at Castle Stalker in Appin, and at Balone 
and IWburn Castles in Iioss-shire, This style of shot-hole seems peculiar 
to the remoter parts of the country. There are no turrets and no 
crow-steps, but the rounded angles of the building are brought out to 
the square below- the eaves in a manner which recalls the wonted turret 
to tile eye. A similar method of treatment may he seen at TilmihiUte 
Castle in Kincardineshire, which dates from 1575; but there is some 
evidence that the gables at Balfluig have been mishandled at » late 
period. 1 he roof over the main house in ancient and very substantial * 
that over the wing dates from about 1885. In this connexion it mav lm 
noted that m the D&oriptian <>/ the A!font Valley Railway, 1859 (p. 40), 
thcCMiJe is described as “ partially in rains." It ceased to he regularly 
occupied about the beginning of last century; the walls are covered with 
very modem plaster-lamenth which, In the vaults, are patches of the 
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original cun ting of day and straw. Over the circle-headed doorway 
in the re-entrant its incised the date 1556. 

Concerning the history of Cabling them 1 is little to tell. Its Forbes 
lairds were nn offshoot from the Corsindae family: the estate, which 
in 1050 was erected into the hammy of Alford, was sold in 1753 bo the 
Farquharsona of Haugbton. Jn I7(H one of the lairds appear* ns Lord 
Commissioner to the Scottish Parliament. According to the Description 
uf the Afford Vnllcy itaitipay, “next it at one rime there was another

Built into the west wall of Alford Kirk is a monument of the Cnliluig 
family, which is a fine and eminently characteristic specimen of the taste 
of its time (fig, H). The old church, dating from UiOci, in which it originally 
stood, was removed in PttH to make way for the present building. The 
central part of the monument is occupied hy a plaque, measuring 1 foot 
fi inches by 2 feet, and on this is the following inscription ■ - 
VOL.

4 feet thick. On the south side is the doorway, of which one jamb, with 
a half-engaged roll, and a small portion of the lintel remain: overhead 
is an empty panel for an inscription <n* coat of arms. The interior of the 
tower is much destroyed, but sufficient details exist to show that it 
contained the main stair, rising to the first floor, above which the build¬ 
ing was served by a turret stair whose corbelling is still preserved in 
the north re-entrant. Over the Ezmdlng o£ the main stair w&s a dome 
vault, which remains, having n line ruble-moulded sandstone pendant. 
Above this the tower contained at least two storeys of living-rooms; 
the lower of these is well enough preserved to indicate that it must 
have been agreeably appointed, having several small windows and 
nooks and n garde robe. Beneath the stair, in the basement of the 
tower, there seems to have been u guardroom, from which open two 
broad-mouthed shot-holes.

ACCOUNT OF THE EXCAV ATIONS ON TftAl’RAIN LAW DURING 
THE SUMMER OP 1(00. Uv ALEXANDER O. CL"RLE, F.S.A.Stror..

On the 3rd of May the work of excavation wan once more eoin- 
mrnonl on the Law. As there Was still a niiimilcrnHIe amount <>f 
proinii-iii^ ground on the plateau to which we have practically con¬ 
fined our attentions si me we first broke the surface in 111] 1, we went 
forward from the limit.* of last year’s excavated areas. Tim ground 
h lopes away to the westward, but, a* a not inconsiderable mi explured 
area remained in that direction before the ^milivnt became too steep 
for occupation, we decided to clear it. This gave us the two irregular 
urea* l And J of the plan*, and brought us level at the north end 
with the extension in thut direction of our last year's work. There¬ 
after an area of 5U feet square, marked K on plan, was cleared out 
to the north of J, and another of the same dimensions, L, was 
explored to the eust of K. The years work, therefore, formed ait L- 
shuped figure, extending along the west and part of the north sides 
of last year’s excavated ground. The superficial extent amounted to 
9OS0 square feet for the four sections l L, some 111XI square feet more 
than we cleared during the previous summer; and in addition to that 
the area X which lies in a north-westerly direction down the hill has 
to be taken into account, amounting to 1075 square feet more. 

After removal of the turf and intervening soil, the uppermost level 
of occupation was reached at a depth of from 1 font to l foot 2 inches 
below the surface. In the south-east corner of 1 n built wall was laid 
bare, slightly curving, a* indicated on the plan (fig. 1), and appearing to 
connect with a setting of stones exposed in the previous years digging 
on the adjacent section G, immediately to the south of which was the 
site of the cache. The stones of the wall were undressed, and formed 
two courses of drystoue masonry. The wall extended for a distance 
of 9 feet, had a thickness of 2 feet, and a height of l foot 4 inches. 
This i* tho first piece of actual building we have met with. Slightly 
to the south-east of the centre of the section a small rectangular 
hearth was exposed, 4 feet It inches in length by 3 feet in breadth, 
paved with sandstone and surrounded, except on the north, with a 
kerbing, also of sandstone.

Tim more interest¬ 
ing of these were (I) nu irregular line which evidently demarcated the 
south-east side of a road which crossed the section diagonally, and (2) 
a semi-circular setting on the northern margin, which proved to he the 
rounded end of n Inigo enclosure extending into section K and terminat¬ 
ing at its northern end in a double line of stones placed :1 to 1 feet 
apart, and which wan probably the foiiiidation of a turf wall. The 
general direction of this enclosure seem* to have been north-east to 
south-west, and it evidently contained the cluster of hearths similarly 
orientated to the south-west of the letter K on plan and parallel to the 
irregular setting of stones to the crust, which probably represent the 
foundations of the wall in that direction. To return to section J t here 
three hearths were exposed—one on the eastern margin laid north and 
south at the north end of a broad setting of stones, one ft smalt 
circular hearth some 3 feet In diameter to the south-west of the first, 
and the third close to the west side of the section and orientated north¬ 
east to south-west. The first am! last of these hearths cal) for some 
remark; the first in respect that the kerbstone which forms its back 
rests directly upon one of the stones of the setting at the north 
end of which it is placed, ami therefore is presumably of a slightly 
later date; and the second because it Is differently orientated and is 
divided in two by a large rough hill stone laid on edge across it. 
The bark portion thus formed is raised some ft inches above the front, 
an arrangement we met with before in lfilo on the terrace near the 
quarry. The cluster of hearths in section X consisted of one small 
rectangular hearth aliout 3 feet in length by 2 feet in breadth, paved 
in the usual way and surrounded by a kerb: an unusually elongated 
hearth 8 feet in length by 3 feet in width and formed in the cus¬ 
tomary fashion; and at the south - west angle of the latter, and 
partially superimposed, a third hearth 3 feet long by 2 feet broad. 
A small circular paved area extended from these hearths at the south 
end. On the extreme north margin of Section X was a small in¬ 
complete hearth, rectangular in form and placed north and south. 
In the north ■ west angle of the section was an area in which the 
natural rubble came almost up to the level of occupation, atul which 
itself bore no traces of occupation. 'Hie Structural remains on 
section L were practically nil, though many large blocks of stone 
were scattered over the surface. Fragmentary remains of a small 
hearth, consisting of two kerbstones and some paring, were exposed 
in the south-east angle. Along the south line the rock outcropped to 
a small extent. Though the remains on this level have been treated 
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ns belonging to one occupation, there was some evidence that in reality 
tliey connoted two, which succeeded one another with a very brief 
interval, Tims immediately beneath the southern half of the hearth, 
towards centre ot section I, there lay an earlier hearth tit right 
(ingles,^ We base shown that the hearth on the eastern murgiu of J 
was evidently of slightly later date than the setting of stones’ on one 
of which its terminal kerbstone rested. Similarly, immediately beneath 
tin' long heart It ot Llie cluster in K lay another rectangular hearth 
with a similar alignment. It will be readily understood tlmt it is a 
well-nigh impossible task to keep two levels distinct which art* separ¬ 
ated by only a few inches, and no distinction can lie maintained in 
the relics recovered from each. One point may he noted. The hearths 
with hut one exception, lie either north and south or north-east to 
south-west; and inasmuch as in our previous exploration we have found 
t uit in general the hearths of each occupation main tamed a similar 
oriental ion, it is possible that the north and south hearths belong 
to the one and the north-east to south-west to another. 

" nth the removal of the vestiges of structures and settings of stones 
that formed our top level and of some 0 indies of additional soil we 
came to the second level relating to what we generally regard as the 
Hurd occupation, On section I the outcrop of rock which made its 
appearance «n the level above along the south margin shows more fully, 

. .. ar f !1 over which no trace of occupation existed. On the 

western edge of St, however, there was laid bare a portion of a small 
milt wall (shown on plan, lig. 2) of two courses about II) inches in 
Imig n by 12 inches in width and slightly curving. A few feet to the 
north of it was a small circle formed of Hat stones. The interior was 
unpric ed, and did not appear to las a hearth. Several small areas of 
payi tig, shown by^un hatched atones on the plan, occurred at several 
points HI the section. Crossing the north-east quarter of the section 
was a quadrant formed of stones, several of which were set on edge. 
Within it was a triangular area measuring some 7 feet Q inches ill 
greatest length, laid with small stones; and to the outside near the 
smith end were the remains of a hearth merely represented by two 
kerbstones set cm edge at opposite aides and some slabs of flat sand¬ 
stone with which it had been paved. Passing northward to section J. 
hen- there was a considerable area in the centre and a smaller one 
ounces south edge showing no truce of occupation owing to the 
outcrop Ot the nick. As elsewhere, a few paved areas were met with 
which conceivably represented the interiors of dwellings, and in the 
north-west corner there occurred a large roughly crescentic-eliaped 
* of 6tone * corresponding in a marked degree with a setting found 
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above it on the first level. To the south-west then? was an irregular 
line of stones some 13 feet in length. Three large stones at the 
north entj of the line- were set on edge} and oa they were bedded in 
the level beneath (the third;, and are hi alignment with a setting of 
stones on that level, they seem tn have been put to a similar use during 
the periods of ljotli occupations. A large rough stone at the >outli end 
of the line, likewise set on edge, hud protruded into the level above 
(the first), and had been utilised there to divide the hearth already 
described into two sections* Of rectangular hearths there were the 
remains of two. One, on the east margin of the section, consisted of 
the major portion of three sides formed with the usual kerbs and 
paved with two large sandstone slabs. Its main axis lay north-east 
and south-west The other hearth, which lay some Id feet distant to 
the south-west, was much more fragmentary. 

On section K the occupied area was restricted both towards the north 
and the east by the rising outcrop. Several irregularly shaped ureas of 
paving were met with, shown on pi mi by unhatebed markings. Where 
the natural rock projected southward from the north-west corner a 
hollow occurred which had lieen filled in with soil and rubble and paved 
over with flat slab*. It was* bordered on the east by four atones, set on 
edge as kerbs. Two hearths, both incomplete, kicking some of the 
kerbstones and paving, were found a little to the south-west of the 
centre of the section* They wore of the usual rectangular type, and 
were orientated north-north-east and south-south-wesh The more 
complete one, which lay to the north-west of the other, measured about 
5 feet f5 inches in length by 3 feet in breadth. 

Passing into section L, we find that the area of unoccupied ground lias 
greatly increased^ and the portion which showed signs of having been 
lived on was practically restricted to the north-east triangular half. 
Two hearths were found—one almost square, surrounded by kerbstones, 
towards the south-east corner; and one oblong and rectangular, with 
kerb* on two sides only, near the north-east corner. The latter was 
orientated north-east and south-west. 

With the removal of a few more inches of soil, the third level was 
laid bare (fig, 3). On section I a short and somewhat irregular double 
linn o( stones towards the southern end, slightly curving in direction, was 
almost the only indication of structure remaining. On section J the 
outcrop occupied u greater part of the surface than on the level above. 
A f n hearths were found, but several paved areas were uncovered on the 
eastern side of the section, and on the west side occurred the five large 
rough atones set tin edge which we encountered protruding to the higher 
level. On section K. owing to the spread of the outcrop, the area which 
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bad been occupied was reduced to about the southern half. Slight 
remains of one and possibly of two hearths were found. About -I feet to 
the westward of the more perfect of these hearths a small heap of 
whelk shells was found. The shells appeared to have been emptied out 
of some vessel. This is the iirst instance of the (hiding of the shells 
of edible molluscs In our excavation. There were also several Hat- 
paved areas, which are indicated in the usual way ou the plan. On 
section L quite one-half was taken np with nut Cropping rock al this 
level. Xu hearths were fouud, but along the northern margin there 
was exposed a remarkable semicircular segment of paving. Jo breadth 
it varied from about I foot W inches to H feet W inches. Inside, at a radius 
of about ii feet, there appeared to be a concentric arc. Both of the.se 
segments run into unopened ground, which it is hoped will be excavated 
next summer. 

A further removal of a few inches of soil revealed beyond the limits 
of the outcropping rock the small amount of ground that showed signs 
of having been under occupation at what we have hitherto regarded as 
our earliest period (fig. -It. Oil section 1 ibis amounted roughly to about 
one-half of the whole section. The remains of structure were scanty 
in the extreme, and consisted of portions u f two rectangular hearths 
aa shown on the plan, and of a row of three stones set on edge at the 
foot of the outcropping rock about 7 feet to the east of the most 
southerly of the hearths. The hearth in (juestion was situated in a 
natural hollow in the rock, and the position of the row of stones 
directly covering it at a slightly higher level suggested n purpose of 
diverting any run of surface water from Hooding the fire. The other 
hearth, nearer the centre of the section, was remarkable for the small 
raised platform at the back, such as has been observed in one or two 
previous instances. There is a possibility that on this platform there 
was erected a “Teredos" or back against which the cooking was done. 

■ Judging by an analogy which is said to have survived in Shetland, 1 
tliis consisted of tt wall of stone which afforded protection for the fire. 
However, we found no signs of a superimposed stone structure, and a 
turf wall with which to buck a fire seems rather impracticable. 

Un section J. beyond the limits of the outcrop, a pared area on the 
cast margin and an irregular setting of large stones in the north-west 
corner alone suggested structure. 

On section K less than one-half of the area was free from outcrop, 
and there were tin remains; w hile on section L only a few rough stones 
in the north-east corner and three in the south-east remained of any 
structure there might have been,

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From ihe foregoing notes it will be seen tlmt the general horizontal 
character of the levels or floors of occupation was throughout the urea 
of excavation under report disturbed to a serious extent by masses of 
outcropping ruck, which from broad liases at the lowest level sloped 
upwards to an immaterial protrusion mi the highest level. A* obviously 
the movements of the inhabitants on the respective floors were not 
restricted to the soil-covered areas around the rock or rubble which 
clothed it, they left occasional relics bronze, glass, pottery, etc—on the 
exposed slopes at higher levels than those on which they actually 
dwelt, with the result that, when the soil was removed in horizontal 
layers, the respective strata were found to eon tain objects obviously

of earlier prove nan re than the general horizon of the respective finds. 
This will he made clear when the relies are described. The result of 
this is that we are unable this season to be as certain as we would 
tike of the relative periods of the relies: nor can we t owing to the 
gradual restriction downwards of the extent of occupied ground, draw 
couclu&ione as to duration of occupation, etc,, from the relative amounts 
of pottery found on each level t an we were able to do in our hurt 
report* 

Following the method previously adopted, we have dealt with the 
plans from the latest down to the earliest in the order in which they 
were excised by the spade, ant] as formerly we shall proceed to treat of 
the relies conversely from earliest upwards, so that changes in fashions 
or developments in stylos may the more readily be observed. 

One of the most interesting features of last summers excavation 
was the discovery on section L, while the second level was being Jaid 
Imre, of u Bronze Age burial, In a position on a natural ledge of rock. 
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shown on the plan of the fourth level as obviously belonging to the 
earliest peri oil, there were found portions of four cinerary urns and u 
small intense cup (fig. 5). Tlie^o urns were only about 1 foot 8 Inches 
below the present surface, but when originally buried they cannot have 
been covered by more than nlxnit fi or 3 inches of soil which contained 
the latent level, and it is not surprising that they were in u crushed con¬ 
dition- Practically all the rims of the urns were recovered in a more 
or less complete state- Considerable portions of the walla also remained, 
bat only one of the bases. Probably all four urns had been inverted, 
but only under the largest were incinerated human remains found. 



A fairly large portion of the wall of this vessel lay over the incense 
cap, and probably had served to protect it from destruction. After 
restoration as far as possible, the urns correspond to the following 
descriptions;— 

No. 1. About three-quarters of the mouth portion belonging to the 
type with heavy overhanging rim, ornamented with a lattice 
pattern formed by the impressions of n rough twisted cord 
(fig. 41). The top of the rim is bevelled inwards and bears 
no ornamentation. I 1 he colour in a dirty red. External 
diameter of mouth when complete, 8| inches. External 
diameter at shoulder, 0| inches. Wall, inch thick. 

No- 2. An almost complete section of a shoulder part, encircled by 
a cordon. Tlie indicated diameter over all at the shoulder 
hi 6i inches, ami the thickness of the wall § inch. Colour, 
dark reddish. 
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Jfo. 3. About two-tbirds of the mouth, encircled at the shoulder 
by n single cordon (fig, 7), The space between this and 
the lip is filled with n series of huge vertical lozenges 
formed with a pointed implement. The rim is bevelled 
inwards, and is ornamented with a zigzag pattern. Esti¬ 
mated diameter at mouth, dj inches. External diameter 
of shoulder, 6} inches. Thickness of wall. 1 inch. Colour 
of ware, reddish.

No* 4. The upper portion, encircled at shoulder by a single cordon, 
the wpace between the rim and shoulder ornamented with 
oblique impressions formed by n rough twisted cord (hg. 8). 
Ovnr-all diameter of mouth,5} inches ; of shoulder, Ojj inches 
Wall* inch thick. Colour, brightiah red; ware very 
friable. 

The ineense-cup ((ig + 9) is of dark-coloured ware, bowhshnped, with 
a slightly rounded base, nod rather deep in proportion to its width. 
External diameter of mouth, H inch; height, 1 L v ; inch; thickness of 
the wall at the mouth, inch. The vessel is rather coarsely made, 
and is devoid of ornamentation. 

The discovery of these urns confirmed an impression which had 
gradually emerged from the character of some of the relirs of uiir 
earlier excavations—that we have, in addition to the four Iron Age 
occupations* also to deal with one belonging to the Bronze Age* 
But it has not thus far bean possible to identify mi actual floor of 
occupation of that period* the relies being few in number and sparsely 
scattered. No domestic pottery that can be assigned to the Bronze Age 
has yet eome to light. The majority of the relics are small chisels or 
punches. Of these we have now found eleven : one in IWJ5* Jive in 1919, 
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and five Inst summer. All came from the lowest level, with the excep- 
tint* of t wo, both Imperfect, found in 192(1 on the second and third levels. 
Those Inst found measure respectively 3J inches lf| hieh, 1|£ inch, 
If inch, and 1J inch. They arc straight-fcidcMf rectangular in section, 
and taper t» n point a l one end* much resembling in type four imple¬ 
ments found in the hoard of Bronze Age relics from Loch Trool, 
Btewartry of Kirkcudbright, recently presented to the National Museum 
of Antiquities? also proven ting mi almost closer analogy in type to a

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small chisel found in the Heathery Burn Cave, Durham. 1 In addition 
to the chisels of this type we also recovered last .summer a shouldered 
chisel of bronze (Jig, JO, No. IS), measuring 3| inches in length. The 
cutting edge, which is curved, measures about ! inch in breadth* At the 
lower end of the tang, linch from the cutting tfdge. a stop projects 
from each side to prevent the tool being driven too deeply into the handle 
when in use and thus splitting iL The tang is squared + and measures 
about 1 in inch in length. It is of an unusual type, and somewhat closely 
resembles u specimen found at Tafctendoti, Berks, with a founders hoard." 
It is, also nearly akin in character to the bronze chisel found in 1910 
in a grave on the farm of lirihioih Wigtownshire, with n cinerary urn 
and other relics.* The Balnuil chisel has, however, in place of the side 
stops on the Trupruin example, well-defined shoulders. Wo have also 
recovered this year from the second level a small segment of the orilice

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of ft socketed axe of bronze (fig. 10, No. 3), and there can be no doubt 
that the object (fig. 1U, No. 1) found in 1SH4 ami illustrated as No. 0 
of fig. 14 in the Koport of the excavations for that year was part of 
another. Portions of narrow dagger-blades or knives wore found in 
1915 « n d 1919 (fig. 10, Nos. I and 2),' to which the blade from the Isle of 
Harty hoard* presents an analogy. On the third level of section I last 
summer there was found mi imperfect object of bronze (fig. 10, No. I7)» 
consisting of n blade of which about | inch of the length remained, by 
l inch in breadth, and a tang rounded at the end and measuring about 
• inch in length by -ft inch in breadth. In the blade, about i inch above 
the tang, is a small circular perforation. This object suggests a 1 b onze 
Age razor-blade: but as it appears to have had only one cutting edge, 
it more probably falls into the class of knives, resembling rather closely, 
as far ns it goes, the knife from the isle of liarty hoard illustrated by 
Sir John Evans.* it differs, however, in being perforated like a razor- 
blade. We have thus, apparently, remains of knives of two classes, 
both very unusual in form, and both finding analogies in the same 
hoard, which was of the lute Bronze Age, and included socketed axes 
and moulds from which they were cast. . 

The small triangular polisher found in 1015 (Jig. 10, No. 20) is another 
Bronze Ago relic; also the portion of a penatmular armlet found m 
1914 (fig. 10. No. 18), and a button found in 1910 (fig- 10, No. 10); and 
so probably are the arrow-heads and scrapers of flint of which every 
season wo 'find a few. The absence of characteristic pottery other than 
cinerary urns, so far. may indicate that we have not boon actually on 
the site Of an occupation; but possibly the finding of the greater part 
of a eaddle-quern on the third level of section J may have reference 
to a settlement. While the saddle-quem in itself is not necessarily a 
Bronze Age relic, it was found mi this level associated with a couple of 
flint scrapers and h atone celt, and is the only quern of this kind that we 
have thus far met with. It measured over all 1 foot 84 inches m length, 

1 foot- 1 inch in breadth, and was worn down to a depth of ii inches. 

As in previous years, with the exception of these late Bronze Age 
relics, there appears to be nothing among any other finds of last season 
that indicates their belonging to an earlier period than tlmt commencing 
with the advent of Agrieola in the end of the first century of our era. 

We have, as lust year, illustrated in association the various objects 
found on each level; but it will be observed, for the reasons stated above, 
that in various cases objects seemingly from the same level are obviously 
not coeval. Thus the flint scrapers and atone axe from the third level

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could not be contemporaneous with the how-shaped fibula and coin of 
Victorinas (303-267 A.U.), a bo found there. 

Relics from the fourth level are grouped together in fig. 11. 

Fibttliv. We have three complete bow fibula* fmin this level , the 
head of another, three small penannulur brooches, and what appears 
to be aWut one-ha IT of a fourth. One (fljg. lb No, band tig. l^J, No. Lj 
i* complete except for the pin r and measures -] inches in ieftgth. The 
bow, which is plain, hut for a rosette or notched disc towards the 
head, is tint-sided. The rosette E* riveted through the l**w, A lightly 
engraved line runs along parallel with the margin on both sides. The 
cross-piece at the head is grooved. The pin has Imen hi aged, and the 
ring at the head is rigid. The plate, which b the survival of the collar 
nt the base of the ring, is ornamented with a bar notched on its surface 
between two grooves. There is a socket at the foot which lias on tt> 
surface a small* flat-headed boss rising in the cent re t which may have 
been surrounded by enamel. This type cannot l>e earlier than the second 
century, and may possibly belong to the third. The second fibula (fig. 11* 
No. 2, and tig. 12, No. i't is identical with one found on the third level in 
1(MQ, and illustrated in the Report for that year. 1 It has a plain bow, 
rounded at the sides. There is the socket for a rosette or boss towards 
the head, and another, iniperfect, nt the foot, A hand of silver is inlaid 
along the how and acrosa each end of t lit a cross-piece. The pin has 
worked on a hinge. The cross-piere is grooved, as hi the last example. 
This fibula la also comparatively late in form, a iui its period is probably in 
the second century* The third how fibula Hig. II, No. H, and llg, 12. No, 3\ 
is of a type of which we found a fine example in IfllOA This specimen is 
fairly complete, the ring, the pin, and the tower part of the catch-plate 
only being lacking. As it is r the brooch measures l! inches in length. 
The bow, instead of being rouml t presents a rliomboidii] section towards 
the foot, and has a trumpet-mouth form ut the head. Along the mesial 
line of the front and hack portion there appears to have been a bund of 
silver T white the positions of three spots of silver lire observable on both 
sides of the foot portion ; on the head, one spot of the metal remains on 
oneside, and a trace of the other is visible on the opposite* On the crest 
of the bow is a circular disc containing between two rings of silver a 
circle of dark blue enamel within which is a disc of red enamel, much 
decayed* with i< silver spot in the centre. Small bronze projections 
extending from the side of the central disc tend to produce a square 
aspect. The coiled spring is of bronze. The ring Lins been an integral 
part of the rusting, us in the case of the Inter brooches with hinged pins. 
The fragment* representing a head (fig, 11, No. band fig. No, i), r bus 
1 J*roerrdi-nQ*t \oL IS v. ja, 7&s tl|f + No, 1 + 1 Ibid*, vol. Uv. p, 7S, Eg. 12, No, 12. 
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a coiled spring of bronze and an iron pin. The ring has been formed 
from mi axial tv ire* The other libiihe are of the penannulnr type, and of 
small size (fig. 11 T X«s r 5 to 7. and lig. 13. Nos. a to 7). In one the terminals 
are somewhat more elaborately finished, with moulding* below the actual 
knobs, than is the ease in the usual small pcimxmul&r brooches of this 
type. The terminals of that shown in No. 0 are of an unusual character, 
having a socket or cup on the ends of the ring with a flange below it* 
These small brooches are not uncommon on Roman rite* in Scotland, 
and o n that account may he of first or second century date. No. 7, as 
is usually the ease with the type* shows a tine bright patina, A frag¬ 
ment of a fourth call* for no comment. 

Piatf.—There are imperfect renin ins of three objects* two of which 
nmy have been pins. One of the latter* formed from n piece of rounded 
bronze wire, has a bend at the head fiig. II, No. 9 # and fig, 13. No, 8); and 
the other (fig. 11+ No. HI. and fig, 12, No. fh is iti the form of a hook, the 
wire from which tapers down the shank. The third object (tig. 11, 
No. 11, and fig. 13, No* 10) is of indeterminate use: it is broken into two 
parts, which together measure 5 inches in length; formed of a wire 
elliptical in section at the centre* it hikes a square form at both ends* 
there being n notch on one si tie \ inch from one end. 

A bronze ornament (fig T 11. No, 13, and lig. 13. No, 11) of the class 
usually termed harness mountings is identical with two Which were 
found in 1910 on the lowest and third levels respectively. It is a leaf- 
shaped object, 1$ inch In length, with a prominent boss in the centre, 
and slight prominences at both ends confined to opposite sides. The 
ornament much resembles a human eye with a projecting eyeball* 
There is the usual square loop at. the back. Another object of the 
same class is an oblong rectangular plate ifig. 11, No. 13* and fig. 13* 
No. 13), measuring 1 inch by J inch, absolutely devoid of ornament* and 
furnished with a loop* as above. An almost identical specimen was 
found in 1914, also on the lowest level* A short segment of a ring 
.with two flat-topped prominences, both on the same side and towards 
one end {fig. 11* No. 14), does not explain itself. An almost identical 
fragment was found on the third level, the two possibly belonging to 
the same ring, though they do not exactly fit. Equally inexplicable is 
n curved object* about one-half of an ellipse (fig, 11, No. !a) T with an 
arc of 1| inch. The circular rot! of which It is formed is tapered to 
both ends, and its use is in determinate. 

Other objects of bronze from the fourth level are:—A piece of a thin 
mounting bent to a loop, g inch in breadth, and ornamented along both 
edges with a row of repoussd dots; a ring dig- 11* No. |fl) measuring 
1| inch in diameter over all; u couple of studs or short nails with round 
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flut bends. lxitli imp<*rfect, tlie lon^t (fig. 11, No. 17) 1 inch in length; 
u hi) ml I piece of semi-tubular bituliug, prolmHIy for the edge of a sheath, 
similar to pieces found in previous years; 1 also the chisel with the 
fide stops, and three of the other chisels (fig. 11, Nos. IS to 21, and 
fig. 12, Non. 12 to 16) mentioned nljove. 

Ginn*. There are segments of eleven glass armlets. Five of these 
are of opaque white glass and one of opaque yellow, of the class 
usually associated with our earliest level.* and with no trace of orna¬ 
mentation; one small fragment shows the end of a loop iu blue glass 
on its surface. There is also one piece, amounting almost to one-half 
of an armlet (fig. 11, Xo. 22), which has had an interior diameter of 
about 2j[ inches. It is triangular in cross section anil of a dark olive- 
green. almost black colour, with hook-like figures of white enamel 
which have been trailed along the surface before the glass composing 
the armlet cooled, so that they are to some extent incorporated in it. 
lliis is a variety that has hitherto, for the most part, been found on 
I be higher levels. One piece, of t-ra ns lucent, pale green glass, has the 
end ol a loop of opaque white glass appearing at one end; u segment 
nl pale bluish-green translucent material has l>eeu coated on the outer 
surface with a layer of somewhat opaque sapphire-blue glass, into 
whirh there 1ms been run along the mesial line a cane of opaque white, 
with, on either -side, a small eye-shaped ornament in similar material 
{fig, 1], No. 22). A segment, of pale green transit)real glass, is covered 
on its convex surface with alternating oblique stripes of dark blue 
and pale yellow opaque glass, and shows the remains of a yellow spot 
on the ■ due (fig. II, No. 21). In accordance with the invariable practice 
followed with regard to specimens of this character, the outer cover 
lias been cut down at the extremity so as to form a short stump or 
project inn, prosit nia lily l.o hold a mounting. This pertains only to 
one end of this specimen, as the other is fractured. 3 The only other 
pieces of glass are a triangular fragment of thin, clear, colourless 
metal, having two engraved parallel lines across it; a small seg 
meat of milky-white colour with an inlay of (due (Jig. 11 No 2f)>- 

and several fragments of elear green glass, with trails and hookJ 
ot white. 

There are two glass beads. The first (fig. II, No. 26) is of sapphire- 
blue translucent glass, into which has been fused, somewhat irregularly, 
a wavy ribbon of opaque white. It i s discoidal in form, and measures 
i inch m greatest diameter. Similar beads were found in the excavation 
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of the Roman site at Xewstead. 1 also by Genera] Pitt Rivero lit Bokerly 
Dyke. 1 The other is a small globular bend of green translucent glass. 

Of parts of glass vessels there are three fragments j two of pale 
green colour, about -, 1 * inch in thickness, and the other of similar colour 
and double the thickness. 

Jet or Lignite*— There are segments of six armlets of this material 
{fig. 11* Nos. 27 to 32). One is markedly triangular in cross section 
and measures about SJJV inches in length: two of them are of brown 
materia], and two of black. One of the last (fig, 11, No. Si) is much 
chipped and flaked over the surface, and presents a peculiarity in 
having a sharp arris on the inner surface, which would render it 
rather unsuitable for wear. It has the appearance of n “waster,* 1 A 
triangular fragment (fig. 11, Xo + 33), with a thickness of j ineh + is curved 
in the direction of its length, and looks ns if it might have been a 
piece of a beaker or cup. There i* also a segment* amounting to about 
oneJmtf, of a broad flat ring (fig. IL No, 34), It measures in diameter 
over all about $f n inches and is about 1 inch in breadth. In the 
periphery, equidistant from both ends, two angular adjacent notches 
have been cut, leaving a triangular projection between them, while, 
towards one end* on either side, there has l«?eu sunk by a drill a cone- 
shaped hollow : l infill in diameter. The ring lias been bevelled to an 
arris on the inner edge, 

Stom tintl Ftint.—Xn arrow-head of dark brown flint (fig. II. No. 35) 
is of elongated form and lop-sided, with a single barb. This is the first 
arrow-liead of this peculiar type that we have met with in the course 
of the excavations. This level has also produced n scraper, worked on 
one edge, of grey flint (fig. Il t No* 36), and eight flakes, two of which 
show secondary working. 

There are three whorls (tig. lt + Nos. 37-30) * one of red sandstone!, 
measuring l\l Inch In diameter, with the perforation seemingly made 
from one face only* another, I[| inch in diameter; and the third*

An irregularly shaped piece of green radiolurian chert (fig. ll. No. 40), 
2 inches in length mid 1 inch hi thickness, bos a hole on one surface in 
form of an inverted cone j inch across The stone has l>een rudely 
shaped, mid the surface in which the hole is sunk appears to have been 
rubbed down till it is slightly concave* while the underside is flat* The 
purpose this stone served is not obvious. 

A stone* somewhat in shape like a small thin stone axe, slightly 
tapered towards the butt, with flat sides and a blunt cutting edge (tig. 11,

Pottery. — The only piece of 
Roman pottery deserving notice 
is a small portion of the lip of a 
dark grey cooking-pot, the body 
ornamented with scored lattice 
ornament. Other two small rim 
fragments of this vessel were found 
on the third level, and a third on 
the second level. They were con¬ 
tiguous parts, and when cemented

tn section L was found the greater portion of a hand-made pot 
of coarse ware of native manufacture (fig. 12). The fragments lay 
embedded among clayey soil, in a position which showed that when 
the vessel had been discarded it must have been complete except for 
small portions of the wall. The restoration shows that it has been 
rudely made, of semi-globular form, and until one side bulging out 
considerably more than the other. It measures inches in height, 
undies in diameter at the mouth, 7j inches at the widest part and 
44 ineh^H at this base.

towards the head the bow assumes an oblong form, and contains a rect¬ 
angular pam-l tilled with three bunds of enamel separated by strips of 
metal. These hands are divided up into sections of different colour, tin* 
only one now clearly identifiable being turquoise blue, which is the 
colour of three alternate sections in the centre row. Across the base of 
the ring are two slight moulding*, one of them enriched with pellets, 
while the ring itself is pointed outwards and incised with u couple at 
diagonal lines converging on a vertical moulding at the point—a sug¬ 
gestion of late Celtic decoration. Two parts—the head and foot of 
another bow fibula (tig. I t, Nos. 2 and 3, and Jig. 15, No. t)—arc much 
corroded. On the head remain* of enamel are visible, consisting of a leaf- 
shaped figure of blue enamel on either side, with a circular spot of the 
same colour between. The pin has worked on u spring. A bow only 
represents a third fibula of the class (Jig.

It has n bend or 
shoulder on the stem, and the head, which is Hat on one side, has a small 
tapered cavity on the other, above an oval moulding, A very similar 
pm was found in 1914 ou the lowest level,* and another was found at 
Newstcad.

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Finger Rings,— A linger ring (fig, 14. No. VU and fig, 15, No. 8), formed of 
n strip of bronze ft inch in breadth in ventre and tapered to a point at 
both ends, is ornamented with a series of narrow horizontal fluting* 
which ran out about i inch from the end*. This ring is possibly a Bronze 
Age relic, A similar ring, formed of a plain strip of bronze* was found 
in 1919 on the third level. A little more than one complete mil of a 
spiral linger ring of bronze, with a ribbed surface except for a short 
length at one end (fig* 14, No, IS, and fig. 15, No. 9)* is of a class of which 
Truprnin Law has already yielded several examples. 

A ring, inch m diameter over all, with a smaller ring working upon 
it (lig. 14. Nti, 13), docs not reveal its purpose. The smaller ring seems too 
slight to have formed the head of a pin with a ring as heavy as the larger 

one attached* and the overlap of 
the ends does not suggest Audi 
an ornament!

Mist^llaneous Relics of Bronze,— One object, 1; inch long, sputa hi to 
mid perforated at the end of t he shank {fig- 14, No. 17, and fig. 15, Nn, 11) T 
has undoubtedly been one end of a tubular padlock* and is most prob¬ 
ably Roman. 1 Another object is a portion of a handle formed from a

It recalls certain parts of Bfon&e Age hits for horse* found on the sites 
of lake dwellings at Miwingeu, 1 There are also a small ring,, inch in 
diameter, and a part of an object formed from a thin plate of bronze, 
bifurcated at one side* with a perforation hi each wing. Another objeci 
is a segment of a bronze ring, Oil the periphery of which, towards one 
end* are two fiat-topped studs (fig. 14, No. 19), This object is Identical 
with the fragment found on the fourth level.

Glfix *,— 1 This level yielded fifteen fragments of glass armlets, repre¬ 
senting apparently thirteen or fourteen armlets, ns two pieces seem to 
belong to the same one, and possibly other two may be related. Three 
are pieces of opaque white glass, of which one is about if inch in breadth 
and another J inch. Two more, of opaque white, are ornamented with 
lines of light brown (fig* 14, Nos. 2a and BGju Four fragments are of 
opaque yellow glass. Five other pieces are decorated: one of them U 
of pale green translucent glass, coated with strips of opaque enamel, 
yellow and brick-red (Jig. 14, No. 24). One end of this last-mentioned 
piece has been checked or slightly reduced in diameter; the other cud 
has !>eeii fractured. Another piece of pale green translucent glass is 
coated with yellow opaque enamel, traversed obliquely by t wo parallel 
lines of dark blue separated by a yellow Hue i Jig + 14, No* £i). A segment 
of similar green glass has also been decorated with dark blue (fig. 14, 
No* 21}, Another fragment of the same green glass lias been coated 
with dark blue enamel, into which chevrons of yellow have been blended, 
with fines of yellow along the edge dig. I I, No* 23), Still another frag¬ 
ment of jade green translucent glass has had threads of white gla^s 
trailed along it. This Inst fragment is a lighter form of armlet* such 
Os is usually associated with the higher levels. The Inst piece of tm 
armlet to be noticed n short segment of dark blue translucent glass 
with n white opaque line along each edge, and three contiguous bands 
of dark blue glass inlaid with an opaque white thread applied plastically

formed spirally from a narrow strip of iron, it Ims been made from a 
shorter and broader piece by the two ends being brought together *su 
as to form a socket with a point drawn up from one. Tin* throe-armed 
object (%* IS), with a perforation at the end of each arm, bus obviously 
been attached by two of the arms to one side of a bucket. The other 
perforated arm attended above the rim of tlie bucket and formed the 
loop through winch the handle passed. 

Lead ,—There is a smalt coiled strip of lead.

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Pattern— A considerable quantity of Roman and native ware came 
from Hie various sections, 1 to L, on this levt;!, but not much of it 1ms 
any distinctive interest. A triangular shard of Samian is part of the 
bottom of a vessel of indeterminate form, and is impressed with a 
potter's mark which reads C H R ESIM L This potter is represented 
m Silobester 1 by the same stamp, also at Wroxcter.® Little is said to be 
known of him, but he is supposed to be of South Gnulisli origin. On 
the under side of the fragment there are the remains of an inscription 
in graffiti, which probably read “Antonius" when complete. The glaze 
on the ware is poor and the base ha* been thin.

Two shards of a thick decorated ware (fig. lit} are contiguous parts 
of the side of a large bowl (Dragendorff, form 37). No traces of rim 
or base remain. The decoration is in the pane! style, the demarcation 
of the panels being produced by a wavy line, The general character 
much resembles that of the ornamented laswls found in a cellar at 
Brogenz, 3 It is probably of Smith Gaulish make. Two birds are repre¬ 
sented in separate panels, oue with its head raised and the other with 
its head down, and two small figures, each carrying a bunch of grapes; 
a larger panel bears a less reputable figure with a staff in the left hand. 

Portions of the rim of a black cooking-pot with lattice ornament, 
which join together, have come from this as welt as from the second and 
fourth levels, showing again the mingling of periods which circumstances 
rendered inevitable in lust summer's excavation. A small reeded and 
curved handle of bulf clay is similarly made up of pieces from both levels.

This peculiar rcnulithm points to a cntnmoii origin for these little 
brooches Fig. 20 r Xq, 5 T and fig, 21, Xn. 0 illustrate an object which 
perhaps ought to l*e reckoned a buckle rather than n brooch* as it 
conforms to no known tyjie of the latter. It is not T however, of lhe 
usual fashion of a buckle, in which the pin is fixed in the centre of one 
side and lies across the loop if it happens to he, as ill this case* elliptical 
—not along it. Nor f with a lozengo^liaped plate for the pin to rest on, 
could this object function properly as a buckle. It almost looks as if a 
brooch hud been evolved from h buckle, 'i'lie object, in form elliptical, 
measures in extreme length 2j* inches, nut! in breadth J { inch, it 
formed of ft rod of bronze. f* inch broad and pbmo-eanvex in section, 
being flat on the under side. On one of the longer sides of the ellipse 
the rod is expanded to form a Hat oblong plate, U inch long by j inch 
brotul, while on the opposite side n similar plate extends for half the 
length mid abuts against the head of a curve formed by turning buck 
the one end of the rod, while the contiguous plate has formed, as it 
were, the other end.

07a*#—There me fifteen fragments of glass armlets, probably repre¬ 
senting thirteen different specimens, us four of the specimens range 
themselves in pairs. One pair is composed of segments of opaque white 
mid 1 1 rightly surfaced glass, of the lighter make, which wc incline 
to attribute to the later periods of occupation. Seven pieces are of 
duller and heavier opaque white. One piece is of opaque yellow glass, 
ami two, probably portions of the same armlet, are of pule green trans¬ 
lucent glass with a white opaque thread trailed along the surface. 
Two other pieces, of pale translucent green ornamented with white 
opaque threads trailed on the surface, though similar ii, appearance, 
arc not identical in section (fig. 3> r Nos. 33, 34.

Jet t?r Lignite,— The objects in this material are somewhat numerous, 
and include eighteen fragments of armlet*.

The interest in this lie^ 
hi the treatment of the end of another small fragment dig. -H No. UK 
This piece has been reduced in diameter for J inch from the end. and 
above this necking two grooves run from either side to meet on the 
crest, forming a chevron. The surface of the termination is irregular, 
as if it had been fractured, whereas in the glass armlets, which show 
a somewhat analogous treatment, the end is always smoothed down. 
Five fragments appear to belong to two armlets. Further than that, 
one armlet, represented by three pieces, has been of unusually light 
make—little more than £ inch in thickness. One piece, that calls for 
particular remark (fig, 20, No, JIj, has been an armlet triangular in 
cross section, and on one of the ends of the fractured portion there are 
cut two chevrons, the points of which arc on the apex of the triangle 
of the section* the base being the inner circumference. This style of 
ornamentation, which appears on several pieces of these armlets found 
hist season, has not been observed previously- It retails a fragment 
of an armlet of Kinimeridge shale in the Devizes Museum* from the 
Romaiio-British settlement on Cold Kitchen Hill, which has a design 
formed with incised curves upon the front of it. 1 Fig. 20. No. 55* is 
the one half of n spherical pin head, somewhat larger than any found 
previously, and has measured H inch m diameter. The pm, the socket 
for which appears in section, has been J inch in thickness* and was 
probably of iron.

A small playing-man (fig* 20, No, 50), & inch in diameter, has been 
scored with the point of a knife on both flat surfaces.

Stone ami Flint *—There are three highly polished discs of sandstone 
(Kg, 2U, Nos* 59 to 01) T measuring 3J inches, 2jJ Inches, and 2| inches in 
diameter respectively. The two larger of these ure of bne-grained 
sandstone, thin and very smooth. There are three playing-men 
(fig, 2D* Nos. (52 to 64), one being fashioned from a email flat pebble 
with the edges rubbed down. Two complete whorls (fig. 20* No*. 05 
1 Wittt .4rrft. Ntiy.t vo5, xxxv. p. Loft. 27. 
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ami Hfl) untl broken pieces of two others are the only other stone 
objects, while a neatly fashioned and small leaf-shaped arrowhead, 
, inch in length, a small scraper, and a <71 ] clued oval object are the 
only pieces of worked Hint. 

There are ten polishing or sharpening stones of various sixes anti 
shapes. The largest is Hat amd oblong in form, and measures P inches 
io length; another, of square section, til inches long. Inis been worn 
holhov by use on the four sides; four, varying from 4jj inches to 3 ^, inches 
in length, are long, llat, and ovoid in shape, and one shows deep grooves 
formed hv a sharp tool: 011 c. formed from n Hat oval pebble, 3 ,V inches 
by S£ inches, is smoothed round the edges; another, of lozenge form, 
measuring 3 inches liy inches diagonally, shows the edges obliquely 
ground: another, beautifully formed, and menauriag 3 ^| inches by 
IA inch, is of rectangular shape; and another, formed from a rounded 
pebble of grit, lias a number of hollow grooves rubbed out on the 
flattened side. In addition, tbare is a piece of a hone with a semi¬ 
circular groove across one end, 

IbiK of a disc of stone, rudely dressed into shape and perforated, 
measuring 2 inches in diameter, is broken across the perforation. 

Iron.— Till* iron objects worth remark are more numerous from this 
level than from the one below. They are shown in tig, *Jt, Nos. 1 (<> 4 
arc hhides of knives or shears, and not differing essentially from others 
that we have found in previous years. Nos. f> mid Hare sockets for the 
butt ends of spears. Similar sockets we have found previously, but 
.split. No. 7 is a light rod of iron showing a spiral twist in its forma* 
tiun. It is 71 Inches in length, and its purpose is not obvious. No .'8 
is probably the clieek-piece of a bit; No. U a link of a chain in the 
farm of u figure eight, such ns we have found previously ; No* 10 is 
a short section of a bar broadening towards one end, where it is cut off 
obliquely so as to form a wedge-shaped object; and No, llhn large 
■ onteal-headed nail or bolt, measuring inches in diameter at the 
base of the head, which must have been used in some heavy piece of 
wood-work. 

Pottery.—\ fragment of Samian ware is a piece of the rim and side 
of a bowl with overhanging flange (Dragendorff, form 44 ). The slight 
< urve of the portion of the side above the flange indicates that the 
bowl was hemispherical, resembling an example from Rhemznbem of 
the Hadrian-Autojiine period . 1

2V h No. 1). h is how-shaped, of the well-known Backworth type* 
with the floriated knob mu1 the pin (aimssing) working on a spring. 
From its style, it obviously does not belong properly to this level of 
occupation* but to the lowest, and consequently is only proof of the 
mingling of relies of different periods which hud unavoidably occurred 
last season. 

It ing* —Fig, 24, No. 2 t and fig. 25, No. 2, shows it contorted linger ring 
rudely fashioned from a piece of fluted wire into a ring of two colls.

No. 12), ; inch in 
diameter, Other beads of this class have been found in previous years, 
no lens than eight being found in 1915. For the most part, they mine 
from the two earliest levels. The second is of the melon-shaped variety, 
and consists of two segments, rather rudely fashioned of green glass.

rubbed off. One of the pieces shows two horizontal linos of roulette 
markings, about 1 iueli npji.i t. This appears to be ware such as has 
been found at Sami ford, Oxom. «nd Ashley Rails in the New Forest, 
nf fourth-century mauu far tore. This 1 level also yielded a peculiar 
object formed of two ahards which join, but still are incomplete 
(fig. iH). It is fashioned of a well-washed day, and of the reddish 
tint of the Saudford ware. It appears to have been a timilur flat 
stand, measuring inches in diameter tiiul : im-h In height, with a 
double foot-rim, the outer one formed by thp turned-down edge of 
the stand. It bus been perforated subset pient to manufacture at 
irregular intervals. 

Among the shards of native pottery occurs a small segment of a 
rim, of the thick black ware of vesicular texture found on the second 
level in IfllB, 9 The section of this fragment differs from that found 
previously.

Diarcgnriling the four earliest coins, which me obviously out of place, 
the general period represented by the four others that are either 
identifiable or parti ally so is the fourth century, mid, as wo must 
carry the final date of the occupation down lieyond the earliest 
possible date of our latest coin, we must assign it to the end of the 
fourth or the beginning of tlm fifth century of our era. This agrees 
with conclusions arrived at in previous years. 

Owing to the prolonged wet Weather during the month of August, 
it was found necessary to discontinue for a time the excavation on 
section L above described, and to turn attention to a fresh areu where 
tlie thick eovering of turf prevented the soil beneath from being satu¬ 
rated. For exploration an area was selected farther down the hill to 
the north-west of sections K and L, and a little more than 100 feet distant 
from the rampart, where immediately between the two gateways which 
form the roost, northern pair, settings of stones protruding through 
the turf in an irregular fashion gave evidence of occupation. A piece 
of ground was pegged out, irregularly rectangular, measuring roughly 
il feet m length by. on mi average, some 25 feet in breadth, which 
we termed section X, On the first level {%. at. No. 1) being laid bare, 
them was observed Ordering the east line of the section several large 
stones set m line. At a distance of about 2 feet to the west of these, 
a few more stones lying parallel were uncovered, the intervening space 
be.ng devoid of stories. Towards the north a double row of stones 
were set close together on an arc, the western extremity of which 
curved towards the south-west. Along the south side of ‘the section 
a lino of rough single stones extended, with a break of about 10 feet. 
While from the sou Hi-west corner two parallel settings, each consist- 
mg of two large stones, » feet apart, lay parallel to the somewhat 
Similar double hne on the east margin. Tins arrangement of parallel 
hues is evidently analogous to the setting noted above on the first 
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level of section K. mid possibly formed the foundation for a wall of 
turf* Some 12 feet from the south-east oomer of the area was a 
netting of three large stories .set on edge — one almost at right angle* to 
the otheis T — while extending from them in an easterly direction was a 
paved area measuring about I li fret i* inches in length by about 3 feet 
6 inches in breadth. No indication of hearths such as were uncovered

elsewhere, was met with. With the removal of a Few inches of Roil f 
the second level (fig + 20* Xo + 2) was exposed* An outcrop of rode anil 
rubble on the southern margin restricted the area of occupation. 
Towards the east side of the so*“th?u, at a distance: of 12 feet from the 
north and oast boundaries, wa* a hearth of the usual rectangular type, 
bounded with kerbstones mi three sides and open on the fourth towards 
the north. It measured 3 feet 6 inches in length by 3 feet in breadth. 
It differed slightly from the tttua 1 construction hi that the stone of 
the hill hud been used both for the kerbs and the paving, and by the 
latter having apparently been covered with clay. Almost adjoining the 
hearth, some 2 feet distant from it, was one of those small, irregularly 
circular paved areas of which various other instance* have been met 
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with* In it ii quem-ston© hud h&m used as paving. Posribly the&e 
unfits represent the fliKirn of lints. To the east mid south-east ol the 
leaving n mimVpur of rough stones were laid bare without indicating 
any structure, hut among them, surrounded by a turtle of stones, was 
a small heap of yellowish-brown «Ifty kucIi us might have been intended 
for l lie 9 manufacture of pottery. 

Nearly due west from (he Hrst. paved area, and some 16 feet distant* 
was a second urea, triangular hi 'dinpe + mid emu posed of small I hit 
stones- A similar triangular area was found on the second level of 
section I above. 

When the thin! level dig. 2L1* Nu. 3) was opened out it was found that 
the m-ru of rock and rubble nn the south side Imd greatly increased* till 
it represented fully one-third of the whole surface exposed. The only 
remains were those of hearths, there being no suggestions of walls or 
other structures. Towards the north-west corner was one, incomplete, 
measuring about 1 feet I niches in Length* with its longest axis east 
and wtst-r It was paved with sandstone and partially enclosed with 
a kerb. A portion of what may have been another hearth abutted on 
it on the north. Some Ml feet from the north-east corner was another 
rectangular hearth. It was enclosed on three sides with kerbstone*, 
ami had the open end towards the northeast, measuring 3 foot 
ti inches in length by 2 feet fl indies in breadth* Like the others in the 
westward, it was paved with sandstone. Adjoining it on the we-d, mid 
on the same level, was a portion of another, tlie south-west kerb of 
which overlapped the bark of the larger hearth to the extent of fully 
one-half* Almost adjoining these last-mentioned hearth* was a large 
irregular area of clay* measuring roughly 12 feet in length by about 
Ii feet in breadth* with a depth of about 2 inches. It appeared to 
continue into the miexcavated ground on the east. 

The fourth level exposed* showed rather more than one-half of the 
section occupied by rock and rubble. The only suggestion of structure 
consisted of a mimlier of rough stones* to the east of the centre* set cm 
a curve, with the upper stone of a rotary quern of coarse-grained sand¬ 
stone lying among them. 

Considering the relies according to the arrangement followed pre¬ 
viously* we commence with those from the lowest level. They are 
singularly few ill number. 

The one object of bronze is a small portion of what hns possibly 
been a pendant disc, tbe finished edge being curved and having what 
appears to be the lmse of a fixed ring rising from it. On the surface 
arc a series of row* of trianguLir depressions which may have con¬ 
tained eirnmel The only object of jet ie a segment, about inches

in length ami I inch in breadth, of a large flat ring. It is in n rough 
state, jih if it bad never Wen completed. There U a segment of an 
armlet, of greenish-yellow opaque glass, triangular in section r ami 
another of pale green translucent glass, p la no-eon vex in section, narrow, 

and ornamented with n hooked line 
of wllite enamel. The only other 
object of glass is ji fragment of the 
reeled handle of a Unman green glass 
bottle, 'fin pottery found consisted 
nf some shards of native and of 
Homan ware; among the latter are 
three of Samian wore. There was 
also a small fragment of the wall of 
a vessel of thin grey paste* dark in 
the interior and ornamented on the 
outside with a group of small dark- 
coloured spots aligned horizontally 
and vertically (fig. 30). 

A billon coin of Alexandria, prolv- 
ably of late fourth-century date, found mi this level, doubtless came 

from a later occupation. „ 

The relics from the third level arc not much more illuminating. 
They consist of a very small piece of silver k inch in length, which may 
have been a segment of a ring or arm- 
lot, as it is curved; a thin curved plate 
of bronze inches in length, taper¬ 

ing to both ends, which Is much eaten 
a way along each edge. Of glass there 
is n segment of tin opaque white ann- 
let, which has Wen decorated originally 
with a hook-like tine of pale blue, but 
this inlay has been chipped out* The 
segment is plano-convex in section* A 
carefully fashioned object of micaceous 
schist* 5 inches in length* appears to have Wen n heme* 

The pottery consisted of a small quantity of shards of native and 
Roman manufacture* Among the latter two pieces of Ehuhuui ware 
when put together form about one-half of n base, the upper edge of 
which appears to have been ground down iiig. 'Mh This fragment 
bears the stamp of Dagomarue* n first-century potter of Lezoux. 

The second level was even less prolific than the foregoing. Within 
a few foot of the paved floor there lay six ovoid pebbles of quartzite, 
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each measuring about 4 inch in length, atul so uniform in size and 
shape as to augment that they hml Iwcn purposely selected. Such 
small pebbles occur naturally in the soil, but the occurrence of this 
group indicates their use possibly as playing-men. Portions of nil 
Indented banker of thin light coloured ware covered with n brownish 
hlaek slip outside uin I inside, and rough-east on the exterior, were found 
on the second, third, mid fourth levels, but the largest pieces were found 
on the second. Two fragments of thick greenish Roman bold I e-glass 
and one piece of clear, translucent glass, part of n cup or vessel of 
some sort, complete the record. 

The top level, like the lower levels, was disappointing In results. 
It produced a disc of bronze, either a playing-piece or tin indecipher¬ 
able coin; a couple of objects of lead, viz. a discoid piece 1^ inch in 
diameter, like n cap, convex on the upper side, across which there 
lie* irregular ridge, and a strip , ? ff inch in breadth slightly coiled: 
« flat pebhte of coarse sandstone with a number or parallel grooves 
produced bv the friction of n tool on both faces: u discoid pebble 
slightly polished with the edges ground flat; one or two objects of 
iron, the moat noteworthy of which are a tanged knife-blade, im¬ 
perfect, of a peculiarly C0TV®d form, and a small lozenge-shaped object. 
The pottery, both native and Roman, was of small quantity and not 
remarkable. A small Roman coin, probably a minim, hut indecipherable, 
was also found. 

While this paper was passing through the press, and just on the eve 
of our recommencing work for the season, we suffered an irreparable 
loss by the death of our foreman, Mr George Pringle, lie came to us 
ill the early summer of 1914, when our excavations commenced on 
Trnprain Law, quite untrained to such work, hut possessed of a ijuick 
eye. a receptive mind, and an intelligence which brought such zest to 
his labours that the progress and success of the excavations became 
his absorbing thought. His sterling honesty, added to these other 
qualifications, made him an Ideal man for his post. When the shortage 
of men became serious in the war, though no longer young, ho joined 
the army, underwent the hardships of the campaign in France, and was 
severely wounded, which possibly hastened hie end. Those of us who 
were closely associated with the excavation* have lost a friend and 
fellow-worker of whom we have none but the kindliest remembrances. 
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PREHISTORIC CAIRNS AND A CROSS IN THE PARISH OF K1HK- 
SOCHAEL+ BANFK'SJflRE. Hr Rev. .L G ARROW DUNCAN* HD., 
RS*A»3got* 

Cairn at East Lvne. Kirkmuhaki., 

For some years back I have been familiar with a rumour that t lie re 
was n cairn on the farm of East Lync here, that it hud been opened 
some year* ago, ami that there had been found In it an “urn," which had 
been at once covered up again. In conversation with the factor of the 
estate I mentioned the mat ter, mul asked if I might some time examine it. 
Permission was »t once granted, but the war came un + and no man Was 
to he had to assist me. It was only Inst year < 1 U!3D) therefore that I was 
able to undertake the work. 

In August last mynmn and I set out with the necessary tools, obtained 
permission of the tenants to deposit on their field any material displaced* 
a.s well as a promise of every assistance they could afford, and within an 
hour of starting we had struck the cover and side of the stone cist of it 
prehistoric tin rink such as is usually attributed to the Bronze Age in 
Britain. 

Let me describe our finds ml detail. 

The cairn (fig. 1) measures now About 3Q feet long by 15 feet broad, 
and feet high where the cist is situated. Originally, however, St must 
have measured 30 feet in diameter and formed a wry complete circle. 
The miitermb* of which it is composed are water-worn stones* which had 
been carried chiefly from the river-bed* The river is now about a 
quarter of a mile away, but at the time that the cairn was erected its 
course may have been just* at the bottom of the field. some iSKi yards off* 
for the held cuds m a steep slope down to what seems to bean ancient 
river-bed* There had probably been no earth added to the cairn* or 
very litlle, originally, for there is very little still- sufficient, however, 
to nourish a stunted birth tree apparently of recent growth. 

The Helil on which the cairn stands was first put under cultivation by 
the ancestors of the present tenants about a hundred years ago. 
Previous to that it had been used simply as mug Ik pasture, it being the 
lower declivity of the Grom date hill behind the house. Thirty- live or 
forty years ago the tenants decided tu remove this heap of stones 
because of the trouble of ploughing round it, W lien they hud removed 
about half of it and worked in to the centre* they came upon a very 
large atone cist. This was the 41 urn** spoken of among the people here, 
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and, as they did not wish to desecrate any plwe «f burial, they stopped 
work lit that point and eoveml up the dwt ngnin. 

The atcmliug, however, was undergoing repair, anil the mason was in 
difficulties about a pair of lintels for the cart-shed doors. Not lining a 
man of delicate scruples nor of superstition, apparently, and hearing of 
the large 4nhs that formed the -stone cist recently discovered in the cairn, 
he unearthed tin* cist, and must hove removed every dab of it. 1 lie two 
sides he used as Uutek in spite of the protests and warnings of the people 
around, who assured him that they Would never rest away from their

proper place. but would speedily find their way hack, u* thu cross 1 hint 
done, or break in pieces. 

The lintels assuredly did break after Home live or nix years, 1 saw 
the pieces lying there, mu I at one* concluded that they had belonged to 
another cist* 

The tenants informed me that I would find n "stone burial," but that 
one side of the cist hud been taken away thirty-fir* years ago for 
lintel*. Tlie mason bud quietened opposition by saying he only took a 
purt of the cist, but he must have removed it all. In any tase, no 
portion of the one I found is wanting, and the neighbours Ltd! me it 
ibi not the grave which was first opened. No trace of the hitter remains 
in the cairn. 

The cairn being composed mainly of strums is very little denuded, mid 

1 Em itf/rti, p* 
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* though such cairns are often treated a* dumps for 8tones gathered off the 
field, there ran not have been much added in that way to this one, 

Roth cists hud been placed almost in the centre of the cairn. Had 
the first despoilers gone a yard or two further in removing the cairn, 
they would have found this second cist. The appearance of the cairn 
at fir^t suggested that them might he a third or even u fourth cist, 
hut further examination pointed to the conclusion that there were no 
more iii the mound. If permission could he obtained to remove the whole 
cairn, further burials might be discovered underneath it. 

Tim cist is composed of five slabs; two of these, each II feet long mid 
about 4 inches thick, well sunk in the soil and with an inward slope of 
about H incites to the top, form the sides; two of smaller size but of 
similar thickness ami similarly sloped form the ends. Roth the side 
slabs project 15 Inches beyond those at the ends, and there is no slab for 
the bottom. The burial had been laid on the hard sub-soil, the surface 
mould evidently being removed. The cove ring stone measures 6 feet in 
length, 5 feet in breadth at the broadest part, and about 13 inches thick 
at the centre, thinning down to the edges, it being of a naturally 
rounded formation, so that no water could lie on it. It weighs about 
10 to 15 cwte. 

These stones had been picked up or dug up in the vicinity, for on 
examination t found that many other large slabs had been removed 
to the edges of the field when it was being trenched and prepared 
for cultivation. The sides of the cist are buttressed and kept in 
position by thick, heavy stone slabs of similar length laid flat, hard 
against the sides. The ends are so carefully let into the soil that they 
need no support to keep them in place, and the cover stone, though it 
by no means fits closely, has in its weight a sufficient guarantee against 
its being easily removed. 

The burial space measures in length 3 feet 7 inches at the bottom, 
ami 2 feet 10 inches at the top: in breadth, 2 feet 3 inches at the bottom, 
and 2 feet 1 inch at the top. Each of the end slabs thus slopes inwards 
alxmt U inches, and each of the side sluba about 1 inch. When cleaned 
out down to the sub-soil the cist measures about 2 feet in depth. 

The cist is almost perfectly oriented, the ends pointing almost due east 
and west, or slightly li.X.E, and W,S.\V., and the sides north and south. 

No human remains ware found, though carefully sear chad for. 

The first met, which had been removed, must have lain parallel to 
or in alignment with the second, a distance of about ■* feet separating 
their nearest points. The form of the cairn points to this. There is 
no trace whatever of a marginal setting of larger stones, nor of internal 
structures of any kind other than those described. 
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Inside the cist there was n depth of G or 7 metes of very rich black 
mould, which we carefully passed through a riddle, kipping a watch 
for jet or flints. The rover stone was not h complete fit, but loft n 
earner open, and mould could drop in—ns indeed wo found had happened, 
the mould in that corner being of a different colour from that in the 
rest of the cist. Only u small quantity had found its way in* however* 
there being very little soil in the composition of the cairn. 

Amongst the dust brought home from the cist were two small black 
chips of ivhut appeared to be charred wood* Only one little piece of 
bone was found, and it crumbled away to dust. 

[it t HS-H-ft* while working with T>r Flinders Petrie at Nagada in 
ITppcr Egypt, we unearthed about 'MKK) prehistoric contracted burials. 
The knees were doubled towards the chin, the head was often cut off and 
[ilnced in the bosom. jiiiiI the body was almost always placed with head to 
the south and face to the west. The body was placed in this manner 
inside n sun-baked clay box about H feet by feel, and the box was 
then filled up with sund—€mless ibc sand bad been allowed to get in by 
curly plunderers. Almost ail ways a reed mat was found under the body 
— the fragments being mixed with the tilling—and both wood and 
matting were found. 

In other sections of the cemetery the body was placed m this doubled 
up position m a mr *ht of a laty* pit* while pottery vases filled with 
various materials for food and drink were ranged round the sides. 
Often personal belongings of the dead were added, and among these 
were flint knives and weapons for shooting at gazelles to cut the 
tendon of the hind hoofs- Other implements of the smne material 
were also found. 

It is noteworthy that the contracted form of burial was used in 
Egypt even when the body was tie posited in a pit 12 feet by 10, where 
the like of the grave cannot have been the reason for the contracted 
position. Similarly, it would have been as easy to make this cist ut 
East Lyne G feet long by 2| broad, as to make it only about 3 feet 
by 2L with the ends of the slate projecting beyond the cist proper. 
Obviously it was the custom to make contracted burials teinuse this 
was regarded as the proper way to bury the dead. Very likely the 
custom arose through finding the body in this position immediately 
after death— With knee- drawn up. 

1 have already indicated that there was in this cairn another and a 
larger rist, which was entirely removed, apparently hy the mason, who 
did not wish to hurt the farmer's sensibilities and led him to believe 
that he had taken only one side of the grave* 1 have therefore been 
unable to find any trace of the contents of that cist. 
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While I was at work examining the cairn, the wife of the neighbour¬ 
ing farmer told me that on n Hold on Ualrnchie farm* m d miles north of 
this, her father turned up the lid of a stone cist some thirty years &g°- 
It was composed of six slabs, there being a slab Ixittom in this ease. 
It measured *m\y about 2 feet square* or if feet by lit and about IS 
ilaches deep, mid contained only ashes — there being no trace of pottery* 
The slabs titled closely together, and the cist was much more neatly 
made than that at East Lync. Thie is one of many iastpow of a cist 
burial without a cairn f unless we suppose that the cairn had, been 
removed : bat it is obvious the rist had been buried some depth in the 
soi3 + and gradual attrition had Jit last brought the cover within reach 
of the plough. 

Gales* at Chapelton, near ltauHiN. 

Jly attention was recently drawn to a cairn which stands in a field 
of the holding of L hiipelton* on the Ballindalloch estate, Just above the 
confluence of the A von and the Livet, jutd on the left bank id the latter* 
It is visible from a long distant. At present it must measure from 
15 to 30 yards in diameter, and at the highest point is quite la feet 
high. This is the only remaining cairn of a group of fchree t and though 
it ha;* been enlarged all round the bottom, nothing has been added to 
its height, and it lias obviously never been opened or examined* 

The throe cairns originally formed a right angle, one standing in the 
next held, about 50 yards duo south of tlie first. and the other about 
:U) yards to the west. These two have been completely removed. The 
present tenant's father saw the middle one cleared away. In the centre 
was found an enormous circular stone, supported upon four upright 
alnbti Hunk into the earth, and standing about 4 feet high, so far as I 
ran gather. The farmer declared that some form of tackle must have 
been used to put the stone tn position, but it liad doubt less been rolled 
into its place by an inclined plane. Hi* problem t however, was how to 
remove it, hut ultimately be lighted fires on it and t hus got it split into 
pieces. This circular slab provided many loads of stones which were 
carted away for road making or building. No measurements and no 
records* were kept, but the immensity of that slab is still remembered 
Unfortunately the stone, the pillars, and the cairn are completely 
removed. 

Beneath this slab, however, was found a small stone cist T much more 
neatly fitting in its parts than the one lit Lyiie T and inside it was a 
quantity off ashes* 

Near by is the site of an old chapel, with its burial-ground* occupying 
a small rough knoll* Reside it is the carefully built Chapel Well, with 
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so copious si flow of water that smugglers built their bothy behind the 
burial-ground on the 'edge of tlic little stream, where 1 suppose they 
could carry on work at night) without fear of interruption, 

Cnoss at Kihkmuiiaciu Banfhshike, 

The cross previously referred to stands in Kirkmichael Churchyards in 
the burial-ground of n family of tbe name of Gordon; it hud been found 
lying in the graveyard. The cross is roughly hewn out of dark grey 
whinstone, common to the locality* It measures ft feet 6 inches in length, 
- feet of which are now sunk in the ground: across the arms, which 
project ft| inches from the shaft on cither side, it measures 2 feet 2 inches* 
The tup arm s which is about lit inches in length, measures 7 inches across 
at the top and 12 inches at the junction with the cross arms. The shaft, 
which measures if inches in breadth at the top. expands slightly towards 
the base; its general thickness is about 81 nr lies. The corners are rounded^ 
and in the centre of the head on either face is a circular cavity 4 inches 
in, diameter and 2 inches in depth. 

The tradition referred to regarding the cross is that it had several 
Hines been removed and re-erected, hut every time this was done the 
cross miraculously returned to its original site ere morning. Ultimately, 
though thrown into a poo] in the Avon, it was found at daybreak in 
its old position. Evidently the churchyard was the only place where it 
could rest. Ill luck invariably followed every removal of the stone, A 
farmer having transferred it to his farm* his daughter and some of hi* 
an i mal s immediately took UU The health of the girl was only restored 
on the erne® being sent bark to tile place from which It laid been taken. 

Possibly it is to these traditions that we owe its preservation. 
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CLOTH INC FOUND ON A SKELETON DISCOVERED AT QUINTFALL 
HILL. BAR-ROCK ESTATE. NEAR WICK. By STEWART QRR, 
F + S.A. Scot. 

In June last (192K) the skeleton of a man, dressed in a complete 
suit of clothing, wa- found in a peat monn al Burrock* near Wick, lying 
with the arms straight along the side*, on its face, at a depth of three 
feet from the surface. The body was wrapped in a plaid or blanket 
and as this was unfolded the nip and shoes were found above the 
knees. The hair woe long and of reddish colour, Evidently the man 
had met with a violent death, ns the skull showed the mark of a 
heavy blow. 

The clothing, In a wonderful state of preservation, consisted ofA 
round, Hat bonnet or e&p; an outer jacket or coat (Kg. L No, 1), tight 
fitting to the waist and very full-skirted ; an inner coat (tig. L No. 3) 
of similar shape and material; an outer pair of brooches dig. I* No* 3) 
rut very wide; an inner pair of breeches (fig. L No. 4), of similar 
cut mid material; a pair of hose or stockings made of the same doth 
as the clothes ; n pair of light, low-heeled leather shoes. In fragments ; 
a plaid or blanket; and u detached shaped piece of cloth* 

There was no whirl or underclothing as the term is commonly under¬ 
stood, The garments are made throughout of a strong, brownish doth, 
homespun* and obviously all had originally been outer garments. 

In the only pocket of the whole suit was Found a leather purse eon 
taining nineteen bawbees or sixpenny pieces Scots. Although several 
of the coins were indecipherable, they were evidently al) of the reign 
of Charles II., except one of William and Mary, the date of which 
hud been obliterated* This last coin gives a due to the date of the man s 
ilea tli. as the Inst Will in m and Marx 1 bawbee was struck in 10UL The 
purse crumbled to pieces after being exposed to the air* 

But for the coins* which, date the garments xis Intc as the reign of 
William and Mmy* they might have been assigned from their fashion 
to sonic years earlier. It must not be forgotten, of course, that the 
wearer seems to have died it violent death, and hud nut tin ordinary 
burial. Even in the seventeenth century, tliis T though more frequent 
than now, was not normal; consequently it i* possible that lie may 
not have been quite a typical man of the place and perbxl. We are 
scarcely t for instance, justified in concluding from this clothing that 
shirts were not commonly worn at the time of this mail's death. 
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The times were disturbed in the early part of William and Mar y* 
reign, and many people had been moving about under arms and as 
fugitives, and n good many to have lost their lives in the open. 

Whether or not the costume is typical of Caithness about 1890* it 
is certainly not at variance with what little we know of the dress of 
that time further south. 

It bn* Wen suggested that the dress is a uniform, ami a very plausible 
argument for this is the skilful 
and practised manner in which 
the clothes, though of very plain 
material, are cut and put together, 
and the evident importance at¬ 
tached to the minor detail of the 
little triangular gussets in the 
coat skirts. Stilly though this 
shows a definite purpose to pro¬ 
duce a garment conforming to a 
pronounced fashion, it i* not 
quite conclusive evidence that the 
dress is a uniform. Apart from 
weapons and equipment, military 
and civilian dress did not differ 
so greatly In these limes. The 
stand"up collar, for instance* was 
a characteristic part of some of 
the civilian doublets earlier hi 
the century. 

In any case, this discovery is 
of unique interest in Scotland, 
for. while a certain number of garments of bygone times have been pre¬ 
served* they are almost invariably those of persons of importance, and 
often intended to be worn on formal occasions. Frequently they are 
isolated garments and not complete costume#* Portraits, too* and 
pictorial records deal largely with eminent people, often dressed in 
what Is not their everyday wear* 

Here we have the clothing, from head to foot* of somebody who 
was certainly not sumptuously arrayed* His garments arc of plain 
material, well worn and patched* Presumably lie was a man of the 
peasant class. 

The drawing (fig. £ No* 1) shows how the clothes would appear 
in use. The costume is fairly typical of the last quarter of the 
seventeenth century, before the tight-fitting breeches and long-skirted.

The garments nrc rune all of a Imnvri hue. hut the I ton net mid llio 
Outer and heavier breeches are of a distinctly darker shade, as i** also 
the strip at each edge of the plaid and at one end of the .shaped piece 
of cloth. Might these darker shades have originally bed) black, grey, 
or blue? While we know that brown from crofenl was and still is a 
favourite and easily dyed colour, it might hi- of interest to inquire to 
what extent such a prolonged contact with peat might have affected the 
original colour of the cloth. On the tape at the knee of the breeches a 
i'eii-nnd-green pattern is -till quite clear. 

The elothing seems to he that of a Well-proportioned man of about 
5 feet 5 inches to "> feet fl inches in height. 

The bonnet is made of doth (not knitted), and is of similar shape 
and construction to those lately worn on service by the Scottish 
regiments. The top is of one round piece of cloth; the lower annular 
part to which it is sewn round die edge is in three pieces, skilfully 
put together so as to save material. Round the opening for the head 
a half-folded hem is stitched on and turned back outside. At the back 
there is it vent, the two sides of which are considerably overlapped 
and stitched roughly in that position. So overlapped the cap could 
only have lifted a child, ami could by no menus have been worn by a 
normal person of the stature of the wearer of the rest of the clothing. 
In this Htitched position the girth of head which the rap would lit is 
only inches. 

The ordinary function of the vent in the bonnet is to permit of 
adjustment to the exact size of the wearer’s head. This was done by 
means ol a tape attached to each corner. Ihese tapes were drawn 
to the requisite tightness and tied, as shown in the drawing (Jig. 3, 
No. 2). AY. vestige of tape remains on the bonnet. The ribbon* hang¬ 
ing from the hack of Glengarry and Balmoral bonnets of to-day are 
the decorative survival of this adjusting tic. For the most part they 
are sewn together at the vent and hang down without any pretence of 
a knot, their significance quite lost. During the war there was a revival 
of the knotted ribbon or tape, though it was sometimes stitched in 
position. The same idea may he se n (in an atrophied form) in the 
leather lwind inside a modern hat. The little eord running round the 
build and tied at the bark was originally intended to adjust the fit of 
tin? hut to th& bend. 

The outer coat has u close-fitting body tight to the waist, and a stand- 
up collar about 2 inches high. The skirt is very wide-su wide that the 
width of skirt in the bark piece is more than the width of the cloth. To 
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get this width a piece has been inserted from below the waist down¬ 
wards tut lengthways of the cloth at right angles to the piece nbove. 
Fn uddition there ere little triangular gussets let in ut the foot of the 
side seams. The circumference round the skirl approaches - y»rds. 
while the waist measures about ifci inches. In both coats the edge of the 
skirt in very much frayed and tattered, no trace of any hem or finish 
remaining. The side seams in both coats finish under the centre of tbi 
armpit as in a modern waistcoat. The sleeves in the outer coat are faiilj 
wide, tapering hi tight to the wrist, where there is a r>$-mch vent with 
three buttons ami buttonholes. 

The inner coat is not in such ginid condition as the other, hut Is similar 
ill cut and material- Saving that in this coat the back and skirt are c«1 
in one piece and the skirt though longer is perhaps not quite so full, 
they are of identical shape. In the first coat there are twelve buttons 
in a space of III inches, the top buttonhole being in the middle of ihe 
collar. Ill the second or inner coat all the butt-one are wanting but 
l welve buttonholes remain, three or four at the top being torn away. 
The space which bad been occupied by these fifteen or sixteen buttons 
is 20 inches. The sleeves in the Hebpnd rout have 6-inrh vents at the 
wrists and tour buttons ami buttonholes each. 

The buttons are spherical in shape, being formed of a few rags or 
clippings tied up like a dumpling in a small piece of the cloth. This was 
a very simple and usual way ut making buttons before the days of thoii 
wholesale manufacture. The web of cloth yielded the whole material. 
Indeed, these garments are “all wool" in a sense rarely realised to-day 
with sewn clothing, for they are stitched throughout with woollen thread 
similar to the yarn of which the cloth is woven. A small clue of 
thts yam is in the pocket of the breeches. 

The two pairs of breeches are also similar. The outer pair and the 
bonnet seem to 1 m* of a slightly different material from the cloth of 
which the other clothes are made. It is of a darker hue, and appears to 
be more loosely woven of a heavier yarn. This may account in some 
measure for the extreme shrinking of the bonnet. The breeches do not 
appear to have shrunk to anything like the same extent. 

Like the coats, the breeches show a very great contrast in girths at 
the waist and round the seat. As will be seen from the pattern, they 
are of striking -lite in the scat and of very moderate waist measure¬ 
ment, In the outer pair the hack ]mrts are cut the full width of the 
cloth, and come round to the centre of the front of the leg, so that there 
is no side Hearn at nil. Consequently the front pieces of the breeches 
only extend In width from the middle of the thigh in front to the inside 
leg seam. This is an economical use of cloth; and as the garments 
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are loose and very much folded and pleated, the seam would not show 
ius In tightly fitting breeches, The material is gathered into a waists 
baud 82 inches in girth, |.J inch, deep, with u vent at front and hack, 
i lie front vent being 8 inches deep and the back !l inches, The waistband 
fastens at each vent with a large doth button and a buttonhole, At 
the knee there is a vent and n f-inch hem similar to that surround- 
ing the bonnet. To each corner of the vent a tape is attached to 
fasten tile breeches at the knee. This tape, now brownish in colour, 
still has traces of a red-umbgreen jHittern in Us weaving, 

Immediately to the right of the front rent, opening inside below the 
waistband, is the only remaining pocket of the garments. It is 5A inches 
deep and 31 inches wiile, and contained a cine of woollen yarn and the 
wearer's money. This pocket has the appearance of having been added 
by a less skilled hand than the maker of the clothes. There is some 
trace of there having been a similar pocket in the same place in the 
other (inner) breeches, but only its outline in stitches remains. 

The outer pair of breeches is extensively patched internally, and in 
some parte almost lined with the same cloth. So mm-b so. that it was 
at first thought to bo an elaborate system of pockets. 

Dio tnnei pair of breeches dtilers but slightly from the outer pair. 
'Hie breaches differ in having hat one vent in the waist band, 5| inches 
deep. Which is placed in front and fastened with one button; and there 
are no vents at the knees, round which the breeches would fit fairly 
closely. They also measure rather less round the seat, and me cut 
(unlike the first or outer pair), as shown in the pattern (fig. 3), with a 
side seam like those of to-day. Except that they have no fastening, 
they would lie at the knee very much us riding breeches do. This 
jwiir of breeches sea ms to he made of the same cloth as the two coats 
and the hose* 

Tin> hose would probably he pulled over the knee outside the breeches 
as was a frequent fashion. ’ 


There is no underclothing us we understand the tern. The man 
was wearing two suits of ordinary outer clothing, one over the other 
The inner suit is somewhat more worn and tattered than the outer- 
otherwise, save For the position in which thev were found and the 
nhseiire of buttons from the inner coat, then? is no indication which is 
wlm-h. 1 he wearer must have been warmly dressed. In the absence 
of further information, it seems probable that the man was so rl-id 
owing to special rireninstances, Either it was winter, and he was 
much exposed to cold, or he may have been a fugitive and deeping 
out at Rights, r b 

The clothes are well tailored and sewn, and skilfully put together. 


r 
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They are entirely aulmed — bonnet, costs, and breeches—and the inside 
seams are carefully stitched down. 

The stocking -3 or hose (fig. 2, No. 3) are of special interest. Tiu-y 



are not knitted, but art; cut out of cloth (fig. 3) and sewn together. 
They are in good preservation except for the soles, which ore gone, 
(hough parts of the Bern at the foot where they were sewn on remain. 
Before the invention of knitting, and long afterwards, all hose were 
so made. In Order that the stocking nmy lie neatly and with elasticity 
ovor the rnlf and at the ankle, the cloth is cut on the cross with the 
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\vnv\> uni I weft lying diagonally. This is why the aback* of tartan hose 
Hti' diagonal. They were formerly cut out of n web of cloth, mid to 
fttn-ve their purpose at all they had to be cut on the cross, though this 
n*od ii[> more cloth. The liose of Highland regiments continued to be 
80 cut from cloth well into the nineteenth century. Though tartan 
Jiose lire now knitted, the checks continue to lm diagonal liecauise of 
the original necessity. 

Tin* blanket or |j! n m i calls for no special notice. It is about 8 feet 
ti inches by ■> feet and is formed of two narrow widths sewn together, 
Eucli width lies u ihirkcr-hued border about 1| inch from its outer 
cilge, very similar to the dark stripe near the edge of a modern 
blanket. The plaid is excessively tattered at one end, and a consider¬ 
able piece of its surface at that part jh missing. 

° f thtl <! l°th ns the plaid, and showing at its narrow end a 

little of the darker border just mentioned, is a piece of shaped cloth 
(tig. d) the position on the wearer and the function of which we have 
not been able to determine. From its shape it seems possible that the 
iisirmiv end lay over the shoulder from behind, the broad lower part 
Jymg under the arm close to the side, with the round hole slightly 
tn front of the armpit. This piece of doth has « peculiar dark, greasy- 
looking mark like an old blood-stain, which is repented on tha left 
or buttonhole side of the inner emit. When the piece is placed'on 
the coat in the position just described, these dark stains coincide. 
Hie side upon which it is hemmed and the stain upon the com give 
some ground fur associating it with the wearers left side. With the 
hemmed side inwards the piece would lie on the wearers right side in 
a re versed pun 1 1 1 ot i--t ha t is, with its narrow end lying over the shoulder 
Iroin the front On either side it suggests the possibility of a com- 
in oil io ti s mg or pocket. Here too. however it might he attached, the 
round hole, which is also hemmed round, would tie very convenient lv 
ns a pocket or trog for the reception of a weapon. ' '

RELICS OF THE BODY-SNATCHERS; SUPPLEMENTARY NOTES 
ON MORTSAFE TACKLE. MORTSAFES, WATCH-HOUSES, AND 
PUBLIC VAULTS. MOSTLY IN ABERDEENSHIRE. By JAMES 
RITCHIE. F.E.I.S., CnftKRSPONniNO Miiirhr. 

In volume xlvi of the Proceadinga of the Society of Anfiqutirieg of 
Scotland there appeared " An Account of the Watch-houses, M or t safes, 
and Public Vaults la Aberdeenshire Churchyards, formerly used for 
the protection of the dead from the HesiirrectiomHts" The following 
notes are su p piemen tar y to that paper, containing information which 
han become available since its publication. Tliey describe mortsafe 
tackle at Inverurie, mortsafes at Oyne ami Auehloraan, watch-houses 
at Nigg anti Dyce, and public vaults at Cillsttl tumid and Mamorh. 

Inverurie Mortsafe Tackle, 

The mortsafes which were so frequently in use about a century ago 
were intentionally made very heavy to prevent their removal or destruc¬ 
tion Uy unauthorised persons who might wish to gain access to the 
bodies they protected. Therefore For lowering them into position in 
ihe grave at the time of burial, and for lifting them out again when 
nil danger of body-snatching was past, strong tackle was required. 
This tm-kle, when not in use, required to bo carefully stored in some 
safe place, where it would not he liable to be seized by the body- 
snatchers and used by them fur their evil purposes during the hours 
of darkness, in the paper referred to above no illustration of this 
mortsafe tackle was given, because no existing specimen was known 
to the writer. But the publication of the [wiper brought forth the 
in Format ion tlmt the mortsafe tackle formerly used in the churchyard 
of Inverurie was still in existence and in good order. It lmd been 
stored on the premises of Mr Gray, baker, Inverurie, whose shop and 
dwelling-house were at the south end of the town, not far from the 
churchyard. This was a very suitable place for its safekeeping, not 
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because it t^onvement for the churchyard* but lwrause t 011 
tile |jrcijuse8 of a Ijiikor* it would be mider observation Ijoth by Jnv 
und night. 

After Hie Inverurie ntortsafes ceased to be used, the iron ones which

iron, as has happened in many other instances; but the stone one stilj 
reran me r%. i), and is at present lying in the churchyard, This example 
nmy he compared with another stone morteafe at Skene churchyard 
dig, 2). For some reason the iron tackle was not disposed of' but 
continued to lie on the promisee of Mr Gray, till gradually its very 
existence became forgotten except by those who had it in charge It 
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is very much to the credit of Mr Gray and his descendant* thuL they 
still preserved this interesting example of mortsafe tackle long after 
its usefulness had departed, and finally secured its permanent preserva- 
tiori l>y presenting it to the Inverurie Museum, where it nmy now he 
seen hy anyone interested in the 
subject. 

The tackle (fig. ft) consists of 
mi iron ring, 0^ inches in diameter, 
from which depend three jointed 
rods made of rounded iron, | of an 
inch thick. Two of these cods are 
of equal length, each measuring 
ft feet 4 inches, while the third is 
exactly 2 feet longer. The lower 
member of each rod is flattened, 
and has its end turned up into a 
hook to which the mortmfe could 
he attached. Some mortsafes were 
provided with three rings, two at 
ah-butdera and one near the 
^hich the trickle could be 
»tme others had a couple 
chains passed round them for 
some purpose. For lowering 
inurtsufo into the grave, sheer 
poles wore erected to which the 
tackle was attached. The original 
poles have disappeared: those scon 
in the photograph are merely tem- 

pornryerections stowing how the tackle wax used- The two shorter rods 
were attached to the shoulders of the mortsafe, while the longer one was 
fixed near its foot- The short wooden rod shown in the photograph 
inserted between the two shoulder-rods, has been placed there merely 
to keep them apart in the position they occupied when in use.

Ovjsr Mouthake. 

About seven years ago, when the gravedigger was making prepara- 
tions for a burial in the churchyard of Oyne, his spade came in contact 
with some ironwork, which proved to be a mortaafe (%. 4) * t Ul in 
position in the grave. With considerable difficulty it was dug out and 
raised to the surface, when it was seen to be one of the type constructed 
entirely of iron bars without any heavy stone attached to them. It 
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measured <5 feet in length, 16 incites in breadth at the head, 23 inches 
at the shoulders, and J7A inches at the foot, and was of a depth just 
suJlii-ifTit fully to enclose the coflin. ft was rather more t+Iimlv con- 
strueted than is usually the ease, ninl because of this and of its age 
suffered some damage during the lifting operations. The discovery 
awakened much interest in the neighbourhood, and rekindled memories 
i>f the time when il had been deposited in the grave. It bad not been 
constructed lor tins use of the public, but was made for a single private 
burial, and this accounted for its somewhat weak construction, ami its

having been left in the grave instead of lifted after a few weeks' interval 
tor lurMi^r ntse when r^juired, 

lo this instance the luortsafe had been a sufficient protection, for 
there had been no interference with the interment. lh lt it was not 
always so, for early in March 1915, in the churchyard of Aberlour a 
mortsafe Was unearthed under which lay a coffin, apparently intact and 
ui remarkably good order. On its being opened, however,’no remains 
of any kind were found within it. It is hardly likely that the body 
was removed before interment, for had that been done the lightweight 
ol the coffin would surely have aroused suspicion when it was being 
earned to the grave. It seems more probable that the grave was 
opened during the night succeeding the funeral, am] carefully closed 
again, so that the disturbance of the soil had escaped notice or had 
attribute'll to tht original huntil. 
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Arc H LOSSAN Ho «TSA F ES, 

The farm of Auddossaa lie* mi both sides* of the Deeside railway, 
about midway between Lumphnnau and Dess. It possesses two 
mortsafes, both of the iron, rnfhn-shaped variety, similar to those at 
Dnrris, Mains of Altries (fig. and BaiK-hory-Devenirk, and both are 
in use as watering-troughs for the farm stork. One of them stands 
in n corner of the farmyard within a few yards of the railway. It 
measures 7 feet 2 inches in length* 1 foot 10 inches in breadth at the

head, 2 feet 3 inches at the shoulders, and 1 foot 0 inches at the foot, 
while its depth is 1 foot 3 inches. To render it serviceable as a 
watering-trough! it has been turned upside down and the tackle-holes 
have been plugged with pieces of wood« which mn la* removed when 
the interior requires cleaning. 

The other m or t safe is situated cm the boundary between Auclilossan 
mid a neighbouring farm, so as to afford a water-supply to two fields. 
It varies but slightly in size from that within the farm-steading, 
being 7 feet 3 inches long, I foot 10 inches broad al the head, 2 feet 
44 inches at the shoulders, and 1 foot 7 inches at the foot, while the 
depth is 14| inches, half an inch less than the other. These mortsafes 
have been in their present positions for many years, and it does not 
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appear tu bo now known from wliat churchyard they were removed, 
owing to several changes having taken place in the tenancy of the 
farm since they were brought to it, 


Nigg Watch- uotrwii, nkak Aberdeen, 

Tho old church of Nigg, in Kincardineshire, is situated near the 
Iwiy of A'jgg, a short distance from Torry, on the floutli side of tho 
Dee, close to Aberdeen. Tn tin* corner of the churchyard there is a 
small building formerly used as a watch-house, hut now kept as a 
storeroom for the tools required hy the gravedigger. It is similar 
in stae and con struct ion to many of the watch-houses found in 
Aberdeenshire churchyards, being 15 feet long, ji f oe t fi inches broad, 
and i feet high at the side. It has a small window through which 
the greater part of the churchyard could lie kept under the view of 
those Stationed within the building. Jt is also provided with a llre- 
plaee, to mitigate m some degree the hardships of those engaged in 
the lonely and unpleasant task of watching llm graves during the 
long winter nights. fc

Th« pariah church and churchyard of Culsalmoud are about 
<i miles north of the railway station at Insch. The place has been 
a liulliiwt'd spot from very ancient times, for church and churchyard 
occupy the site of a prehistoric stone circle, which has now dis¬ 
appeared, though some of the atones are said to lie still buried 
beneath the soil of the churchyard, A two-storied building stands 
in the north-west corner of the churchyard. Its tower portion consists 
of a \uult which WAS built for the purpose of storing coffins in safety 
till the hollies they contained were useless for anatomical purposes. 
The walls of the vault are 3 feet 9 inches thick at the hack and sides, 
but -1 feet at the front where the entrance is situated. As the vault 
is partly underground, the entrance is reached by a short flight of 
descending steps. There are two doors, an outer of wood and an 
inner of iron. The outer one, which fits into an iron framework, is 
*S feet high and 3 feet wide, and is formed of three layers of wood 
with a total thickness of 3£ inches. It is provided with two locks, 
eaeh I foot 7 inches Jong. 11 indies broad, and Bj indies thick, and is 
further protected by an Iron rod 3 feet fi inches long, 2$ inches broad, 
and Jf inch thick, which slipped over and completely covered the key¬ 
holes, anil was then fastened down with a nuiesive padlock. The inner 
door is ti feet high and 3 feet 4 incites broad, and is formed of iron 
1 inch thick. It also is provided with two locks, the upper of which 
in now missing, though the lower remains in good working order, und 
is similar in h-ize to those on the outer door. 

The interior of the vault is arched with stone, the height from the 
lloor to the top of the arch being S feet (5 inches. The vault is 12 feet 
wide, and wan originally fitted up with three tiers of shelves on which 
the coffins were placed. These shelves were tl feet wide and 12 feet long, 
so that they provided space for storing about a dozen oofthi*. a number 
amply sufficient for the needs of the district. However, this vault was 
taken ml vantage of by a wide area, coffins being brought from districts 
even so far away aa Hnchau, There was therefore no necessity f m - 
removing any of the coffins for burial in the churchyard until at least 
six weeks had elapsed and all danger of the bodies being stolen was 
past. These shelves have been removed, ami the interior of the vault 
is now used as a store for the gravedigger's tools. The room above the 
l imit, which tonus the upper story of the building, is said to have been 
used occasionally us u watch-house in cases where the corpse was buried 
in the churchyard without having been previously stored in the vault. 
That some such precaution was necessary is shown by an attempt which 
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w»a made; long ago to lift a body from thin churchyard, A young mail 
had arranged to meet tlie nun He servant on n certain evening at the 
gate of the garden which adjoins the churchyard. He nr rived a little 
before the appointed time, and shortly afterwards heard n conveyance 
approaching, so. not wishing to be seen, he stepped behind some.bushes 
which effectively concealed him. The conveyance stopped, two men 
descended and, after looking round, entered the churchynrd, and pro¬ 
ceeded to open a recently made grave. The man in hiding not being 
able to see them, but suspecting what they were doing, crept cautiously 
out of Lis place of refuge and proceeded to investigate. In doing so lie 
accidentally made some noise which alarmed the body-snatchers, who 
Red immediately, but were so closely pursued that they had not time 
to mount their conveyance. The body-snatchers escaped, but left Imbind 
them their tools, and a horse and gig. which were never claimed by 
the owners. 

About sixty years ago a Sunday school was held in the room above 
the vault, but the meeting-place was not liked by the children, and 
the school was soon removed to more suitable premises. The room 
!m> also been used by the parish church choir and the ministers bib Jo 
class, and in more recent times the Parochial Hoard mid the Pmidi 
Council have held their meetings therein. 


MARtforH Vavlt, 

In tlio B-hurrliynn! of Marnoch T Banffshire, there is a vault, almost 
entirely underground, over which a second story' has been built like 
that at Uukalmondl. A flight of ten nteps leads down to the entrance 
J " M which a stone tablet Inis been built into the wall benrinft 

the words " Built by Suhgoription in the year 1833, Addition 1877" The 
front wall is l feet 0 inches thick, and ia pierced by the entrance passage, 
winch is protected by an outer and nu inner door similar to those at the 
Culsslmoud vault. The interior is an arched chamber now used as a 
storeroom for the implements used in the graveyard, and the upper 
room now forms part of the dwelling-house occupied bv Hie keeper of 
the graveyard. The chamber above the vault was at one time put to a 
\ejy peculiar use, for it was occupied as a schoolroom. Many of the old- 
time Scottish schools were held in small and in many ways unsuitable 
mild mgs, but surely no stranger place was ever chosen than just above 
a vault built for the safe-keeping of corpses till ttiev ware ready for 
burial in the graveyard! 

A strange mid somewhat improbable story is associated with this 
place. Late one evening many years ago three men were passing along 
the road near the churchyard when ilieir suspicions were moused by 
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some sounds proceeding from within it. Approaching cautiously, they 
discovered some body-snatchers at work opening a grave. They saw 
them raise the coffin, unscrew tlic lid, and then go to a conveyance 
they had in waiting oat side the churchyard for the purpose of getting 
the cloths in which to wrap up the body. While they were away, the 
three men, it is slid, removed the corpse, and one of them, in n spirit 
of mischief, Jay down in its place while the others again concealed 
themselves. On their return the body-snatchers proceeded to lift up 
the supposed corpse, when it cried out. “Let he, and I’ll rise my sol!" 
Needless to say they did not wait for that event, hut at once lied in 
terror and escaped. 

At several other places in Aberdeen shire, such as New Deer and 
Slums, there are watch-houses, etc., but as they are similar to those al¬ 
ready described, it seems unnecessary to refer to them more particularly.

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NOTES ON BERWICKSHIRE FORTS, WITH A DESCRIPTION OF THOSE 
RECENTLY DISCOVERED, Ry J + HEW AT CRAW, RS.A.St!OT + 

Since the Royal Commission issued its Report on the Ancient 
Monuments hi the County of Berwick, several additional forte have 
been discovered in that area. Although most of these have suffered 
severely at the luuuls; of the agriculturist* it is desirable that a descrip¬ 
tion of their features and position should l*e put on record. Some 
additional notes on early for tiff cations in the county rimy bp regarded 
as supplementary to the excellent work done by the Com mission. 

NcMB&K-^Dr Christison mentions fifty-eight Berwickshire forts in 
his For(iJicfiti&nH in Scothntd, with plans of ten. In the Com- 

rnilion's Inventory ninety-three are reported, of which seventy-eight 
are ti guided* The number now on record of which surface evidence 
still exists is one hundred and five, in addition to twenty-two sited 
where forts are stated to have formerly been visible. To these should 
he added thirteen place-names which seem to indicate the previous 
existence of a fort* This brings the total number of forts to one 
hundred and forty. 

Distribution- The majority of the forts in the county arcs to be 
found on eminences overlooking the low country. The two historic 
pdssee—Lauderdale and the Pease Burn ! —are flanked by a chain of forts; 
another chain extends along Rankle Edge, overlooking the Merge* The 
const line, especially where the uplands approach the sea. is thickly 
dotted, ns at Laiuborton Moor, Coekburnnpath, and St Abba Head, 
where the Coldinghuin Lmdi group is particularly noticeable* The 
remoter parte of Lammermoor are sparsely dotted with Forte* and 
the same may be said of the richer portions of the Merse, where, 
however* many forts may have Won destroyed by cultivation. In 
several Instances forts occur in pairs* situated on the top of the 
opposite banks of n stream. 

Situation — Forte may tie classified according to the nature of 
their sites:—

Material— Dr Cbristigou states that in the Low!finds stone forts 
largely predominate: this, however, is not the case in Berwickshire, 
In eighty-nine fort* the construction is sufficiently preserved to show 
that fifty-five are pure earthworks, and twenty are of stone, with no 
trace of excavated trenches* In fourteen examples earth and stone 
arc mixed, the former predominating in four, the latter hi ten. In 
Lauderdale and the west of the county there are thirty-three forth, 
seventeen being of earth and seven of stone* Stone has been largely 
employed in the Col ding bam Loch group* Of the fourteen forts in 
the smallest class {under 150 feet) four are of earth and four of stone; 
of eleven in the two largest classes (over 450 feet) ten arc of earth and 
one of stone,—the latter, however, on Duns Law (No. 119) is the largest 
fort in the county. All the promontory and marsh forte are earth¬ 
works* otherwise the proportion of earthworks to stone forts does not 
differ in the various types.

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In addition to the instances already given of a trench on the inner 
aide of a rampart, this feature, which in itself is suggestive of a 
stock-enclosure rather than of a defensive fort, is observable xit Over 
Howdeo, Channel kirk (30), where the stock-enclosure theory is rendered 
more probable by this being one of two forts in the county placed on 
ground having no natural defences, and by the close proximity of a 
fort in a defensive position. At Ha re law, West rather (288), the posit ion 
Of the trench on the inner side of the rampart appears to be due to 
the steepness of the slope* 

While it pint form on the inner slope of n rampart is not an unusual 
method of protecting an entrance, it is sometimes carried along a con¬ 
siderable portion of the rampart to form part of the defence of the fort 
itself. This feature is seen at Prestoncleuch, Itunkle (21), and to a 
greater extent at Add inn ton, Lauder (213)* 

Where n rampart passes along the face of a sleep slope it is sometimes 
found in the form of u terrace. It is difficult to determine whet her these 
Have been originally ramparts, or terraces defended by a construction of 
more perishable mntvrinh Good examples may l>e seen at Hill house, 
Channel kirk (28)* aiul Brest onele neb. 

There is only one example in the comity, end that uncertain, of earth 
being removed from a trench to form a rampart at u distance* At 
Wrinklaw, LongBormacus (218), the outer trench is 12 feet deep, with 
only 4i slight mound on its inner edge; the north end of the rampart, 
however, is much higher and has no adjacent trench. As the site has 
been interfered with, however, by modern occupation T the evidenc e is not 
conclusive. 

While in earthworks the trench of an inner rampart is almost 
in variably close in rear of the rampart beyond it, there is frequently in 
atone forts a level spare of some width between the ramparts. Thus at 
hn mm hunk Hill, Abbey Bt Batlmns (3k there is a apace of 44 feet, and 
at Goldingham Loch (Hi) the space is 40 feet. Where stone ramparts 
and earthen ramparts wdtli trenches are found in the same fort, this 
space is found between the stone ramparts, as at Hill house (spaces 
33 and 22 feet): Earns He ugh, Coldinghnm (80), space 21 feet; and 
Blackchester, Lauder (210), space 27 feet. In one instance* at Blackca^tle 
Rings, Greenlaw (ITlj, this feature h found in a pure earthwork, the 
space being 35 feet between the middle rampart and tbe trench of the 
inner rampart. 

At Itacdeughhcad (SOD) a rampart near the foot of the steep slope to 
the north of the fort seems to have been intended to provide a defence 
against the Hunk of an enemy approaching up a narrow gully.

(5J Widening the Trench* — 1 This method was adopted to accommodate 
a body of men for the defence of the entrance. Good examples 
are seen at Frestoiieleueh (east entrance) and Cock burn Law (north 
entrance). 

(6) Pial/orm of Defence - On the inner slope of the middle rampart 
at Preston clench, at the south side of the west entrance, is a pint- 
form some 140 feet in length and !) feet wide. At Addinston a 
similar platform 10 feet wide is also placed on the middle rampart. Both 
platforms are designed to deliver an attack on an invader's right or 
unprotected side. 

(7) UnHJced Rampart ,—This feature has already been described* At 
Prestonclench it may have a special bearing on the defence of the 
entrance, as it is most conspicuous at that point. 

(8) Grooved Roadway , — At Addiiinton a crescentic groove, some 7 feet 
wide at the middle, and rather over 1 foot deep, is drawn with its con¬ 
vexity outwards across each of the two entrances of the fort, immedi¬ 
ately in front of the innermost rampart. The feature may not belong 
to the original occupation of the fort, but the object would seem to 
have been in some way to close the entrance. 

(II) Ohttque or Ziff-zwj Entrancm . — These were designed to compel the 
invader to expose his flank to an attack from the nunparte. Good 
examples are seen in the fine forts at Earns He ugh, Cock bum Law, 
and Longcroft It is noticeable that when provision has been made 
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for compelling the attacker to expose his flank, whether by means of 
mt-eircles, dividing walls springing From an entrance, widening the 
trench platforms, or oblique entrances, it is almost invariably bis rig I it 
side winch he is compelled to expose.

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Irregularly shaped enclosures, probably for stocky occur m fifteen 
forts; Longcroft and Toll is Hill are the best example^. 1 

On the summit of Cock burn Law, within a stone fort (I Hi) are what 
ut first appear to lie two circular enclosures, measuring about 50 feet 
ami 88 feet in din me ter, Fmm the character of these constructions 1 
am inclined to believe them to be the foundations of Bronze Age cairns, 
similar to those crowning all the chief eminences in the neighbourhood. 
This theory is supported by there having formerly been at the summit 
a “stone-lined hollow H called the “ Perh's Grave" i f/?n\ *VoL Club, voL in. 
pp. 15 ami 138)* Tiie stones of the cairns were possibly utilised for 
building the ramparts of the fort. 

The A NSliX-—Adjoining the fort proper is some times found an annex, 
or addition, most likely of later date. It may have been chiefly used 
for the accommodation of stock, a theory which is not controverted by 
the fact that several examples contain hut-circles, as these are found in 
typical stock enclosures on Lauder Common and elsewhere. The rampart 
of the annex is not sn strong as those of the fort, and it is usually 
commanded from the ramparts of the fort itself* The best example 
is at Marygold Hill, Buukle (IS?. Of hers are found at Chester Hill* 
Avion (10 j: Cork burn Law; S|K*ttiswoode t Westriither (.287); Shmrsliiid

(312), tracks run up the steep slopes towards the forts. At Kelphupe 
Burn, Lauder (225), a similar feature may be of later date ; and at Wrink- 
law, Longforiiiacua (248), two tracks may W connected with one of the 
more recent occupations of the site. At Prestoncleuch there is a slight 
trace of u track leading to the cast entrance. That at ITurehiw, West 
Hither (288), has already been mentioned. At Cockhurn Law there are 
also traces of a track running to the north entrance, mid at Thirlestane, 
Lauder, one leads down towards the Snawdon Burn. 

Water Supply, — The infrequency of any attention to a supply of 
water in the choice of a site has frequently been remarked upon. In 
only two instances in the county do the ramparts seem to have I wen 
purposely drawn to include a water supply. At W rink law there are 
faint indications of the rampart having been extended to the east across 
a small burn, and running up the opposite hank, then curving southwards 
and n‘crossing the burn some 2ti0 feet lower. At Leiiuel Hill, Coldstream 
(105), the same feature occurs, the main rampart leaving the natural 
line of defence and crossing for a short space to the opposite side of a 
small stream. At Longeroft a natural spring occurs outside the inner 
rampart at the north-east side of the fort; mid at Belch ester. Bcclea • 141 J t 
we also find a spring in the trench. At Edinslmll water from a spring 
oil the hillside is stated (Her, .Vat, Club, vol. is. p. Dfi) to have formerly 
coiue to the fort by a cutting now destroyed. Agricultural drainage 
has doubtless diverted many former springs!, hut there can be no doubt 
that a large proportion of the higher forts must have been entirely 
without any adjacent supply of water.

The following twelve forts are not recorded in the Inventory.

Sites of Ports. 

It is not merely on grounds of local interest, important at* these 
may In-. that it is desirable to preserve u record even of completely 
obliterated forts. The question of the relationship of forts to one 
another and to other work* such na black dikes (whether these are now 
visible or may in tin- future be brought to lights demands the preserva¬ 
tion of all such records, Itaing more in danger of Wing lost, facts 
concerning such site* are for that reason more worthy of rare than 
facts relating to monuments which can at any time be reinvestigated, 
The question of how long cultivation may take completely to obliterate 
a fort seems to depend very largely on the thoroughness of the original 
levelling of the ramparts. The fort at Over Howden, ('haimelkirk (31)* 
though under constant cultivation, has altered very little in appear- 
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ftiH-e in fchesixty years during which the tenant of the land 1ms 
known it, The great ligricult urn I improvements of the Intter half 
<>t the eighteenth century, followed by the increased demand for corn 
during the Napoleonic wars, account for the destruction of numerous 
forts arid other monuments of antiquity.

Ill searchingfor the remains of forts it is essential in the first place 
to become tamilmr with the type of site usually selected, and with the 

characteristic forms of construction. It is less probable that additional

forts will be discovered on high uncultivated ground, where remains are 
likely to be too well preserved to have escaped previous detection, or 
on low ground where long cultivation has obliterated nil traces, than on 
higher cultivated slopes or foot-bills where the plough has not completed 
the levelling process* Summits of moderate elevation and promontories 
are always worthy of exa mi nation, and the ends of crescentic ramparts 
sometimes escape destruction from their proximity to the edge of a cliff 
or steep bonk. 

Ramparts approaching obliteration may often be more easily traced 
from a distance, and slight inequalities may he thrown into prominence 
by an evening or morning light,—this ls of great importance In attempt¬ 
ing any photographic work* A light tail of snow slightly drilled has 
a much greater effect in this way and may reveal an almost levelled 
trench miles off* The braird of a corn crop may also show the course 
of n rampart^ by showing a greener line along its crest* l'ho presence 
of stones oil the line of its former rampart may reveal the site of a 
stone fort under cultivation- while in an earthwork there may be 
a change In the colour of the soil, or the deeper soil in the trench may 
n fleet vegetation* Ploughing, or to a greater extent draining or other 
excavation* reveals stones or deeper soil more thoroughly: and even the 
slight subsidence of a wall where it crosses a till oil-up trench is evidence 
of Lhe looser soil beneath. 

In a dry summer the grass or cultivated crops often remain much 
greener above the deep soil in a trenchIbis is sometimes very marked 
immediately before harvest, when a trench may be lraced by a line of 
green corn when the rest of the field is yellow* Conversely the course 
of a stone rampart is marked by a weak growth of vegetation, and 
may even be detected by the (inner feel of the ground when the foot 
Is stamped on it* Thistles show a preference for the deep soil of a 
trench, as shown ill the fort at Nether Howden already described* This 
is probably duo to their roots being able to escape destruction by 
descending beyond the reach of the plough* 

The practice of observation of these early remains is very full of 
interest, adding charm to many an upland walk, and it is sure to be 
rewarded sooner or Inter by mi addition to our knowledge of these far- 
distant times*

OR OSS-SLABS IN THE ISLE OF MAN BROUGHT TO LIGHT SINCE 
DECEMBER 11)15. By i\ M. C. RERMODE, F.S.A. Scot. 

Five veurn ngn I communicated to thin Society an account of some 
cross-slnlw thou newly found in the Isle of Man. Since that date we 
have completed our surrey of the keeills or early Celtic churches and 
their burial-ground* throughout the whole of the island. I am disap¬ 
pointed not to have met with any trace of crosses at the sites examined 
in the south beyond those already known; still, a few more pieces may 
be expected to turn up from time to time in different parts of our 
district, probably from the walls of the older parish elm relies and the 
neighbourhood of the ruined keeUls. 

In order to complete our record to date, I now figure and briefly 
di-scrilie in the order of their development those width have come to 
light since the end of the year 1015. One of these, built into the gable 
of a modern chapel near the centre of the island and taken from the old 
church on the same site, had long been known to me, hut, being in « 
very inaccessible place, I had not previously boon able to have it ivist or 
figured; the others have been met with accidentally, all in or near to 
some early Christian cemetery. Casta of the stones are being taken for 
the Museum collection, after which the originals will l>e placed in the 
erods-riheJters of their respective parishes, 

I. Parish oj Jurbij, U ben the hedges of the present vkflmge were 
bem^ cleaned in the early Hummer, 11 ntoue was found lying loose, mid

In the centre of the linen, embroidered with silver foil, are the initials

of the border and that the foil is wrapped round a cove of a lighter colour 
than that used for the devices in the border and the cord, might indicate 
u later date for the addition of these two letters. 

Whether the veil is of Scottish origin is not .piite certain from the 
style and workmanship: the Ei. B. and the possibility of the devices 
so]Jftrating the words being St Andrew’s crosses are points in favour 
of this view: but, on the other band, the only similar example the writer

THE ORKNEY BAILIES AND THEIR WATTEL. 

Rir J. STORER CLOUSTON, KS.A.Scor, 

It is a considerable number of years since Captain Thomas and 
Mr Gilbert GoudiP Contributed t<o these Proceeding# their studies of 
the ancient Orkney and Shetland rentals. 1 Among the features which 
they both found to be particularly obscure and perplexing was that 
tax called the MViittd," Both accepted the explanation that it formed 
(in the case of Orkney) a payment to the parish bailies, or i in the 
case of Shetland) to the corresponding underfouda; though at the time 
* (Jtey wrote no very trustworthy evidence even of this seems to have 
been forthcoming. 

Since then some ddiuite evidence has l>een unearthed with regard 
to the watt el in Orkney, making certain points pretty clear, and, 
though the earlier history of this tax still remains a matter of specula¬ 
tion, it may bo worth while setting down what is actually known, 
and also what nmy reasonably he inferred from the known facts; 
especially as fresh light is thereby thrown on those elusive function¬ 
aries, the early Orkney I hi i lies, whose very names—with one or two 
rare exceptions — have vanished from record, and of whose exact 
position in the social fabric there are singularly few hints. 

In the iirst place, I may say that personally I think one can 
accept without hesitation tlm derivation of the word “ wattel H suggested 
by Mr Gouilie in a footnote to his paper republished in Jntiquitiea 
of Shetlmid (p. 181), He there derives it from veitsla { = veitsta) t * the 
reception or entertainment which the Norse kings, or their barons 
and stewards, were entitled by law to exact from the landowners of 
the different districts visited. In Orkney the earl would, of course, 
take the place of the king, and that this obligation should then 
crystallise into a tar, and its name bo corrupted from “ Veitsla ” into 
“wattel," seem very natural developments. N’o other explanation, with 
any show of reason or evidence to support it, has Imlhjii brought forward. 

The earliest documentary evidence is contained in the grants of 
the island of Bitrrny to the Bishop of Orkney in t-HW, and of the lord¬ 
ships of Orkney and Shetlmid to Lord Sinclair in 1501, tmd in Lord

It is thus clear that the wattel by this time was paid direct to 
the bailie, and also that it had been reduced to half the old rate, the 
other half having evidently been commuted into services and fowls. 

With so much certain information, we can now work back from this 
point and learn something of the move distant past. The Compt Book 
of Orkney for the years 1012-14 ' provides a couple of very instructive 
items; the fees paid to two known liuilies oi the penod. In the palish 
of Firth, Thomas Robertson had "assignit to him in Ins lie certain rents 
ami teiuds amounting in all to 14 barrels of butter and 7 moils of malt 
annually; evidently a fee of long standing, for it is stated that he is 
“ a Hedging right thuirto during his lyfetyme.” We actually find him 
imilie of Hurray and Stenncsa from 1502 onwntds, 4 and as William 
fselater of Buniess is found as bailie of Hurray, StennesB, and Firth at 
a later date, 7 and Thomas Robertson got ins fee in Firth lands, he was 
evidently bailie of Firth also, A number of charters from 1585 to 11500* 
concur in making a barrel of butter equal to 12 moils of malt, so that 
his fee amounted to 25 metis in all ; while the combined wattel of the 
three parishes in 1503 was 284 mods. His fee was thus a little less than 
the wattel. 

That tilts is no mere coincidence seems dear from the fee of another 
known bailie given in tins Compt Book, Edward Scollay of Strynie had

The remaining Case is that of Magnus Sinclair, who, m loUCt, held 
lands in Cairstane in Stromness for « greatly reduced rent, “ C’iter in 
his fee." In this instance the fee was mm-li too great to lx? that of a 
bailie, and suggests rather one of Lord Sinclair s factors or chamber* 
Inins. But that the oilier four must have been bailies* fees and not 
more cases of coincidence seems established by further considerations, 
lu the first place, an investigation of the innumerable other cases of 
rent reduction (which occur in every other township in most parishes) 
shows only three instances iti which the redaction happens by chance 
to approximate to the wattel; and in the second place, the wide 
difference in the amounts of all these fees is explained at once by a 
comparison with the wattel, but would otherwise be curiously capricious 
and devoid of any apparent meaning. 

Beyond this point the Orkney wattel cannot be traced, and, till some 
fresh "evidence comes to light, it must be left at the end of the fifteenth 
century as a special lwidiary tax, introduced at some unknown date

Coimtig to tlie bailies? themselves, reference was made at the begin- 
fling of lhis paper to the obscurity surrounding their origin mid early 
Status.

•Shetland was removed from the jurisdiction of the Orkney earls at 
the end of the twelfth century, and placed under direct Norwegian 
control, and “fond" is the Norwegian fogvti, an official whose functions 
the foods actually filled; they collected the taxes, held local courts, 
administered law and order, ami most, or sometimes all, of them nfe 
found upon each of the Shetland Lawtilig Court* of which record is 
left. Again and again one finds them in documents of various sorts’:

In Orkney the very name “bailie” is Scottish, and there is no 
truce ,,f any Norse title ever applied to these officials. They held 
local courts and administered the law, as in Shetland; but, except very 
occasionally when the offices of bailie and tacksman were combined 
they did »ot collect the taxes, and though an infinitely greater number 
of Orkney deeds mirvtve from the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
oue scaiveiy ever finds a bailie with his title of office attached as in 
Shetland (apart from the bn,lies of Kirkwall). Indeed, before 1540

One can note in the first place that though all seem probably to have 
been landowners, not one of the five belonged to the largest land-owning 
families in their respective parishes. The Spences, For instance, owned 
nnly a very little laud in Llarray, besides a little in Stenness (which 
always seems to have been conjoined with il array), and James Speiis 
h i mself—assuming him to bo the same man—held a substantial tack in 
Strom ness parish in Iti It is thus certain that the early ha i lies were 
not associated with the largest estates in the district, like the later bmlie

A second feature is that out of the five there is only one who can 

possibly be identified with any of the mimes on the six extant decrees 
of court between 15(10 and 1522. and that is John whiter, who may 
perhaps be the same ns John of Burncss (certainly a S< Inter ) found m 
1523 To realise the significance of this, we may compare this absence of 
the known bailies from the decrees of court with the presence of other 
names in the rental. Three transactions respecting land in Pap lay, 
Btenness, and Wyre are witnessed by four men each, evidently repre¬ 
sentative landowners or large tacksmen, making eleven in all (one 
appears twice). Of these eleven no fewer than eight appear in one or 
Other of the six decrees, several of the names occurring in two or three 

different dooms. i t „ 

Statistics me said to be capable of proving anything; but it the 
Orkney ! mi lie* were, like the Shetland foods, regular members of the 
head courts, surely such a very extraordinary difference would lie 
impossible. The conclusion indeed seems inevitable that though some 
txiilies may have been "roitlnueu" or head court representatives

Mr Whl Brook* F.S, A, Scot., after examining the pearls reports: 

“The necklcL consists of ninety-six Oriental whole pearls strong in a 
single row tin silk. The three lust pearls at either end have intervening 
knots. The total length of the row, exclusive of the snap* is 1# j indies. 
The weight inclusive of the snap is ITtKJfi grains, so that the average 
weight of each pearl is about I-77-1 grainy. The pearls approximate ijs 
size to each other; a few are noticeably larger than the average* and 
these nro placed nearer the two ends. There is no attempt in the string¬ 
ing at a definite arrangement such as the gradation of the pearls. The 
quality of the stones varies. There are some extremely poor, there are 
others very good, hut taking the necklace as a whole, it may be said, 
that the pearls arc good; the orient is remarkably bright. They are in 
excellent condition, and considering the age of the necklace, there are 
few dgus of wear. The shapes of the pearls vary considerably. Then- 
are some which are round, others pear-shaped* oval. Hat, etc. This 
present snap is obviously modern."

SHAFT OF A CELTIC CROSS FROM LOXGfASTLE. WIG TOWNS IT IRE.

The parish of Longestle or Longcaster, a rectory in the Bishopric of 
Galloway, was annexed to the adjacent parish of Eirkinner about the 
middle of the seventeenth century, Andrew Symson, the industrious and 
intelligent Episcopalian minister of KSrkinner, who was appointed to that 
living about lOffci, completed his Larne DtOCripiion of Galloway in 1(58-1, 
revising and adding to it in 1(592. when he handed over the manuscript 
to Sir Robert Si him Id. with the rest of whose papers it passed to thv 
Advocates Library in Edinburgh. Here it rested till 1&£I T when it whs 
printed and published by W. and C. Tait of Edinburgh, the editor, it is 
believed, being Thomas Maitland of Dimdrcniimi. It was edited afresh 
from Mnefarlntie's transcript by Sir Arthur Mitchell for the Scottish 
History Society (voj. hi.. 1907). Symson has the following brief reference 
to Longcastle: — “This parish of Kirkiuuer hath another little parish, 
called Long Castle, annext thereto, where was a little church for divine 
service . , . hut now the said Kirk of Longcastl© i^ mi nous.’ 1 

It has now totally disappeared, the site thereof being occupied by a 
farm house and steading railed Kirkland, forming port of my estate 
until the present year, when it was sold to the tenant. No doubt the 
old chapel would lie made to serve as a quarry for material to be used in 
erecting these farm buildings, which appear to date from the first quarter 
of the nineteenth century. The old burial-ground has been obliterated; 
lint inscribed headstones have been turned up from time to time, and sent 
to me (or prestn iition. None of those appear to be of earlier than six¬ 
teenth-century work; but during the winter 1920-1921 the tenant, Mr 
Gordon, searching for n long stone to serve as lintel in n pigstye, 
unearthed (he shaft of n large cross, sculptured on both sides digs. 1 
and 2). It had Iwon made to serve as the cover of it built grave which, 
unfortunately, 1 Imd no opportunity of examining. No doubt it was 
several hundreds of years younger than the cross. To adapt the cross 
to this secondary purpose its head hud been chopped off. This, it may 
be assumed, was almost certainly of the circular form whereof so many 
examples survive in the Mu chars or eastern division of Wigtownshire 
(crosses m the Rbixms or western division being of a different type). 
The circular head in the MaeWs type Is divided by four bosses (more 
rarely perforations) into as many equal limbs of a cross pttfee, with n 
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wntvjil boss, making up the number of the five wouutlu of Christ 1 The 
design for this type of cross with the heml and the shaft sculptured on 
both ^ides with interlacing basket-work seems to have emanated from 
v hithora, examples being confined within u radius of a few mNee from 
that i^eafrck 



In the Longcastle example the material is the usual groywacke or 
Jf° wer . S,]uria ? “niidetone, far less easily worked than freestone, whereof 
there is none m Western Galloway, but much more durable. The shaft 
ot the cross, wanting the head, measures 5 feet 1 inch in length ami J Foot 
niches in width. It has been placed for safety in the burial-ground 
uf kirkurnideu-in-Feriiis, which parish was incorporated with that of 
(jlasserton utter the Reformation.

A HOARD OF COINS FOUND AT PEItTli. By GEORGE 
MACDONALD, U.B„ F.B.A., LL.U., F.S.A.SCOT. 

On 2nd August 1930 some workmen, who were excavating for the 
foundations of a new picture-house nt the Comer of North St, John's 
Pbiee and King Edward Street, Perth, turned up with their spades n 
heavy lump, which had every appearance of being solid. On closer 
scrutiny it was seen to consist of a moss of coin* adhering to one 
another firmly. Unfortunately, instead of at once reporting the matter 
to the proper authorities, the finders broke tip their prise into several 
parts and divided the spoil, -Subsequent endeavour to dispose of indi¬ 
vidual specimens to local jewellers and dealers in antiques resulted in 
tile police being informed. In the end practically the whole of the 
coins are believed to have been surrendered as treasure-trove to the 
Kings Remeiubrancer, who forwarded them to the National Museum 
for examination and report. An unusually largo proportion were 
selected for the Society's cabinet. The rest were, of course, returned 
to tile finders, along with ample compensation for those that lmd been 
retained. 

Mr l 1 . M'Laren, Burgh Surveyor, Forth, to whose kindness I am 
in*Edited for a full and careful account of the circumstances, tells me 
that when lie visited the spot a few days after the discovery, lie could 
find no trace of a receptacle among the debris, and that tlu* men eon- 
corned assured him that they had noticed none. Prolmbly, therefore, 
the money had been contained in a bag of canvas or leather, which 
had rotted away completely in the course of centuries. He adds that 
the precise Iqcuq whs “ near the north side of the new built ling site, 
nud immediately to the east of the Guild Hall Close, 18 inches below 
the surface." The sit© was long known as the “ Little College Yard 
as is proved by excerpt* from the rental book of King .lames VL 
Hospital, which Mr M'Laren was good enough to send me. The hoard 
lay under a house which was being demolished, and the walls of this 
were so close to the place of concealment that, when they were being 
erected, tile treasure must have escaped detection by the narrowest 
of margins. 

The coins appeal 1 to have been in a deplorable state when they 
reached the Museum, 1 can not speak of tins from personal knowledge. 
But Sir Charles Oman, the President of the Royal Numismatic Society, 
uho saw them almost immediately after their arrival, was inclined to 
fake anything but a sanguine view of their future. In it letter to me 
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h«* wrote: “The general condition of the silver is dreadful. Many 
specimens are so corroded that they may break up when cleaned and 
separated. Others have one side eaten into in holes, though the other 
side is good. Hie job of treating them will be a delicate and interesting 
one. I fear it may end in half of the whole lwing sent to the melter 
to heroine bullion.’ I have thought it right to quote the passage in 
full because it will serve to throw into proper relief the skill and 
patience that were brought to I war upon a very difficult task. After 
the hoard had passed through the expert hands of our Assistant Keeper, 
Mr A. J» il. Edwards, it revealed itself as one of the most Interesting 
fifteenth-century deposits of which there is any record in Scotland, 
I he coins that had not been worn by circulation were, for the most 
.part, in a state that would have made them a credit to any cabinet, 
while every one of the LI28 specimens could be identified with virtual 
certainty. The total was made up of IS pieces of gold, 01 1 of silver, 
and lull of hi! Ion, There were, besides, a couple of billon fragments so 
small that they hud to be set aside as hopeless, Humour has it that 
some of the gold that hud Iwen In the lump escaped the vigilance of 
the Procurator-Fiscal, That, however, is quite doubtful. Diligent 
private inquiry lms failed to confirm the report. It may, therefore 
I*® assumed that the following summary ol the hoard is reasonably 
complete:—

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A glance at the foregoing list immediately suggests that the hoard 
must have been concealed not long after the accession of James IV. 
in 1188, He is the Intent king represented* and I us coins are relatively 
very few in number. The inference ns to the terminua post quern is 
confirmed by the Xohtv (h Bourgogne* It wan one of ft new series of 
coins issued i*t the Low Countries during the minority of Philip the 
Fair* pursuant to a decree promulgated by his father Maximilian of 
Austria on Kith March I-AST* after the latter had become h King of the 
Romans/ Tin’s particular specimen was apparently minted at Molinas, 
and is actually dated 1-188. The occurrence of a foreign gold piece is 
in no way surprising. Ami the evidence which the hoard provides as 
to the extent to which English silver money was current in Scotland 
under the earlier Stewarts j* in accordance with expectation. The 
proportion may appear to he large; but if is* as a matter of fact, very 
mm- 1 1 Hri.dk'r than is usually found in deposits of the thirteenth and 
the first half of the fourteenth centuries. There the ratio which the 
English coins bear to the native is seldom less than thirty to one. 
Here it is slightly below 42 |>er cent. But even here the result is 
curiously different, if the different denominations are looked at separ¬ 
ately. Only ahmir 16 per cent, of the groats were minted south of the 
Border, but less than 10 per cent, of the half-grouts are Sent tislu 

I have published a detailed analysis of the find in the Numismatic 
Chronicle* 1 It is, therefore, unnecessary to do more now than draw 
attention to such of the broader inferences ns are of general in teres I _ 
The examination of the gold revealed nu novelties* except a new 
combination of dies among the Riders. The English silver was, as u 
rule, in poor condition. The coins of Edward ILL* more especially, were 
much worn through circulation, and were usually so badly clipped that 
minute variations in Inscription, stops, and the Ilka were didicult to 
decipher with accuracy* One cannot wonder at this, if one remembers 
that these particular specimens must have been passing from hand to 
hand for more than a hundred years before they were hidden away. 
Of the 44 groats of Henry VI. no fewer than hud been minted at 
Calais* The figures for the half-grouts were even more remarkable— 
85 out of 91„ Calais was, of course, at that time in English possession* 
sending two members to the Parliament in London* The new statistics 
furnish fresh proof that, for silver at all events* it was Henry’s principal 
mint* 

For our Society the Scottish silver was naturally more important. 
The penny of Alexander 111. was notable only for its survival* its 
condition was very much what might have been expected after two 

1 5tli Scries, vt>L K. pp. 2SU If. 
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centuries of wear and tear. The remaining silver pieces were all either 
groats (33ft) or Imlf^giKHita (IS). The earlier among them were much 
rubbed. Hut the selection which it was possible to make from t lie whole 
constitutes a highly important addition to the Society's cabinet, The 
National Museum now possesses a very representative sorites of fifteenili- 
century silver. Besides a number of unpublished minor varieties, the 
new accessions include the first-known specimen of a half-groat of 
James III. from the mint at Perth, anti the Wfmuhkninvn specimen of 
n silver half-grant from the mint at Aberdeen, the first one to be found 
having been acquired by tiio Society some years ago. The 4£H> pieces 
of billon rail for notice too. No such extensive hoard of this exact 
period has, *0 far as [ am aWorn been recorded before. Placks and half- 
pluck* alike belonged to Burns's firsL variety—that is, they had a crust; 
fourchfr. Instead of a crown, on either side of the arms of Scotland oil* 
tile obverse. Hitherto such plucks have been far from common, while 
the half-pluck* are described by Bums us being “extremely rare/' 

From the numismatic point of view the importance of the discovery 
lies mainly in the negative evidence it supplies. Thanks partly to the 
large number of pieces contained in the hoard, and partly to the precision 
with which the date of its concealment can lie fixed, inferences of some 
moment can be drawn from certain conspicuous absences. It is not too 
much to say that two or three vexed questions may be regarded us finally 
settled. Tims, there has long I Mien a difference of opinion as to the 
proper attribution of the plucks and half-planks of the second variety— 
those with a crown on each side of the arms of Scotland on the obverse. 
Cardonnel gave them to James Il„ Lindsay to .James III, Burns 
believed that their issue began under James III., hut that most of them 
were struck by his successor. The fact that there was not a single 
example among the lift) pieces from Perth, although these were not 
buried until after 1188, shows conclusively that Burns might have gone 
further. Henceforward the first variety must be associated with 
James III, and the second with James 1 ^ , This is a veal step In advance. 

And there is more to be learned in the same way from the silver. 
The grouts of James IV. are so few in number that they aff ord a some¬ 
what narrow basis for conclusions, although it is at least certain that 
the varieties with QR3 and 1IH must have been among the first which 
thi* King strurk, as alt the specimens in the find belonged to one or the 
other. It is different with the groats of James Ill. These arc fairly 
numerous (afi), and vve are accordingly entitled to assume that here we 
are confronted by a really representative series. Consequently, when 
we find no examples of the three-quarter-face groats with thistle-heads 
and mullets alternately in the quarters of the cross on the reverse, we 
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cannot but feel that Burns (who has been followed by Richardson in bin 
Catalogue of our own coins) was. wrung in his attribution of these pieces 
to James liL His arguments for identifying them with the 14 new 
alayt grot" of the Act of Parliament of litli May 1471, tire ingenious* 1 
They have not, however* been universally accepted, and the fresh 
evidence from the Perth hoard seems to justify os in setting them 
altogether aside. Unless ami until further light comes from finds or 
otherwise, it will be welt to revert to the traditional view of the thistle- 
head and null lot pieces, and to regard them as the first coinage groats 
of James T. 

Two other sets of groats are in somewhat similar ease. The first is 
the group on the obverse of which is a facing head of t he King with open 
-Crown* while the reverse has a crown and a fleur-de-lls in each of the 
two opposite quarters uf the cross* and three pellets, with an annulet 
between, in each of the other two quarters* Burns* assigns [hoc to 
James |[L, and considers that they must have been struck pursuant 
to the instruction contained in the Act of Parliament uf 24th February 
1183-4. Their absence from the present hud appeal's to make it certain 
that they are later than i-188, and so not earlier than dames IV* As, 
however, they are at Hie best somewhat rare* it might conceivably he 
maintained that this absence was accidental, When we come to the 
second set. there is no room for such an explanation* The groats 
showing on the obverse n bust of the King three-quarter-face towards 
left, wearing silicont and armour and having a double-arched crown* 
are probably the commonest in the whole fifteenth-century series* 
Bums* while admitting that some of them were probably minted under 
James IV. B argues that the greater number must have been issued by 
hie father* 1 lint, if this had been so* they would certainly have been 
represented among the coins from Perth, whereas, in point of fact, not 
a single example occurs. James ILL must, therefore, be ruled out, A 
fortiori James II. t who had his advocates among the curlier writers on 
Scottish coins, is also impossible* LimJsny T * attribution to James IV* 
may he said to hold the field. 

If* however, Lindsays classification is sound, the line of reasoning 
by which he readied it in wholly unsatisfactory. An Act of 14th January 
1488-Si) directed that there should lie struck a new fourteen penny grout 
which was “to tunic great sic as the xiiljd grate that now is f except that 
the visage still stand eywyn in the new groit." Lindsay insists that 
the phraseology of the Act "proves beyond question that the three- 
quarter-face coins inns! have been the coinage to which it applied, for

expressing surprise “that any otic in the least acquainted with the old 
Scottish language, or with old Scottish pronunciation, should have 
mistaken *eywyn’ for 'eyeing* ns has been dune by Lindsay. 1 * At the 
same time, lie too makes appeal to the words of the statute.* Interpret¬ 
ing “eywyn “in a sense exactly contrary to that which Lindsay had given 
il T he looks upon the direction of the Act as indicating clearly " Unit the 
visage did not stand even, or presenting the full face ou the fourteen- 
pen uy groats ns last struck. And this proves lieyoud a doubt that the* 
fourteen penny groats of the previous coinage were the three-quarter- 
face groats with the imperial crown, these ljelng the only coins of that 
denomination struck in the proportion of ten to the ounce, in which the 
visage did not stand ‘eywyn * or even," 

Burnss criticism of Lindsay is unquestionably sound, and his own 
reading of the statute is less obviously open to objection. Yet the 
non-appearance in the Perth find of any specimens of the three-quarter- 
fate group justifies Lindsay on the main issue of attribution, and non¬ 
suits Burns. The apparent contradiction made it desirable to seek 
expert advice on the linguistic point involved. I accordingly put the 
two views before Professor Craigie, without giving him any hint of the 
trend of the numismatic evidence. I reproduce Ids interesting reply. 
“It is quite certain that tytnjn does not mean ‘eyeing.’ (Apart from 
the impossible spelling, the verb rye is not recorded till about a century 
after I4KS.) The meaning is dearly ‘oven 1 (for which vyiryn is quite ii 
nut arid Scottish spelling). I think it possible that this could have the 
sense in which Bums took it. Lt. looking straight forward; we still say 
cren fotrit , but I ran not produce any other example of wm by itself in 
the sense of full face on. Is it not possible, however, that there uihv 
be yet nnot her explanation? ■ Stand even * would naturally be contrasted 
with standing askew or off the straight. Is there any indication that on 
some of the groats the * visage * is not at the proper angle in relation to 
the inscription or whatever else there may be on either side of the coin? 
This explanation would agree best with the direction that the prent was 
to bo the same as in the minting grout. If the face had been altered 
from three-quarters to full, the difference would perhaps have been 
expressed more clearly*” 

I»r George Xeilaou, whom I also consulted, made quite independently 

I gfw o„r Mr CWswtjK p/Mhwf, F . m. * Coinayt «. ^ m 
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tho same suggestion at Professor Craigie, Careful obseiwation along these 
lino^ may on© day throw light on the true meaning of * ay wyn." Mean¬ 
while the word does not help us, Burns's interpretation might Lav© been 
accepted if the conclusion to which it led him had been confirmed by the 
composition of the Perth hoard. Without this support it carries no 
weight whatever. On the other hand, the absence of any admixture of 
three-quarter-face groats does more than suggest that they, like the 
thistle-head and mullet pieces and the crown and fleur-de-lis group, 
should be catalogued, not under James III., but under one of hiss accessors! 
Incidentally this may involve n slightly later date for the Croarnguel 
pennies than til at which I originally proposed for them. 1

CUP: A PIECE OF 8IXTEENTH-OENTURY SCOTTISH 
By FRANCIS C. EEL US. F.R.Hjst.5., RS.A.Scot. 


At the sale hist year* of certain plate belonging to Field-Marshal 
Lord Methuen, U.CJt, at Christie's, there was sold to Messrs 

Crichton Brothers, Old Bond Street, London, W„ for the sum of £;)tf00, 
n sixteenth-century silver-gilt cup and cover of very unusual import¬ 
ance, Not of great sisw? p special delicacy of craftsmanship, or exceptional 
design, its outstanding interest centres in its being almost certainly of 
Scottish manufacture. It is therefore worth while to put upon record 
an exact description of it, more especially us it is understood to have 
been bought for a client in America, and has probably left this country. 

The cup is hemispherical and aha How. having a cover of wavy out¬ 
line and of no great height. It has an octagonal rock-crystal ‘ stem 
mid a circular base with an ogee outline. There are mouldings or 
flanges ut the foot and at the lip. Pour small S-shaped brackets rise 
from the upper part of the Iwis© in apparent support of the ornamental 
necking out of which the stem rises: there is a narrow bund of silver- 
gilt round the middle of the stem, and small curved brackets project 
m seeming support of the bowl from the necking or socket at the top 
of the stem. The cover is surmounted by a small crystal ball surmounted 
by a ring in the form of n serpent. 

The total height is 7 inches: to the lip of the bowl, 5 inches. The 
bowl is U inches in diameter, the foot :i\ inches in diameter Tbe 
rock-crystal stem is inches high, and j of an inch thick. 
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There are three incised inscriptions: one in broad Scots and the • 
other two in Lathi. in capital letters between incised line's encircling 
the nip and cover. Die vermicular inscription is arranged in three 
1 mm Is, two on the rover, beginning with the one furthest from the top. 
uml one on the e«p just below the lip. The Latin inscriptions are one 
in a single hand round the middle of the base, the other upon the ring 
which encircles the stem.

The lettering is Roman but with a slightly Gothic touch, and mi 
occasional Lombards admixture. This combination is very usual shortly 
be tore and during the middle of the sixteenth century. The leaves and 
sprays used for filling up gaps arc rather rude. 

The inscription on the ring round the stem may very well 1*? of 
later date. 

The inscription baud round the base b treated as a ribbon or scroll. 

Beneath the foot is the maker's mark, u small shield with the initials 
\ h—a capital V and a small h. This is. the only mark. 

Inside the bowl is an im-bed medallion, ii im-h in diameter, con¬ 
taining the sacred monogram ltjs in black letter, with the contraction 
mark through the top of the middle letter, on a kind of shaded or 
stippled background. This is enclosed within two concentric circles 
with leaves between them forming a kind of wreath.

Xi»t withstand mg this* and the superficial resemblance of the cup to 
a rihnrium, there is no reason to suppose that it was ever intended 
for liny tiling elne than n piece of table plate. 

The date of the cup is probably the second quarter of the sixteenth 
century. 

In the Ibt of eilverarnitbs given in the appendix to Dr Bumse Old 
Scottish Comma n inn Piute * Edinburgli, 1 SfJtk there seems no one whose 
initials correspond to Vh, but it is not impossible that further research 
may succeed in identifying the maker.

It has usually been assumed that the Methuen family are descended 
from John Methuen and his son Faol p who left Brut laud in the six¬ 
teenth century, the latter Inking orders and becoming a Prebendary 
of Wells. His sot was vicar of Frame in Somerset (oh, 1640), and his 
grandson Bind became one of the most famous men in the woollen 
industry of Brad ford-on-Avon in the seventeenth century. It is there' 
fore possible that the cup was brought from Scotland hb far Hack as 
the middle of the sixteenth century. It may have come from Methven, 
ti tNir Perth, the lordship of which is said to have been given to tlie 
family as far back as the time of Malcolm III. But this is all a matter 
of conjecture. 

8ir James Balfour Paul, Lord Lyon King-of-Arms, informs me that 
‘'tile Sottish history of the Mcthuens is very obscure. Burke's Peerage 
S& F B that the Rev. Paul Methuen, Prebendary of Wells, waa the sou 
t»f it John Mot hue u, who ttcd from Scotland in consequence of the -part 
ho hud taken in promoting the Reformation. This is hardly correct: ‘ 
there whs no doubt a Paul Methuen who lied from Scotland, and he 
may have been the son of a John Methuen, hut of tide 1 have no proof. 

W lint is true is that Paul was originally a linker in Dundee, who 
become u convert to the doctrines of the Reformed Faith. He was 
appointed minister of Jedburgh in 15(10, but in 1502 he was oxcom- 
immicnU’O and deposed for adultery with his servant. He went to 
England, but came back to Scotland in 1666 and submitted himself to 
the General Assembly. They pronounced a ready savage sentence on 
him condemning him to stand in the «too] of repentance at Edinburgh,

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through part of this, but, overwhelmed with slmrms he left for England 
iiguin, though Ifcmdolph, the ambassador* s&ys that there was report 
that he was drowned in crossing the Tweed.
